S.F.-Havana  Service 
Temporarily  Resumed 

Efforts  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  to  prevent  total  ces- 
sation of  steamer  service  from  San 
Francisco  to  Havana  have  been  par- 
tially successful,  according  to  Walter 
A.  Rohde,  manager  of  the  Chamber's 
Transportation  Department. 

The  United  .States  Lines,  through 
its  subsidiary,  the  Panama  Pacific 
Line,  has  announced  that  it  will  act  as 
agent  for  a  vessel,  as  yet  unnamed, 
which  will  go  on  berth  at  San  Fran- 
cisco early  in  January  and  carry  a  full 
load  to  Ha\ana  from  San  Francisco 
and  Los  Angeles. 

"This  will  relieve  the  accumulation  of  Ha- 
vana cargo  caused  by  the  maritime  strike  and 
the  decision  of  the  Maritime  Commission  to 
abandon  that  serv^ice,"  Rohde  declared.  "In 
the  meantime,  the  Chamber  will  continue  its 
efforts  to  secure  a  regular  dependable  service." 


Reduction  in  Reciprocal  Tariff 
Rates  Supported  by  S.  F.  Chamber 

Support  of  the  L'.  S.  Government's  program  to  further  reciprocal  reductions 
in  tariff  rates  was  e.\tended  this  week  by  the  Foreign  Trade  Association  of 
the  San  PVancisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  a  brief  filed  with  the  Committee 
for  Reciprocity  Information  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

•  Renewal  of  the  Trade  Agree- 
ments Act,  which  became  effective 
June  12,  1934,  carried  with  it  grant  of 
authority  to  United  States  trade  agree- 
ment negotiators  to  effect  reductions 
in  U.  S.  tariff  rates  up  to  50  per  cent 
of  the  rates  in  effect  on  Januan,'  1, 
1945. 

In  supporting  the  Government's 
program,  the  Foreign  Trade  Asso- 
ciation is  urging  Washington 
officials  to  take  action  to  secure 
further  reciprocal  trade  conces- 
sions necessary  to  remove  existing 
trade  barriers.  The  Association  re- 
quests a  review  of  U.  S.  tariff  rates 
on  imports  and  the  establishment 
of  regulations  to  prevent  dis- 
criminating treatment  in  mat- 
ters of  exchange,  quotas  or  alloca- 
tions. 

The  e-xpansion  of  California's  industries  re- 
quires the  opening  of  foreign  markets  to 
assure  profitable  operation,  the  .Association 
maintains,  and  the  continued  dutv'-free  entrv" 
of  the  imported  goods  necessarv'  for  the  manu- 
facture of  California's  products.

Value  of  import^  and  expcirts  at  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Customs  Dis- 
trict led  the  entire  Pacific  Coast  dur- 
ing September,  1946,  it  was  revealed 
today  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

•  The  report,  issued  by  the  Cham- 
ber's World  Trade  Department,  is 
based  on  figures  released  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce. 

Exports  at  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Customs  District,  amounting  to  $22.- 
305,000.  accounted  for  44.8  per  cent  of  the 
total  Pacific  Coast  exports.  While  the 
Pacific  Coast  area  and  entire  nation  ex- 
perienced a  slight  decrease  in  export 
value  and  shipping  weight  in  .September, 
the  value  of  the  Bay  Area's  exports  showed 
an  increase  of  $1,345,000  over  August. 

\'alue  of  exports  at  other  Pacific  Coast  cus 
tonis  districts  was  as  follows:  Los  .\ngeles. 
$9,206,000;  Oregon,  S8.940.000:  Washington, 
$6,881,000;  and  San  Diego,  $2,446,000. 

•  In  value  of  imports,  the  San  Francisco- 
t>akland  Customs  District  led  the  entire 
Pacific  Coast  with  trade  amounting  to  SIO,- 
439.000,  or  40.4  per  cent  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
total.

Pointing  out  how  development  of  heal- 
ing with  radio  frequency  fields,  created  by 
electronic  transmitters,  has  progressed  for 
such  processes  as  plating  tin  and  heat-treat ini: 
steel.  Dr.  Thomas  will  show  that  in  this  tield 
"lie  definite  possibilities"  for  further  develop- 
ments of  importance  to  home  owners.

Douglas  Aircraft  Company,  Inc..  will 
address  a  special  luncheon  meeting 
at  the  San  Francisco  Commercial 
Club.

Douglas'  interest  in  aviation  led  him  to 
resign  from  the  United  Stales  Naval  Acadeni\" 
to  enter  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nolog>'  where,  after  completing  a  four-year 
course  in  two  years,  he  became  assistant  in- 
structor in  aerodvnamics. 

•  In  1915  he  joined  the  Glenn  L.  Martin 
Company  as  chief  engineer,  contributing 
much  to  the  design  of  the  first  Martin  bomber. 
He  left  Martin  in  1916  to  become  the  top 
civilian  engineer  in  the  U.  S.  Signal  Corps' 
aviation  projects.  Returning  to  the  Martin 
fold  in  1917.  he  became  \  ice-president  of  the 
companw 

In  19'20,  with  $600  cash,  he  left  Alartin 
to  move  to  California  to  build  planes  on 
his  own.  Here  he  became  associated  with 
David  R.  Davis  in  his  design  for  a  single- 
bay  bi-plane,  the  "Cloudster."  Realizing 
the  military  possibilities  of  the  "Cloud- 
ster," he  took  the  plans,  specifications 
and  photographs  to  the  Na\">'  Depart- 
ment where  he  was  successful  in  con- 
vincing high  Navy  officials  that  the  plane 
would  make  a  torpedo  bomber.  His  suc- 
cess with  Navy  contracts  eventually  led 
to  the  miracles  of  production  which  his 
plants  accomplished  in  World  War  II. 

In  1932  Douglas  determined  to  enter  the 
commercial  transpon  field.  The  result  of  this 
1932  decision  was  the  DC-1.  followed  in  close 
succession  by  the  DC-2,  and  finally  the  famed 
DC-3,  air-histor\'  making  transport  which 
became  well-known  to  the  air-traveling  public. 
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November  Retail 
Sales  Show  Increase

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New  Censuses  of  Business, 
Manufactures  Urged  by  Cof  C 

Congressional  appropriations  for  the 
re-instatement  of  censuses  of  business 
and  manufactures  was  recommended 
today  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

•  A  census  of  manufaclures,  orHinarily 
taken  every  two  years,  was  last  taken  in  1939 
by  the  V .  S.  Bureau  of  Census.  A  complete  or 
sample  census  of  retail  and  wholesale  trade, 
which  also  was  taken  every  two  years,  was 
last  taken  in  1940. 

The  information  developed  through 
these  censuses  is  the  only  fully  authentic 
information  of  its  type,  and  is  most  valu- 
able to  business,  to  professional  econo- 
mists and  statisticians,  government 
agencies  and  chambers  of  commerce  in 
business  planning  and  development 
work,  the  Chamber  maintains. 

Because  of  the  significant  changes  and 
phenomenal  growth  experienced  by  the  Pacific 
Coast  since  i  he  last  censuses,  the  Chamber  de- 
clared, it  is  necessary  that  these  changes  be 
properly  measured  and  applied  by  means  of 
up-to-date  censuses. 


Continued  Development 
in  Electronics  Sought 

Advantages  of  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  as  a  location  for  plants  to 
produce  electronic  devices  are  covered 
in  detail  in  a  special  report  on  "The 
San  F'rancisco  Bay  Region  Elec- 
tronics Industry,"  released  today.

The  report  consists  primarily  of  two 
sections,  one  being  a  survey  of  the  Bay 
Region  electronics  industry  and  those 
factors  which  have  governed  its  history 
and  growth  and  the  other  being  a  de- 
tailed index  to  Bay  Region  electronics 
manufacturers. 

The  Bay  Region's  strategic  geographical 
location  in  reference  to  the  electronics  indus- 
try is  explained  in  detail  as  well  as  character- 
istics of  the  market  which  may  be  most  ad- 
vantageously served  from  San  Francisco. 

•  Detailed  information  is  given  concerning 
the  pioneer  part  which  the  Bay  Area  has 
pla\ed  in  radio  broadcasting  and  it  is  re\'ealed 
that  many  of  the  devices  which  have  been  at 
the  root  of  radar,  television  and  other  new 
sciences  were  originated  in  the  Bay  Region. 

Electronic  research  facilities  and  per- 
sonnel of  the  area  are  outlined  in  the  68- 
page  document  which  was  prepared  by 
L.  M.  Holland,  department  Industrial 
Engineer.

•  SURPLUS  PROPERTY 

The  prioritN-  of  small  business  to  purchase 
surplus  property  is  still  in  effect,  War  Assets 
Administration  announced  today  in  clarifying 
the  status  of  the  priority  which  had  been  in 
question  since  the  first  of  the  \'ear. 

The  announcement  was  based  on  a 
letter  from  U.  S.  Attorney  General  Tom 
C.  Clark,  who  stated  in  effect  that  the 
expiration  on  December  31  of  the  act 
creating  the  Smaller  War  Plants  Cor- 
poration did  not  affect  the  function  of 
purchasing  surplus  for  small  business  by 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation. 

Answering  the  question  of  whether  "cer- 
tain functions  and  duties  relating  to  small 
business  presently  exercised  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  RFC  continued  to 
exist,"  Atty.  Gen.  Clark  stated: 

"Although  the  Smaller  War  Plants 
Corporation  expired,  except  for  purposes 
of  liquidation,  on  December  31,  1946,  it 
is  my  view,  after  consideration  of  the 
applicable  statutory  provisions,  that 
these  functions  and  duties  continue  to 
be  performed  by  the  government  agen- 
cies which  now  exercise  them  without 
the  issuance  of  a  further  Executive 
Order." 


•  FHA  POLICY  CHANCES 

The  Federal  Housing  Administration  today 
announced  a  series  of  changes  in  its  procedures 
and  policies  with  the  aim  of  encouraging 
larger  production  of  rental  dwellings  for 
veterans. 

FHA  Commissioner  Raymond  M.  Foley 
said  the  State  and  District  Directors  of 
FH.\  are  being  provided  with  new  facili- 
ties and  expanded  personnel  to  stimu- 
late the  immediate  construction  of 
rental  housing,  and  he  charged  them 
with  the  responsibility  of  securing  full 
cooperation  of  all  branches  of  industry 
in  order  to  accomplish  the  objective. 

Under  FHA's  program,  three  broad  ave- 
nues of  approach  will  be  used  for  obtaining 
additional  rental  units:  (1)  conversion  of 
existing  structures  which  will  produce  the 
quickest  action  at  lowest  cost  and  probabK- 
at  lowest  rentals;  (2)  construction  of  more 
two,  three,  and  four-family  units,  considered 
the  next  speediest  method  and  one  which  will 
broaden  opportunities  for  builders  and  in- 
vestors; (3)  production  of  more  large-scale 
rental  structures. 

Mr.  Foley  also  called  attention  to  several 
recent  financial  changes  affecting  rental  hous- 
ing: 

The  maximum  shelter  rent  on  new 
rental  projects  may  now  average  $80 
monthly,  in  contrast  to  the  previous 
ruling  that  $80  per  unit  was  the  maxi- 
mum rent.  This  will  make  units  avail- 
able to  veterans  at  relatively  low  rentals, 
at  rentals  in  the  intermediate  range,  and 
up  to  the  maximum. 

Principal  payments  on  rental  housing  mort- 
gages have  been  reduced  from  a  minimum  of 
2%  to  Ua^'t  for  the  initial  payment:  this 
change  has  the  effect  of  extending  the  aver- 
age mortgage  term  by  five  years  and  of  mak- 
ing lower  rents  possible.

Recent  traffic  accidents  in  San  Fran- 
cisco point  out  the  necessity  for  im- 
mediate action  on  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  traffic  plan, 
according  to  Henry  E.  North,  chair- 
man of  the  Traffic  and  Highway  Com- 
mittee of  the  Chamber.

Bay  Area  Exports, 
Imports  Show  Sharp 
Drop  During  October 

Effects  of  the  maritime  strike  in  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  were  reflected 
in  decreased  exports  and  imports  at 
the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Customs 
District  during  October,  it  was  re- 
vealed today  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The  report,  issued  by  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Department,  is  based  on  figures 
released  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the 
Department  of  Commerce. 

The  Pacific  Coast  area  experienced  a 
greater  proportionate  decline  in  export 
trade  during  the  month  of  October  than 
any  other  area,  the  shipping  weight  and 
value  of  exports  dropping  46  per  cent  and 
60  per  cent  respectively. 

\'alue  of  exports  at  the  San  Francisco-Oak- 
land Customs  District  fell  to  S3.600.000  from 
$22,300,000  in  September,  1946,  while  the 
value  of  exports  at  Los  .Angeles  Customs  Dis- 
trict dropped  to  $3,400,000  from  $9,100,000 
in  September. 

•  Washington  led  the  Pacific  Coast  in 
value  of  exports,  with  total  shipments  amount- 
ing to  $9,500,000.  Value  of  exports  at  other 
Pacific  Coast  customs  districts  was  as  follows; 
San  Diego,  $2,600,000;  and  Oregon,  $600,000. 

Washington  also  led  the  entire  coast  in 
value  of  imports  during  October,  with 
total  shipments  amounting  to  $7,400,000, 
while  a  drop  in  imported  commodities 
was  experienced  by  both  San  Francisco 
and  Los  Angeles.  \'alue  of  Bav  Area  im- 
ports fell  to  $3,500,000  from  $10,400,000  in 
September,  while  imports  at  Los  Angeles 
declined  from  $6,800,000  in  September  to 
$5,100,000  in  October.  San  Diego  reported 
imports  valued  at  $1,200,000,  while  Ore- 
gon Customs  District  imports  were  re- 
ported at  $700,000.

•  "A  full  cargo  for  Havana  is  being 
assembled  for  a  \-essel  scheduled  to  depart 
from  San  Francisco  January  28,"  Rohde  said. 
"The  line  will  also  act  as  agent  for  an  addi- 
tional vessel  to  go  on  berth  early  in  February."

A  Year  of  Accomplishment 

by  Chamber  Committees  and  Staff 


On  January  1,  l')46,  the  presidenc\' 
of  the  San  Franciscd  Chamber  of 
Commerce  was  assumed  by  Mr.  Bray- 
ton  Wilbur,  president  of  \\'ilbur-E!lis 
Co.  and  past  chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's World  Trade  Committee. 

"I  feel  it  has  been  a  good  year," 
Wilbur  says,  "and  the  reason  for 
my  feeling  is  the  splendid  record 
of  accomplishment  by  the  various 
committees  and  departments  of 
the  Chamber." 

Wilbur  was  immediately  preceded 
in  the  presidency  by  Dr.  Henry 
Grady,  under  whose  regime  the  United 
Nations  Conference  on  International 
Organization  was  held  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  by  a  long  line  of  distin- 
guished San  Franciscans. 

Wilbur  carried  forward  the  vigorous 
sales  program  of  his  predecessors  as 
well  as  the  program  of  community 
leadership  and  vision. 

Most  outstanding,  of  course,  was 
the  campaign  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Walter  A.  Haas  to  bring  I'nited 
Nations  Headquarters  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. It  was  a  campaign  marked  by 
subtle  but  forceful  "salesmanship" 
and  conducted  with  the  same  gracious 
finesse  that  marked  the  city's  hos- 
pitality to  LNCIO. 
•  Result  of  this  policy  is  that, 
although  this  area  was  not  chosen  as 
UN  headquarters,  it  has  won  the  es- 


teem and  friendship  of  many  of  the 
most  important  personages  in  all  the 
nations  of  the  world,  as  well  as  gain- 
ing invaluable  national  attention  and 
prestige. 

Another  "sales  campaign"  was 
conducted  early  in  the  year  to  add 
more  members  to  the  Chamber, 
thus  broadening  its  base  of  com- 
munity support  and  adding  to  its 
resources.  The  success  of  this 
campaign  is  shown  by  its  addition 
to  the  roster  of  500  members, 
making  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber second  largest  in  the  nation. 

A  six  point  immediate  action  traffic 
program  was  developed  directly  as 
the  result  of  Wilbur's  interest  and  en- 
couragement. 

This  program  gained  the  support 
of  various  community  agencies  con- 
cerned in  the  traffic  problem  and  was 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
as  official  policy.  Work  has  actually 
begun  on  several  points  in  this  pro- 
gram and  the  coming  year  will  see  fur- 
ther progress  in  solution  of  this  prob- 
lem along  lines  of  the  program  "for 
the  future"  also  developed  under 
Wilbur's  direction. 

•  Leadership  by  the  Chamber  in 
organizing  and  preparing  a  presenta- 
tion to  a  special  army  and  navy  joint 
board  of  inquiry  on  possibilities  for  a 


second  Bay  Crossing  resulted  also 
from  the  action  of  Brayton  Wilbur. 

A  world  trader  by  vocation,  Wil- 
bur took  the  lead  in  organizing 
conferences,  institutes,  and  fo- 
rums on  world  trade  and  in  pro- 
moting trade  expansion. 

An  organizer  or  leader  may  be 
measured  by  the  inspiration  he  gives 
to  the  associates  who  work  with  him. 

-Seen  in  this  light,  it  is  sufficient 
tribute  to  Wilbur's  presidency  to  re- 
count the  accomplishments  and  acti\- 
ities  of  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, committees,  and  staff. 

UX  headquarters  campaign,  mem- 
bership increases,  traffic  action,  world 
trade  expansion  and  promotion  are 
but  a  few  of  the  Chamber's  accom- 
plishments during  the  past  year.  In 
addition  millions  of  dollars  in  new 
industry  w'as  brought  into  the  area, 
aid  in  problems  of  reconversion  to 
peacetime  production,  development 
of  markets  and  friendly  relations 
with  our  domestic  trading  area,  prog- 
ress toward  Bay  Area  unity,  develop- 
ment of  friendly  relations  with  farm- 
ers and  agricultural  areas,  action  in 
Sacramento  and  Washington  on  prob- 
lems of  direct  concern  to  .San  Fran- 
cisco business,  cultivation  of  friend- 
ships in  the  neighborhoods  of  the  city 
itself,  and  work  with  retailers  and 
transportation  and  distribution  busi- 
nesses all  were  undertaken  during  the 
past  year. 

•  Testimony  on  Geneva  Freight 
Rate  Reduction  at  official  hearings, 
de\elopment  of  a  Master  .Airport 
Plan,  inauguration  of  a  weekly  series 
of  business  radio  programs,  a  special 
study  of  the  housing  problem,  relief 
of  congestion  in  the  customs  house  by 
seeking  adequate  facilities  at  the  -Ap- 
praisers Stores  Building,  drive  to  get 
more  sheet  steel  for  Bay  .Area  fabri- 
cators and  contractors,  a  program  to 
solve  problems  of  water  pollution,  de- 
centralization of  C.P.A.  authority 
and  increases  in  construction  quotas, 
freight  rates  reduction,  a  directory  of 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers,  good- 
will trips  to  neighboring  communi- 
ties, discontinuance  of  trucking  re- 
strictions, opposition  to  reduction  of 
copra  imports,  continued  operation  of 
steamer  service  betw-een  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Havana,  formation  of  a  fire 
safety  committee — these  are  a  cross 
section  of  the  projects  successfully 
undertaken  by  the  Ch.imbcr  in  l')46. 

In  the  words  of  President  Wil- 
bur, "it  was  a  good  year."

Agriculture 

Upon  termination  of  the  war,  the 
Agricultural  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  re- 
sumed its  program  to  establish  new- 
markets  for  northern  California's  farm 
products. 

•  Number  One  project  of  this  Com- 
mittee has  been  the  creation  of  a  new 
wholesale  produce  market  at  the  pres- 
ent site  or  in  a  new  location.  Comple- 
tion of  this  program  moved  closer  with 
the  recent  incorporation  of  the  prod- 
uce dealers. 

Also  high  on  the  Chamber's  pro- 
gram of  activities  was  its  partici- 
pation in  the  Grand  National 
Livestock  Exposition  which  was 
resumed  last  fall  after  a  lapse  of 
six  years.  As  a  result  of  a  campaign 
launched  by  the  Committee  in 
conjunction  with  the  directors  of 
Cow  Palace,  forty  calves  were  pur- 
chased by  San  Francisco  business 
firms  for  donation  to  4-H  Club 
members  and  Future  Farmers  in 
Northern  California. 

Cooperation  with  agricultural  areas 
was  extended  by  the  department 
under  management  of  Charles 
Gibbs,  who  left  at  the  year's  end  to 
join  the  Associated  Farmers.  He  is 
succeeded  by  Alex  von  Hafften,  for- 
mer Community  Relations  Counsel 
for  the  California  Chain  Stores.

The  department  manager  served  in 
l')46  as  official  delegate  to  the  Na- 
tional Aviation  Clinic  at  Oklahoma 
City  representing  civic  and  public  in- 
terests; was  elected  First  \'ice  Presi- 
dent of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
Chapter  of  the  National  Aeronautic 
.Association ;  was  elected  Secretary  of 
the  Western  Aviation  Conference. 
•  Testimony  relative  to  aviation 
legislation  was  presented  by  the  de- 
partment before  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  meetings  of  the  California  Legis- 
lati\'e  Interim  Committee  on  Aviation 
and  at  .Sacramento. 

Active  assistance  was  given  to 
starting  a  new  air  service  between 
this  city  and  Los  Angeles  by  a  new 
certificated  airline. 

Authorization  for  a  San  Francisco 
City  and  County  Master  Airport  Sur- 
vey by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was 
brought  about  largely  through  efforts 
of  the  Aviation  Department. 

The  Department  was  responsible 
in  1946  for  development  by  the 
City  Planning  Commission  of  an 
extensive  survey  of  the  need  for  a 
Joint  Airlines  TransportationTer- 
minal,  as  well  as  investigation  of 
possible  sites. 

Manager  of  the  Aviation  Depart- 
ment is  Kenneth  R.  MacDonald. 


The  World's  Richest  Farming  Area  .  . 
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Industrial  Activity 


Promotidii  of  industrial  expansion 
in  the  area  is,  of  course,  at  the  very 
core  of  the  Chamber's  program,  and 
success  of  the  Industrial  Department 
in  this  work  is  evidenced  by  the 
1.278  industrial  development  projects, 
amounting  to  137  million  dollars, 
brought  to  Northern  California  during 
1946. 

•  An  idea  of  the  work  volume  in 
this  department  is  conveyed  by  the 
fact  that  there  was  a  weekly  average 
of  152  telephone  calls;  68  personal 
interviews;  45  special  pieces  of  cor- 
respondence; and  five  meetings  ar- 
ranged and  attended. 

Guiding  the  activities  of  this 
department  are  committees  func- 


tioning in  the  fields  of  manu- 
facturing, mining,  apparel  and 
textiles,  electronics,  iron  and  steel, 
non-ferrous  metals,  industrial 
sites  and  buildings,  and  on  special 
projects,  each  of  which  carried 
through  an  extensive  program  in 
the  year  just  past. 

Manager  of  the  Chamber's  Indus- 
trial Department  is  G.  L.  (Lewie)  Fox 
who  not  only  directed  the  multifold 
activities  of  this  department  in  the 
past  year  but  also  prepared  or  directed 
production  of  special  studies  and  bro- 
chures on  San  Francisco  as  a  Factory 
Location,  the  factors  involved  in  a 
Second  Bay  Crossing,  on  Apparel 
City,  and  a  complete  survey  of  the 
Bay  Area  Electronics  Industry,  first 
of  a  series  of  similar  studies  to  be 
made. 

•  Assistant  Manager  of  the  Indus- 
trial Department  is  Lewis  M.  Hol- 
land, an  industrial  engineer  who  has 
worked  together  with  Mr.  Fox  and 
assisted     in     preparation     of    special 


studies,  particularly  the  survex'  of  the 
Bay  .Area  Electronics  Industry. 

Information  for  magazines  and 
the  press  is  supplied  by  this  de- 
partment on  industrial  matters.

Activities  of  the  Domestic  Trade 
Committee  and  Department  are  of 
three  types — Service,  Intercommun- 
ity Relations  and  Market  Develop- 
ment. 

Manager  of  the  Department  is 
Carroll  Snyker.  assisted  by  John 
Mvers. 


•  Service  rendered  has  increased 
considerably.  Many  individuals,  par- 
ticularly ex-servicemen,  were  assisted 
in  the  establishment  of  distributive 
facilities.  Requests  from  buyers  for 
purchasing  sources  in  San  Francisco 
were  somewhat  heavier  than  last  year. 
The  service  of  bringing  together  manu- 


facturer and  representative  was  mi>~t 
helpful  to  local  manufacturers  agents 
during  a  buying  market.  Changing 
governmental  regulations  were  inter- 
preted to  many. 

Intercommunity  relations  were 
fostered  by  an  exchange  of  "Good 
Neighbor"  visits  with  neighboring 
communities. 

Further  development  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  a  market  was  promoted 
through  participation  in  the  sponsor- 
ship and  presentation  of  trade  shows, 
revising  directories  of  manufacturers 
and  manufacturers'  agents,  and  com- 
piling new  directories  of  frozen  food 
processors  and  of  building  prefabri- 
cators.  In  cooperation  with  the  Manu- 
facturers and  Wholesalers  .Associa- 
tion of  San  Francisco  the  first  direc- 
tor\-  of  its  members'  apparel  lines  was 
compiled  and  published.  In  common 
interest  with  the  Western  Merchan- 
dise Mart  and  dealers,  the  first  West- 
ern Toy  Fair  was  organized,  and  plans 
advanced  for  a  central  sponsoring  or- 
ganization for  all  future  trade  shows.

Symbolizing  the  increasing  de- 
mands for  factual  guidance  from  the 
Chamber  during  1Q46.  the  Research 
Department  handled  49,600  counter 
and  telephone  calls.  25  per  cent  above 
the  preceding  year,  and  written  in- 
quiries soared  to  18.330  or  93  per  cent. 
The  Department  also  directed  the 
publication  and  distribution  of  about 
60.000  city  maps  used  in  extending  a 
courtesy  to  present  and  future  visitors 
in  the  city. 

In  addition  to  handling  extem- 
poraneous requests,  the  Depart- 
ment edited  the  regular  Monthly 
Survey  of  Business  Conditions,  a 
constructive  cross-section  of  cur- 
rent developments  in  business 
and  industrial  fields;  and  com- 
piled a  36-page  annual  "Economic 
Survey  for  San  Francisco  and  the 
Bay  Area  for  1946"  providing  a 
wide  range  of  useful  and  basic 
data  on  major  activities  in  these 
areas  to  answer  inquiries  from 
business  firms  and  prospective 
settlers. 

The  "San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Out- 
look for  Business  and  Industry"  com- 
piled by  the  Department  at  the  close 
of  1946  comprised  a  complete  edition 
of  Bay  Region  Biisiness. 

•  During  the  year,  the  department 
maintained  a  valuable  current  key 
file  on  over  1000  local  associations  and 
organizations  including  Agriculture. 
Business,  Civic  and  Improvement, 
Foreign,  Government  and  Political. 
Industrial.  Luncheon,  Military,  Pro- 
fessional. Religious,  Social  and  His- 
torical, and  Transportation. 

In  the  field  of  veterans  affairs,  the 
research  department  appeared  before 
the  Police  Commission  concerning 
veterans  applications  for  city  taxi 
permits. 

The  Chamber's  research  staff  made 
a  study  and  report  on  the  1945  annual 
traffic  movements  in  and  out  of  San 
Francisco;  developed  a  list  of  Califor- 
nia colleges  and  universities  accred- 
ited for  issuing  teachers'  certificates 
and  approved  for  veterans  training. 

•  Other  studies  made  by  the  de- 
partment during  the  year  included  a 
survey  and  report  on  the  25-million 
dollar  Bay  Area  flower  industry; 
housing  needs  in  San  Francisco;  San 
Francisco's  inter-relations  with  agri- 
culture; the  economic  effects  of  the 
waterfront  strike,  and  work  on  a  pro- 
posed new  Building  Code.

Wide  Range  of  Research  Services 
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Public  Affairs 


The  Public  Affairs  Department  of 
your  Chamber  is  charged  with  the  re- 
sponsibility for  maintaining  contact 
with  various  public  and  civic  groups 
and  with  the  leadership  in  enterprises 
of  a  general  ci\ic  nature. 

Such  a  general  assignment  natu- 
rally means  that  there  are  always, 
at  any  given  moment,  a  great 
many  projects  under  way  in  this 
department. 

Notable  among  them  in  the  past 
year  was  the  effort  to  bring  the  I'nited 
Nations  permanent  headquarters  to 
this  area.  This  department  served  as 
the  liaison  between  activities  in  New- 
York  and  the  local  committee,  and, 
despite  the  final  outcome,  a  magnifi- 
cent selling  job  w-as  done  for  San  Fran- 
cisco whose  effects  upon  this  city's 
prestige  and  good  will  will  be  per- 
manent. 

•  In  addition,  great  progress  has 
been  made  during  the  past  year  by  the 
Traffic  and  Highway  Committee  which 
this  department  serves.  A  suggested 
program  has  been  set  up  for  improving 
the  difficult  traffic  and  transportation 
problem  in  this  City. 


The  six-point  action  program 
set  up  by  the  committee  won  the 
approval  of  the  official  bodies  in 
the  City,  including  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  has  the  support 
of  the  newspapers  and  general 
public.  The  task  for  the  coming 
year  will  be  to  follow  through  on 
this  splendid  program. 

A  subcommittee  was  appointed  by 
the  President  of  the  Chamber  to  con- 
sult with  Oakland  and  other  commu- 
nities on  the  problem  of  a  second  Bay 
Crossing. 

•  This  committee  met  on  several 
occasions  with  a  similar  group  from 
the  Oakland  Chamber  and  much  prog- 
ress was  made  in  determining  what 
kind  of  crossing  would  be  acceptable 
to  the  East  Bay  communities. 

Following  these  meetings,  a 
complete  presentation  was  pre- 
pared by  G.  L.  Fox,  manager  of  the 
Industrial  Department  of  the 
Chamber,  consisting  of  163  pages 
of  engineering  data  and  pictures. 
This  was  the  principal  exhibit 
presented  to  the  Joint  .\rmy  and 
Navy  Board. 


The  Naval  .■\ffairs  Committee  has 
worked  closely  with  other  cities  in  the 
Area  to  develop  naval  installations 
here.  While  the  Navy  has  been  cut 
tremendously.  theSanFranciscoNaval 
.Shipyard  is  still  operating  to  a  fairly 
high  degree  of  capacity  and  is  presently 
one  of  San  Francisco's  largest  payrfills. 
•  The  Public  Affairs  Department 
is  responsible  for  the  monthly  lunch- 
eon program.  During  the  year,  the 
Chamber  has  presented  such  notable 
figures  as  Joe  E.  Brown,  General 
Joseph  W.  Stilwell,  Cyrus  Ching, 
Reese  Taylor.  Alfred  Schindler,  W.  K. 
Jackson,  Roy  Sorenson  and  Paul  C. 
Smith. 

The  Manager  of  the  Department, 
H.  B.  Mills,  has  served  as  a  director 
of  the  San  Francisco  Coordinating 
Council  for  \'eterans  Services.

Publicity  Services 


Major  project  of  the  Publicity  De- 
partment of  your  Chamber  in  1946 
was  work  in  connection  with  the  ef- 
fort to  obtain  permanent  United  Na- 
tions Headquarters  for  the  .^rea.  Re- 
wards in  terms  of  public  relations  for 
this  city  have  more  than  justified  the 
investment  made;  and  these  returns 
will  continue  to  be  of  benefit. 
•  The  Department  provides  a  full 
range  of  pulilic  relations  services,  in- 
cluding news  publicity,  promotion, 
advertising,  radio,  and  general  coun- 
seling; and  participation  and  leader- 
ship in  many  civic  enterprises  and 
campaigns  comes  within  the  depart- 
ment's scope. 

The  splendid  cooperation  of 
newspapers  and  radio  stations,  as 
well  as  magazines  and  general 
media,  are  evidence  of  the  deep 
interest  these  agencies  have  in 
community  promotion.  The 
Chamber  has  provided  a  genuine 
news  service  based  on  the  action 
program  of  the  Chamber. 


Success  of  the  Publicity  Depart- 
ment in  its  work  has  resulted  from  the 
cooperation  given  by  other  Chamber 
departments  in  supplying  data,  in- 
formation, and  interviews  with  re- 
porters and  writers.  The  Publicity 
Department  often  acts  as  a  relay 
station  or  point  of  contact  between 
the  public  and  sources  of  information. 
For  this  reason  extensive  data  files, 
morgue,  and  reference  photographs 
are  maintained. 

•  Major  project  of  the  coming  year 
will  be  activities  in  connection  with 
the  California  Centennial  Celebration 
in  this  city. 

Three  divisions  within  the  Publi- 
cit\'  Department  are  under  the  gen- 
eral supervision  of  the  Department 
Manager,  Will  Williams,  Jr.  These 
include  a  news  bureau,  a  radio  bu- 
reau, and  a  magazine  service  bureau. 

Releases,  special  publications,  the 
Iiulletin  Bay  Region  Business,  promo- 
tion brochures,  articles,  program  plan- 
ning and  consultation  iill  come  under 


the  general  assignment  handled  by 
the   Publicity   Department  .Manager   - 

•  Assistant  Manager  of  the  Pub- 
licity Department  and  Manager  of 
its  Radio  Bureau  is  Leonard  B.  Gross, 
who  came  to  the  Chamber  last  year 
after  an  extensive  experience  in  public 
service  radio  and  as  an  overseas  .\rm\' 
Combat  Correspondent. 

Special  campaigns  in  connec- 
tion with  traffic  and  highway 
matters  as  well  as  neighborhood 
meetings  were  handled  by  Gross 
in  addition  to  regular  weekly 
broadcasts  over  Station  KQW. 

Manager  of  the  Magazine  Service 
Bureau  of  the  Chamber's  Publicity 
Department  is  Miss  Lou  Kern,  who 
also  handles  the  production  of  regular 
releases  and  the  weekly  Bay  Region 
Business. 

•  Articles  for  national  magazines 
and  special  promotion  brochures  were 
prepared  b>-  Miss  Kern  in  the  past 
year  as  well  as  arrangements  for  many 
])romotions  and  special  events  which 
recpiired  expert  publicity  service.

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Chamber's  Retail  Mer- 
chants Association  during  1946  was 
the  development  of  a  series  of  weekly 
luncheon  meetings  with  district  mer- 
chant associations. 

•  The  luncheons  featured  discus- 
sions of  mujtual  problems  and  were 
attended  by  district  leaders  and  Cham- 
ber officials.  An  additional  feature  of 
the  luncheons  was  the  broadcast  of  a 
special  radio  program  built  around 
the  history  and  color  of  various  dis- 
tricts of  the  city. 

The  neighborhood  luncheon 
series  is  to  continue  through  1947. 

The  Retail  Merchants  Association 
during  the  year  assisted  district  asso- 
ciations in  traffic  and  parking  prob- 
lems, parking  meter  installation  and 
aided  in  presentations  of  district  prob- 
lems before  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  the  Police  Department. 

•  The  Association  worked  closely 
with  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  the  Board's  program  of  dis- 


Transportation 

To  assure  adequate  transportation 
services  by  rail,  water  and  highway  at 
just,  and  non-discriminatory  rates  and 
fares,  to  assist  other  Chamber  depart- 
ments in  development  of  Bay  .Area  in- 
dustry, and  to  aid  e.vpansion  of  mar- 
kets for  the  Area's  products  are  the 
major  objectives  of  the  Chamber's 
Transportation  Department,  headed 
by  Walter  Rohde,  with  Thomas 
Champion  as  assistant. 
•  In  line  with  these  objecti\es  the 
department  last  year  made  31  rate 
studies  for  the  Industrial  Department 
to  assist  in  locating  new  industries. 
The  department  participated  in  31 
cases  before  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  the  United  States  .Mari- 
time Commission  and  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California  on  rates  and 
services  to  and  from  San  Francisco. 

These  cases  involved  46  days  of 
attendance  and  several  petitions 
and  briefs  were  submitted. 

In  all.  more  than  8,0OU  individual 
services  were  rendered  to  members 
and  clients  of  the  Chamber. 


tributive   education    for   retailers. 

Acting  in  its  historic  capacity  as  a 
retailers  Service  Group,  the  Associa- 
tion coordinated  trade  groups  in  op- 
position to  the  widening  of  Post 
Street  and  worked  closely  with  the 
Retail  Dry  Goods  .Association  on 
numerous  drives  and  campaigns  af- 
fecting retailing  policies. 

An  important  development  of 
the  year  was  the  establishment 
of  a  veterans  service  bureau. 

D.  P.  Street  is  Managing  Director 
of  the  Retail  Merchants  Association. 


Cooperation  was  extended  to  the 
Office  of  Defense  Transportation,  the 
railroads  and  truck  lines  in  promoting 
the  smooth  flow  of  traffic  in  and  out  of 
the  city. 

•  Action  was  taken  by  the  depart- 
ment on  various  bills  pertaining  to 
transportation  which  were  pending  in 
Congress. 

Among  the  more  important 
cases  handled  were  those  involv- 
ing general  rate  increases  for  the 
railroads  in  which  a  brief  was 
filed  arguing  for  limited  increases 
on  leading  California  products 
which  meet  intensive  competition 
in  Eastern  markets;  numerous 
truck  rate  increase  cases,  reten- 
tion of  thousands  of  tons  of  scrap 
steel  on  the  Pacific  Coast  which 
otherwise  would  have  gone  to  an 
Eastern  area,  new  laws  for  truck 
regulation,  and  reduction  in  rail- 
road rates  on  finished  steel  from 
Geneva  to  this  city.  Freight  claim 
prevention,  packaging,  and 
studies  in  connection  with  the 
second  Bay  Crossing  were  among 
other  projects  for  the  year.

SERVICE  TO  MEMBERS  FROM  THE  NATION'S  CAPITAL 


A  direct  and  necessary  link  be- 
tween San  Francisco  business  and  the 
national  capital  is  the  Washington 
Office  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  managed  by  Frank  McKee. 

In  the  year  following  the  end  of  the 
war,  the  activities  of  this  office  have 
been  intensified  to  deal  with  the  mag- 
nitude of  problems  San  Francisco 
business  faced  during  reconversion. 
•  Major  campaigns  carried  on  dur- 
ing the  past  year  were  the  continua- 
tion of  the  drive  to  establish  a  Pacific 
Coast  Na\al  Academy  and  work  in 
connection  with  sale  of  the  Geneva 
Steel  Plant. 


The  Washington  Office  has  also 
been  instrumental  in  efforts  to 
release  unneeded  office  space  in 
San  Francisco  held  by  Govern- 
ment agencies. 

The  \alue  of  its  service  to  export 
and  import  firms  has  been  demon- 
strated in  expediting  the  handling  of 
applications  and  permits  through 
Federal  bureaus  and  agencies. 

Reports  on  legislative  bills  and 
committee  hearings  are  also  prepared 
by  the  office,  and  bulletins,  statistics 
and  other  information  are  collected 
from  Washington  agencies  for  use  by 
businessmen  in  San  Francisco. 


•  Among  other  services  the  office 
works  with  California  Senators  and 
Congressmen  on  matters  affecting  the 
region,  works  for  unity  among  western 
chambers  of  commerce,  does  liaison 
with  national  firms  and  trade  associa- 
tions, handles  Washington  press  re- 
lations, deals  with  foreign  missions 
in  Washington,  and  provides  a  gen- 
eral information  service  on  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

\'isitors  to  Washington  may  also  have 
their  appointments,  introductions  and 
schedules  arranged  by  the  \\  ashing- 
ton  Office  and  may  make  use  of  the 
office  facilities  while  in  Washington. 


World  Trade  Promotion  Increases  Wealth 


San  Francisco  Ships  to  All  the  World 


Broad  objectives  of  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Department  and  asso- 
ciated committees  during  the  past 
year  were  two-fold  :  (1)  to  increase  the 
participation  in  world  trade  of  San 
Francisco  manufacturers,  exporters 
and  importers;  and  (2)  to  accomplish 
a  wider  knowledge  in  foreign  coun- 
tries of  San  Francisco's  dominant  po- 
sition in  commerce,  finance,  insur- 
ance, etc. 

Because  of  greatly  changed  eco- 
nomic conditions  throughout  the 
world  as  a  result  of  the  war,  the 
department  has  intensified  its  ac- 
tivities to  secure  re-opening  of 
trade  channels  and  cultivation  of 


new  markets.  Toward  this  end,  a 
program  is  being  carried  out  to 
eliminate  embargoes,  extend  fur- 
ther reciprocal  trade  agreements 
and  support  legislation  benefit- 
ing international  trade. 

Major  achievement  of  the  past  year 
was  the  inauguration  of  the  first 
World  Trade  Institute,  which  is  being 
repeated  in  1047.  A  series  of  World 
Trade  courses  were  also  set  up  to 
cover  a  period  of  three  years. 
•  Compilation  of  the  World  Trade 
Index  of  importers,  exporters  and 
manufacturers,  and  publication  of  a 
Latin  American  News  Letter  written 


in  Spanish  for  distribution  to  Latin 
.American  countries  were  launched 
during  the  year  as  part  of  a  program 
to  advertise  the  Bay  .Area  as  an  in- 
ternational trade  center. 

The  department  also  partici- 
pated in  the  celebration  of  Na- 
tional Foreign  Trade  Week,  help- 
ing to  bring  the  importance  of 
world  trade  and  shipping  to  the 
attention  of  the  public  through 
radio  programs,  public  addresses, 
contests  and  displays. 

Manager  of  the  Chamber's  World 
Trade  Department  is  Alvin  C.  Eich- 
holz,  assisted  by  William  Loomis  who 
also  edits  the  International  Bulletin.

Administration 


Specific  accomplishments  by  the  Chamber  during  the  year  just  past  are 
reported  under  the  various  department  headings;  but  at  the  center  of  the 
organization  structure  of  the  Chamber  is  its  administration. 

The  general  manager,  Louis  B.  Lundborg,  acts  as  the  chief  admin- 
istrative executive,  advising  and  directing  the  various  departments, 
consulting  with  officers  and  committees  of  the  Chamber  in  framing 
policies  and  developing  programs. 

Such  a  complex  and  diversified  organization  as  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
must  needs  be  pulled  together  not  only  through  strong  central  executive  man- 
agement but  also  through  mutual  cooperation  and  exchange  between  the 
different  departments  and  committees. 

To  this  end  regular  meetings  of  the  Chamber's  executive  staff  were  held 
weekly  throughout  the  year  at  which  operational  problems  were  worked  out. 

The  Chamber's  chief  administrator  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
interpreting  policies  laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  officers.  He 
directs  the  activities  of  each  member  of  the  Chamber  staff  and  manages  the 
organization  budget. 

Results  of  this  work  are  shown  in  the  records  of  accomplishment  made  h\ 
the  various  committees  and  departments.  But.  in  addition  to  the  task  of  ad- 
ministrative direction,  the  general  manager  also  served  during  the  past  year 
as  the  Chamber's  representative  in  contacts  with  other  public  groups  and 
organizations,  locally  and  nationally. 

The  keynote  speech  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Chamber  of  Commerce  Managers  in  Miami  was  delivered 
by  Lundborg,  who  also  contributed  articles  on  general  public  relations 
to  professional  magazines.  Lundborg  served  on  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Bay  Area  Chapter  of  the  American  Council  on  Public  Relations. 

During  the  I'nited  Nations  Headquarters  Campaign,  Lundborg  served  as 
counselor  to  the  Chamber's  committee,  headed  b}-  Walter  A.  Haas,  and  made 
a  special  trip  to  New  York  and  to  \\'ashington  to  do  preliminary  spade  work 
with  Belford  Brown,  the  special  emissary  of  the  Chamber,  who  remained  in 
New  York  throughout  the  several  months  of  the  campaign. 

Brown,  who  was  loaned  to  this  campaign  by  the  San  Francisco  Bank,  worked 
with  statT  departments  of  the  Chamber  on  this  project,  and  guided  the  general 
plan  of  action  at  the  New  York  end. 

Such  general  activities  which  best  utilize  the  position  and  authority 
of  the  general  manager  are  facilitated  by  the  work  of  the  assistant 
general  manager,  C.  P.  Tanner. 

In  addition  to  this  e.xecutive  assistance,  however.  Tanner  has  served  during 
the  past  year  as  a  representative  of  the  Chamber  in  many  civic  projects  and 
as  consultant  with  the  departments  and  committees  of  the  Chamber.

•  SURPLUS  PROPBRTY  FOR  EXPORT 

Lifting  of  restriction  on  the  sale  of  surplus 
property  for  export  except  those  controls  gov- 
■  erned  by  other  agencies  was  announced  today 
by  War  Assets  Administration. 

In  a  statement  of  policy,  WAA  said 
that  non-priority  exporters  would  be 
given  the  same  treatment  as  other  non- 
priority  buyers  as  to  price,  quantities  ap- 
portioned or  other  conditions  of  sale. 
This  applies  to  both  wholesalers  and 
dealers  and  is  effective  even  when  the 
supply  of  the  surplus  commodity  is  less 
than   the   estimated   domestic  demand. 

Another  feature  of  the  new  policy  is  that  no 
diflferentiation  will  be  made  as  to  whether  the 
property  is  to  be  purchased  for  export  or  do- 
mestic use. 

WAA  explained  that  shortages  in  many 
commodities  are  disappearing  as  produc- 
tion increases  and  that  to  the  extent  that 
surpluses  can  be  sold  abroad,  the  domes- 
tic market  is  relieved  and  left  open  to 
absorb  new  production. 

•  MINING  CLAIMS 

Secretary  of  the  Interior  J.  A.  Krug  today 
issued  a  reminder  that  holders  of  mining 
claims,  in  order  to  retain  ownership  of  their 
property,  will  again  be  obliged  to  perform 
$100  worth  of  work  on  them  annually  begin- 
ning at  noon.  July  1.  This  requirement  was 
suspended  during  the  war  until  six  months 
after  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  which  was 
proclaimed  by  President  Truman  at  noon  on 
January  1st. 

In  reminding  the  claim  holders  of  the 
renewed  application  of  the  long-existing 
law.  Secretary  Krug  said  that  failure  to 
perform  the  work  on  claims  in  conti- 
nental United  States  may  result  in  efforts 
to  relocate  the  claim  by  a  competitor, 
while  in  Alaska  the  claim  will  be  for- 
feited. 

Requirements  for  the  performance  of  SlOO 
worth  of  labor  on  mining  claims  as  annual 
assessment  work  was  written  into  the  1872 
mining  laws  as  a  means  of  establishing  the 
good  faith  of  the  prospectors  and  promoting 
the  development  of  the  resources  of  the 
Nation.  However,  as  a  measure  of  relief  in 
time  of  economic  stress  or  national  emergency, 
Congress  at  times  ordered  suspension  of  these 
requirements.  Such  a  moratorium  was  in- 
voked during  the  depression  of  1893  and  1894, 
and  was  again  put  into  effect  during  the 
Spanish-American  War  in  1898,  and  the  World 
War  period  from  1917  to  1921.  Suspension  of 
the  requirements  also  was  authorized  for  most 
of  the  time  from  1932  to  1943.

•  TREND 

Final  1946  Business  Activity  reports  confirm  indications  that  San  Francisco 
and  Bay  Area  future  growth  is  arriving  years  ahead  of  schedule  and  great 
strides  are  being  made  to  consolidate  this  phenomenal  development.  Business 
activity  in  San  Francisco  during  1946  was  double  that  of  1940  and  7%  above 
the  preceding  year.  Our  December  Index  at  275.3  was  up  11%  above  a  year 
ago.  . 

Population  estimates  for  January  1, 
1947  by  the  Research  Department  reveal 
San  Francisco  has  177,864  more  residents 
than  in  1940  or  a  total  of  812,400.  This 
includes  both  civilian  and  military  resi- 
dents, although  military  residents  since 
the  end  of  the  war  have  declined  about 
40.000  and  civilian  residents  have  in- 
creased about  26,000  to  a  total  of  793,700. 
Population  estimated  for  the  Bay  Area 
for  January  1.  1947  reveal  an  increase  of 
800,000  people  bringing  the  total  to 
practically  2,500,000. 

•  EMPLOYMBNT 

Reports  from  the  California  State 
Employment  Service,  which  officially 
took  over  the  U.  S.  Employment 
Service  in  California,  November  16, 
1946,  reveal  San  Francisco  compen- 
sable claims  for  unemployment  in- 
surance benefits  during  the  week  end- 
ing January  9,  1947  reached  the 
highest  level  in  a  5-week  period, 
amounting  to  10,080  or  7.4%  of  the 
State  total.  Claims  dropped  the  fol- 
lowing week  ending  January  16  to 
8,261  or  6.2%  of  the  State  total.  A 
year  ago  in  January  the  compensable 
claims  totaled  16.191  and  amounted 
to  7.8%  of  the  State  total. 

The  Bay  Area  claims  also  dropped  from 
18.2<"r  of  the  State  total  for  week  ending 
January  9  and  to  17.4'~;  for  week  ending 
January  16,  compared  to  24.2*;  of  the 
State  total  for  a  similar  period  last 
January. 

Placements  by  the  C.S.E.S.  for  December 
totaled  4,816  or  an  increase  of  1,300  over 
November.  The  proportion  of  \'eteran  place- 
ments to  all  placements  increased  from  31% 
in  November  to  35%  in  December.  Place- 
ments of  women  showed  the  opposite  trend,  a 
decrease  from  46%  in  November  to  H'^c  in 
December.  In  the  contract  construction  field 
a  shortage  of  referable  people  in  the  skilled 
occupations  was  reported.

•  MANUFACTUKING 

Employment  and  payrolls  in  the 
manufacturing  industries  in  the  San 
Francisco  industrial  area,  reported  by 
the  State  Department  of  Industrial 
Relations  as  the  year  ended,  were  up 
50.4%  and  60.3%  above  December 
last  year.  The  averages  for  the  year, 
however,  were  34.9%  and  61.9%  re- 
spectively under  the  preceding  year 
when  industry  was  busy  with  war 
activities.  December  factory  employ- 
ment was  reported  at  122,000  with 
64,900  in  the  durable  group  and  57,200 
in  the  non-durable  group,  compared 
to  81,200  last  December  with  35,400 
in  the  durable  group  and  45,800  in 
the  non-durable  group. 

Average  weekly  earnings  in  December 
amounted  to  $53.54  against  $49.68  a  year 
ago.  Average  hourly  earnings  amounted 
to  $1,369  compared  to  $1,223  in  December 
last  year  and  the  average  hours  w  orked  per 
week  was  39.1  compared  to  40.6a  yearago. 

•  TRADE 

Retail  sales  in  San  Francisco  during 
1946  are  estimated  at  81,015.000,000, 
or  nearly  8169,000,000  above  the  pre- 
ceding vear.  Estimated  wholesale  sales 
amounted  to  83,770,000,000  or  8754,- 
000,000  above  1945.  Bay  Area  1946 
retail  sales  are  estimated  at  82,342,- 
000,000— up  8390,000,000  over  1945 
— and  estimated  wholesale  sales  were 
84,321,000,000— up  8864,000,000 
above  1945. 

Dollar  sales  of  merchant  wholesalers 
on  the  Paci6c  Coast  for  the  11  months' 


cumulative  were  up  27%  over  last  year, 
and  inventories  valued  in  cash  at  the  end 
of  November  were  up  41%,  according  to 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  based 
on  returns  from  280  establishments. 
Sales  in  the  Nation  were  up  30*f  and 
inventories  48%.

•  FINANCE 

San  Francisco's  1946  financial  transactions 
as  measured  bv  bank  debits  accounted  for 
$23,300,000,000'  of  the  $30,000,000,000  re. 
ported  for  the  Bay  Area,  and  were  9%  above 
last  year.  During  1946  the  Bay  .Area  bank 
debits  accounted  for  30%  of  the  Twelfth 
Federal  Reserve  District  total.  Stock  ex- 
change transactions  for  1946  totaled  14.950.- 
963  shares  with  market  value  of  $229,925,921 
— an  increase  over  1945  of  53.3%  in  shares 
and  23.5%  in  market  value. 

•  TRANSPORTATION 

San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  established 
new  annual  highs  during  1946  with  planes  in 
and  out  totaling  53.035  or  an  average  of  145 
per  da\— 58*^  above  a  year  ago.  Passenger 
traffic  totaled  834,360  or  an  average  of  2,286 
per  day— 85.8*^  above  a  year  ago.  Freight 
car  movements,  waterborne  commerce  and 
air  mail  during  1946  were  beiow  a  year  ago 
due  to  the  heavy  influence  of  the  war  in  the 
Pacific  on  these  activities.  Bay  Area  world 
trade,  based  upon  the  10  months'  cumulative 
for  1946.  was  up  33*^(  in  value,  more  than 
double  in  quantity  in  exports,  and  up  52^  in 
\alue  and  13^  in  quantity  in  imports. 

•  RSAL  ESTATB  and  CONSTRUCTION 

Real  estate  sales  in  San  Francisco  for  1946 
established  a  new  all-time  high  of  $265,000,000 
according  to  Thomas  Magee  &  Sons,  and 
were  nearlv  50*^  above  1945.  The  former  all- 
time  annual  record  of  $182,907,216  in  1925 
was  broken  during  the  eighth  month  of  1946. 

Building  permits  for  1946  numbered 
8,089with  value  of  $42,251,771-  the  high- 
est in  20  years  in  dollar  value.  New  resi- 
dential permits  accounted  for  39'^';  of  the 
total  and  provided  for  3,112  dwelling 
units  compared  to  2,095  a  year  ago.  Addi- 
tions, alterations  and  repairs  accounted 
for  25'^;  of  the  annual  total  and  were 
valued  at  two  and  one-half  times  that 
of  the  preceding  year. 

•  UVING  COSTS 

Living  costs  climbed  to  new  highs  during

Reduction  in 

Communication  | 

Excise  Tax  Sought 

Reduction  of  the  25'-'c  excise  tax  on 
communication  services  to  its  prewar 
level  has  been  urged  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  Under  the  present  tax  law,  there 
is  a  25%  tax  on  cable,  radio  and  tele- 
graph messages,  telephone  use  and 
radio  message  charges  exceeding  24 
cents  and  leased  wire,  teletype-writer 
and  talking  circuit  special  service. 

In  a  letter  sent  to  California 
Senators  and  Congressional  Rep- 
resentatives from  San  Francisco, 
the  Chamber  requested  their  con- 
sideration of  this  matter  when  the 
new  tax  law  is  under  discussion  by 
Congress. 

Claiming  that  the  25%  tax  discrimi- 
nates against  Pacific  Coast  business. 
the  Chamber  pointed  out  that  busi- 
ness firms  on  the  West  Coast  are  de- 
pendent, in  a  majority  of  cases,  on 
eastern  sources  of  supply  and  ser\'ice. 

"Because  of  the  greater  distances 
involved  in  communicating  with 
its  correspondence  in  the  East, 
business  on  the  Pacific  Coast  is 
subjected  to  a  very  much  higher 
base  charge  for  communication 
services  than  is  business  estab- 
lished in  the  central  and  eastern 
sections  of  the  country,"  the  let- 
ter stated. 

"In  \iew  of  the  discrimination 
against  this  area  created  by  the  25% 
ta.\.  we  strongly  recommend  that  this 
tax  be  reduced  to  a  rate  no  higher  than 
its  pre-war  level." 


•  Since  non-housing  construction 

has  been  under  Federal  controls,  which 
went  into  eflfect  March  26,  1946, 
through  January  16,  19%  of  all  indus- 
trial construction  applications  granted 
have  been  through  the  Los  Angeles 
and  San  Francisco  regional  offices  for 
western  states.  In  terms  of  construc- 
tion costs,  19.6%  of  the  national  total 
has  been  granted  through  these  two 
regional  oflfices. 

The  Los  .\ngeles  office  has  granted 
5,986  applications;  the  San  Francisco 
office,  7,565.  Out  of  a  national  total  of 
construction  to  cost  $1,957,583,000,  $178,- 
812,000  was  covered  by  applications 
granted  through  Los  .\ngeles  and  $207,- 
998,000  through  the  San  Francisco  office. 

The  San  Francisco  office  has  denied  4.839 
permits  representing  construction  which 
would  have  cost  $142,556,000. 


San  Francisco  Population 
Up  175,000  Over  1940 

Over  175  thousand  people  have 
poured  into  San  Francisco  since  1940. 
it  was  disclosed  in  an  analysis  made  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

•  An  estimate  compiled  b>'  the  Research  De- 
partment of  the  Chamber  gives  San  Francisco 
a  civilian  and  military-  population  of  812.400 
as  of  January-  1,  1947.  This  figure  is  an  increase 
of  177.864  persons  over  the  United  States 
Census  Bureau  figure  of  634,536  in  1940. 


California  Mineral 
Production  Record 

California's  mineral  production  for 
1946  set  a  new  record,  according  to  a 
State  Division  of  Mines  report  an- 
alyzed at  last  week's  meeting  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber's  Mining 
Committee. 

•  Production  for  1946.  according  to  W.  B. 
Tucker.  State  Mineralogist,  aggregated  $516.- 
685.000.  This  is  $4.^.023.000  greater  than  the 
1945  total  of  $473. 661, 591. 

The  record  was  due  to  increased  prices 
for  crude  petroleum  and  increased  pro- 
duction and  prices  for  cement,  salines, 
miscellaneous  stone,  and  increased  pro- 
duction of  gold,  silver  and  lead. 

With  the  lifting  of  wartime  restrictions,  the 
gold  output  was  over  double  that  for  1945.

Eastman  pointed  out  that  approval  of 
the  crossing  results  largely  from  work 
done  by  State  agencies,  civic  and  other 
organizations,  and  city  and  county  ad- 
ministrations in  San  Francisco  and  the 
Bay  Area. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
in  cooperation  with  the  City  Administration. 
prepared  and  presented  a  163-page  report  to 
the  Joint  Armv-Navv  Board  at  its  hearings 
in  this  city  in  August.  1946. 

•  The  report,  including  maps,  chans  and 
photographs  illustrating  the  need  for  a  second 
crossing,  was  prepared  under  Chamber  direc- 
tion, with  cooperation  of  City  agencies,  in- 
cluding the  City  Planning  Commission.  Tes- 
timony to  the  board  on  behalf  of  the  Second 
Bay  Crossing  was  presented  Tuesday,  .\ugust 
13.  1946.  by  1946  Chamber  President  Bra>-ton 
Wilbur  and  G.  L.  Fox.  manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Industrial  Department. 

The  Board  has  approved  construction 
of  a  crossing  starting  at  the  west  end 
from  the  foot  of  Army  Street,  with  3.600 
feet  of  trestle  15  feet  above  the  mean  low 
water  level;  then  6,400  feet  of  tube;  then 
15,000  feet  of  trestle  to  the  foot  of  5th 
Street  and  Alameda;  then  a  four-lane 
highway  directly  across  Alameda.  The 
San  Francisco  end  would  be  sis  lanes. 
From  this  a  four-lane  tube  across  the 
Oakland  Estuary  would  come  out  in  Oak- 
land in  the  vicinity  of  Fifth,  Clay  and 
Washington  Streets. 

From  the  west  end  near  Third  and  Arm\' 
the  road  would  lead  into  Third  and  Tennessee 
and  thence  to  the  downtown  business  area. 
also  along  26th  Street  to  the  Bayshore  High- 
way. On  the  matter  of  rapid  transit,  the 
Board  further  suggests  that  ultimately  a  tube 
should  be  constructed  in  the  vicinity  of  Third 
and  Howard  Streets  to  12th  and  Magnolia 
Streets  in  Oakland. 

It  is  recommended  that  on  the  San 
Francisco  side  a  loop  subway  following 
roughly  the  line  of  Third  Street,  Army 
Street,  Potrero,  Eleventh  Street.  Van 
Ness.  Lombard,  Columbus,  Kearny,  and 
back  on  Third  Street  be  built  to  give 
rapid  transit  service  to  the  downtown 
area.  Eventually  it  is  recommended  that 
there  be  construction  of  a  subway  line 
to  west  of  Twin  Peaks,  Richmond.  Sun-  ; 
set,  and  Mission  districts  in  San  Fran-  ' 
Cisco,  and  to  Berkeley.  Claremont  and 
Piedmont. 

The  Board  went  on  to  say  that  after  con- 
sidering 29  plans,  including  the  Reber  plan. 
it  had  eliminated  all  but  three,  which  include 
the  following: 

•  1.  Telegraph  Hill  to  Oakland; 

•  2.  Rincon  Hill  to  Oakland,  roughly  par- 
allelling the  present  Bay  Bridge  and  quite 
close  to  it;   and 

•  3.  Army  Street  to  Alameda,  which  was 
finally  approved  by  the  Board.  | 


$235,183,971  for  New  Industries  Since  V-J  Day 

Industrial  development  at  an  unprecedented  rate  has  occurred  and  is 
continuing  in  Northern  Cahfornia  and  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region 
since  \'-J  Day.  as  represented  by  1.732  projects  to  cost  $235,183,971.  This 
statement  is  based  on  statistics  tabulated  by  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber's Industrial  Department. 

•  During  the  17  months  period  48  nonhern  California  counties  announced  721 
e.\pansions  of  existing  plants  to  total  $126,702,968  in  investments  and  1,011  new  plants 
to  aggregate  S108.481.003.  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  accounted  for  616  of  the 
expansions  at  $119,815,035  and  798  of  the  new  factories  to  cost  $86,430,023  for  a  total 
of  1,414  projects  and  $206,245,058  in  expenditures. 

San  Francisco  County  claims  395  of  the  projects  with  expenditures  to  total 
$23,670,800.  These  divide  into  211  expansions  at  $12,332,000  and  185  new  plants 
at  $11,348,800. 

A  comparison  of  1945  and  1946  figures  shows  almost  equal  development  in  Northern 
California  for  each  >'ear  in  terms  of  total  expenditures,  but  1946  out-stripped  the 
previous  >'ear  in  number  of  projects  by  438.  showing  a  decided  trend  toward  smaller 
manufacturing  ventures.

A  program  of  joint  action  on  a  traf- 
fic safety  campaign  will  be  launched 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  Judge  Leo  A.  Cun- 
ningham, presiding  judge  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's Municipal  Court. 

•  The  Traffic  and  Highway  Com- 
mittee of  the  Chamber  and  Judge 
Cunningham's  office  will  work  to- 
gether on  plans  for  a  campaign  to 
cut  down  the  present  high  accident 
rate  through  public  education  of  the 
principles  of  traffic  safety. 

The  committee  will  aid  in  the  planning, 
development  and  promotion  of  Judge 
Cunningham's  weekly  trafiic  safety  court 
series  which  began  last  Friday,  February 
7.  The  weekly  court  features  key  speakers 
on  all  phases  of  traffic  safety  and  is 
attended  by  the  general  public  and  spe- 
cial civic  groups. 

Commenting  on  the  Chamber's  offer  of 
cooperation,  Judge  Cunningham  said:

Temporary  Sugar 
Controls  Asked 

Maintenance  of  temporary  ration- 
ing and  price  control  over  sugar  was 
urged  today  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce.

The  statement  also  revealed  a  marked  increase 
in  the  numljer  of  stoclcholders  of  common  stock 
in  the  eleven  Western  States  during  the  year  1946.

S.  F.  Bay  Area 
Industrial  Growth 
Cited  in  Radio  Talk 

Ample  jobs  for  population  attracted 
to  California  by  war  plants  are  as- 
sured by  continued  industrial  growth 
in  northern  California,  according  to 
G.  L.  Fox,  Manager,  Industrial  De- 
partment, San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  in  an  interview  broadcast 
last  week  by  Radio  Station  KPO  from 
the  Telenews  Theatre. 
•  Since  1940,  Fox  said,  California  has  es- 
perienced  a  growth  of  more  than  1,900.000 
in  population,  according  to  U.  S.  Census 
Bureau  statistics.  Florida  is  the  state  having 
the  next  largest  growth  with  a  gain  of  488.000. 
California's  increase  exceeded  the  aggregate 
increase  for  the  same  period  made  by  Florida, 
Virginia,  Texas,  and  Washington,  the  nation's 
next  most  rapidly  growing  states. 

Since  1940  the  percentage  of  Cali- 
fornia's population  residing  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  state  has  shown  an 
increase  of  from  44.8  per  cent  in  1940  to 
45.7  per  cent. 

Unprecedented  rates  of  industrial  develop- 
ment promise  to  afford  basic  employment  to 
support  the  greatly  expanded  population, 
Fox  said.  From  March  26,  1946  through 
January  16,  1947  while  industrial  construction 
has  been  controlled  by  the  federal  go\'ernnient, 
10.6  per  cent  of  the  industrial  construction 
permits  issued  for  the  entire  nation  have  been 
granted  for  the  region  served  out  of  the  San 
Francisco  office  of  Temporary  Controls.  Fur- 
ther, he  announced,  since  \'-J  Day,  1732  new 
plant  and  factory  expansion  projects  have 
been  announced  for  northern  California,  in- 
volving outlays  of  $235,183,000. 

For  the  year  1946,  he  said  that  1278  projects 
representing  over  $1,^7.000,000  have  been  reported, 
marking  the  continuance  of  diversified  industrial 
development  which  began  to  reach  unprecedented 
proportions  during  the  war. 

Industrial  development  is  in  highly  diversified  lines, 
reflecting  the  varieties  of  materials  available  in  the 
state  and  the  high  purchasing  power  of  the  growing 
markets  which  may  be  most  advantageously  ser^-ed

How  metal  stampings  left  over  from 
the  war  effort  are  being  converted 
into  an  ingenious  fire  extinguisher  is 
explained  by  the  Industrial  Depart- 
ment of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
which  cooperated  in  the  project  with 
the  Chamber's  Domestic  Trade  De- 
partment. 

•  Metal  stampings  designed  to  be  used  in 
incendiarv  bombs  during  the  war  are  being 
used  by  Maxwell  L.  Johnston  of  Mil]  \'alley 
to  make  '"Super-Jets,"  affording  employment 
for  five  persons  in  a  Sausalito  plant  and  dem- 
onstrating the  kind  of  ideas  sought  by  the 
Chamber's  Industrial  Department  to  stimu- 
late development  in  this  region. 

The  extinguisher  containers  are  being  manu- 
factured at  Norberg  Tool  and  Manufacturing 
Company  plant  in  Sausalito  and  provide  a  simple, 
fast-acting  and  Inexpensive  means  of  applying  a 
stream  of  carbon-tetrachloride  to  a  flame  under 
the  pressure  of  carbon  dioxide  gas.  Thousands  of 
the  bomb  parts  were  heading  for  scrap  piles  be- 
fore Johnston  conceived  the  idea  of  converting 
them  for  use  in  extinguishers.

•  Speaking  at  a  luncheon  spon- 
sored by  California  Manufacturers 
Association,  the  -San  F'rancisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  other  chambers 
in  the  area.  Ford  explained  that  his 
company  is  decentralizing  more  pur- 
chasing, more  assembling  and  more 
manufacturing  to  California. 

As  reason  for  this  plan  of  de- 
centralization to  California,  Ford 
cited  the  tremendous  factory 
growth  of  this  area,  its  increased 
income  and  skilled  labor  force.

A  group  of  purchasing 
agents  accompanying  Ford  were  pres- 
ent at  the  exhibit  to  explain  the  com- 
pany's production  and  buying  policies 
and  procedures,  as  well  as  exhibit  de- 
tails to  the  large  audience  of  manu- 
facturers. 

•  Disclosing    the   advantages    to 

Ford  of  Western  purchasing,  Albert  J. 
Browning.  Ford  vice-president  and 
purchasingdirector,  told  theassembled 
manufacturers  that  West  Coast  pro- 
ducers are  in  a  better  position  to  com- 
pete with  Eastern  manufacturers  for 
F"ord  business  because  of :  (1)  the  great 
wartime  expansion  of  iron  and  steel  in 
the  West,  and  (2)  the  higher  freight 
rates  charged  on  items  shipped  from 
the  East,  which  average  more  than  10 
per  cent  of  the  item's  value.

"Magnitude  of  the  proposals  envisioned

"With  information  on  both  proposals  avail- 
able, plus  additional  data  on  the  feasibility  of 
bringing  mainline  railroads  into  San  Fran- 
cisco— information  which  the  Chamber  feels  is 
necessary — it  should  be  possible  to  undertake 
a  more  enlightened  program  in  solution  of  the 
problem."

port  released  by  Director  Charles  H. 
Purcell,  recommended  construction  of 
a  high-level  bridge,  just  north  of  and 
parallel  to,  the  present  Bay  bridge, 
and  joining  the  present  structure  at 
both  western  and  eastern  approaches. 
Cost  of  the  bridge,  including  ap- 
proaches, would  be  approximalelv 
S84,000,000. 

Submitted  also  was  an  estimate  of 
$21,000,000  covering  twin  two-lane  tubes 
under  the  Oakland  Estuary  with  connec- 
tions to  the  East  Bayshore  Freeway  and 
to  Alameda.  Total  cost  of  the  bridge, 
Alameda  tubes  and  the  approaches 
would  be  $99,300,000,  exclusive  of  interest 
during  the  construction  period. 

The  State  report  recommends  a  two-deck 
structure  with  five  12-foot  lanes  on  each  deck, 
located  about  300  feet  from  the  present 
bridge.  Plans  would  permit  one-way  flow  of 
traffic  on  each  bridge. 

•  No  provision  is  made  for  steam  train  traffic. 
The  report  points  out  that  "on  a  high-level 
structure  north  of  Hunter  Point  the  rail  eleva- 
tion will  be  iOO  feet  abo\e  the  elevation  of  the 
terminals,  and  since  approach  grades  of  one 
per  cent  are  the  ma.ximum  that  can  be  effec- 
tively operated  over  by  passenger  trains  or 
short  freight  trains,  and  then  only  af  slow

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Many  Factors  Favor 
Industrial  Expansion 

Two  important  groups  of  factors 
favor  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  in- 
dustrial development  at  a  high  rate, 
according  to  an  address  deUvered  at 
last  week's  meeting  of  the  Mission 
Optimist  Club  at  Trinity  Center  by 
G.  L.  Fox,  San  Francisco  Chamber 
Industrial  Department  Manager. 
•  One  group  of  factors  reflects  gaps 
in  California's  manufacturing  struc- 
ture, the  speaker  said,  despite  the 
immediate  availability  of  raw  ma- 
terials, on  the  one  hand,  and  a  loca- 
tion at  the  heart  of  the  world's  richest 
market,  on  the  other.  Deficiencies  in 
the  textile  industry  were  mentioned 
and  it  was  brought  out  that  Cali- 
fornia is  an  important  producer  of 
wool  and  cotton  and  has  a  rapidly 
growing  apparel  industry  which  de- 
pends on  textiles  as  a  major  material. 

Factors  which  govern  factory 
production  and  distribution  costs 
also  influence  industrial  growth, 
Fox  said,  and  these  are  advan- 
tageous for  highly  diversified  in- 
dustries in  the  Bay  Region. 


S.  F.  Living  Costs  Higher 
than  L.  A.,  Lower  than  N.  Y. 

Living  costs  in  San  Francisco  were 
7.6  per  cent  above  Los  Angeles,  1.2 
■  per  cent  below  Seattle  and  2.3  per 
cent  below  New  York  as  of  December, 
1946,  according  to  a  study  released 
today  by  the  Research  Department 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  The  study  is  based  upon  cost  of 
equivalent  goods,  rents  and  services 
as  reported  by  the  L'.  S.  Labor  De- 
partment in  a  sur\-ey  of  33  large  cities 
made  in  March  1945,  which  showed 
that  living  costs  in  San  Francisco 
were  6  per  cent  above  Los  Angeles, 
3  per  cent  below  Seattle  and  2  per 
cent  below  New  York  at  that  time. 

Between  March  1945  and  December 
1946  living  costs  in  San  Francisco  rose 
21.7  per  cent,  19.6  per  cent  in  Los  .\ngeles 
and  Seattle,  and  22.1  per  cent  in  New 
York,  according  to  the  Chamber  report.

Bay  Area  Imports 
Far  Exceed  Exports 
During  November 

For  the  first  time  on  record,  the 
value  of  imports  into  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  during  the  month  of 
November  exceeded  by  more  than 
half  the  value  of  exports,  according 
to  a  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce 
report. 

•  Figures  for  November  show  im- 
ports t)f  88,700,000  and  exports  of 
55,100,000,  a  development  caused  by 
the  waterfront  strike  which  tied  up 
West  Coast  shipping  during  the  first 
three  weeks  of  the  month. 

Main  factor  influencing  the  escess  of 
imports  over  exports  was  that  ships  lying 
at  anchor  during  the  strike  had  to  be  un- 
loaded before  exports  could  be  put  aboard. 
In  addition,  the  backlog  of  imports 
stored  before  the  strike  were  cleared 
through  customs. 

Both  imports  and  exports  experienced  a 
slump  during  November,  July  imports  being 
about  twice  as  great  as  No\'ember  imports, 
while  exports  dropped  from  $i2  million  in 
July  to  S5  million  for  November. 

Value  of  November  imports  at  other 
Pacific  Coast  ports  was  as  follows:  Los 
Angeles,  $6,200,000;  Washington,  $6,000,- 
000;  San  Diego  $1,000,000;  and  Oregon, 
$500,000. 

\'alue  of  exports  were:  Washington,  $7,900,- 
000;  Los  Angeles,  $3,200,000;  San  Diego, 
$2,400,000;  and  Oregon,  $600,000.

Over  $13,500,000  will  be  expended  for 
new  industrial  development  in  Northern 
California  and  the  Bay  Region,  accord- 
ing to  January  tabulations  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber's  Industrial  De- 
partment. This  figure  represents  the 
expansion  of  30  plants  at  $10.591. 000 
and  the  establishment  of  49  new  enter- 
prises totaling  $2,987,500. 

•  The  Bay  Region  accounts  for  11  of 
the  expansions  to  cost  $10,1 10.000  and 
42  new  plants  to  aggregate  outlays  of 
Slp96.000.  Six  expansions  to  cost 
$927,000  and  10  new  plants  totaling 
$774,000  were  announced  for  San  Fran- 
cisco County.  The  San  Francisco  de- 
velopments will  create  a  total  of  330 
new  jobs. 

Comparative  fif^ures  for  January  1946 
were:  Northern  California,  37  expansions— 
$2,966,000.  61  new  plants— $5,346,000;  Bay 
Region.  34  expansions— $2,831,000.  44  new 
plants— $2,631,000;  San  Francisco,  9  ex- 
pansions—$1  ,542.000.  10  new  plants— 
$330,000,  348  new  jobs. 

JcLDuarj-  1947  developments  for  Northern 
California  exceed  those  for  January  1946  by 
$5,266,500,  but  represent  19  fewer  projects  than 
those  reported  for  the  first  month  of  last  year. 

Some  of  the  important  projects  announced 
for  the  Bay  Region  during  January  1947  are  as 
follows:

•  VETERANS'  SURPLUS  WAR 
PROPERTY 

Sales  of  surplus  war  property  to  veterans 
will  he  simplified  March  1st  when  War  Assets 
Administration  introduces  a  national  network 
of  regional  set -aside  lists  and  makes  Army  or 
Navy  discharge  papers  the  only  instrument 
necessar>-  for  veterans  to  purchase  items  es- 
pecially set  aside  for  their  personal  use. 

WAA  announced  that  the  new  regional  set- 
aside  lists  will  supplement  national  set-aside  lists 
currently  used  to  channel  short-supply  war  sur- 
pluses to  veterans  exclusively  and  emphasized 
that  regional  lists  will  not  contain  the  same  items 
catalogued  on  the  national  lists. 

•  FARM  AND  MINING  MACHINERY 

Disposal  of  all  types  of  surplus  construc- 
tion, farm  and  mining  machinery  and  attach- 
ments throughout  the  countn.-  will  be  greatly 
speeded  under  a  new  national  program 
launched  this  month  by  War  Assets  Adminis- 
tration. 

The  new  program  provides  that  under  the  zone 
administrator's  direction  each  regional  office 
shall  dispose  of  all  construction,  farm  and  mining 
machinerj"  attachments  by  offering  them  first  on 
a  fixed  price  basis.  It  also  supplies  regional  offices 
with  uniform  discount  formulas  under  which 
Ihey  will  price  both  new  and  used  machinery  and 
attachments  on  the  basis  of  inspection  reports 
and  manufacturers'  f.o.b.  price  lists. 

Eligible  trade  buyers  are  restricted  to  manu- 
facturers and  dealers  of  construction,  farm 
and  mining  machinery  and  attachments,  w  ho 
meet  the  requirements  outlined  in  certifica- 
tions that  they  are  required  to  sign. 


•  NON-HOUSING  CONSTRUCTION 

To  speed  up  the  handling  of  cases.  Regional 
Facilities  Committees  have  been  established 
by  the  Civilian  Production  Administration  to 
consider  appeals  from  applicants  who  have 
been  denied  authorization  to  build  non-hous- 
ing structures  by  local  district  construction 
offices,  James  T.  Bray,  Director  of  CPA's 
Bureau  of  Construction  and  Field  Operations, 
announced  today. 

The  new  committees  will  make  possible  review 
of  the  cases  by  officials  located  in  and  familiar 
with  the  regional  area.  It  is  expected  that  this 
procedure  will  result  in  the  disposal  of  most 
cases  without  need  for  reference  to  the  Washing- 
ton committee. 

Until  today,  all  appeals  from  denials  by 
CPA's  71  district  construction  officers  were 
sent  to  Washington  to  be  handled  by  the 
Facilities  Review  Committee.  This  national 
committee  will  continue  to  judge  all  cases  in- 
volving $1,000,000  or  more,  and  applications 
for  construction  which  would  provide  new 
employment  in  areas  where  industrial  unem- 
ployment is  extensive.

Appointment  of  a  State-Federal  Commission  to  study  and  recommend  the 
location,  type  and  structure  of  a  second  Bay  crossing  was  urged  this  week  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  recommendation  of  its  Second 
Bay  Crossing  Committee. 
•  The  Board  also  urged  study  by  such  a  commission  of  all  three  official  re- 

ports  on  the  Bay  crossing  project  so 

far  issued,  including:  (1)  1941  study 
by  a  Joint  Army  and  Xa\y  Board, 
which  provides  for  bringing  mainline 
trains  into  San  Francisco;  (2)  the  1947 
Army-Xaw  Board  recommendation 
for  a  low  level  crossing;  and  (3)  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works 
recommendation  for  a  high  level 
bridge  similar  to  the  present  Bay 
Bridge. 

"Such  a  body,  in  cooperation  with  or- 
ganized civic  groups,  would  study  all 
facts  and  pertinent  data,  recommend  the 
exact  location  and  type  of  structure  that 
will  best  serve  the  entire  Bay  Area  and 
arrange  such  steps  as  are  necessary  to 
bring  about  its  accomplishment,"  the 
Chamber  declared. 

The  Chamber's  recommendation  will  be 
presented  to  the  Bay-Wide  Committee  for 
Second  Bay  Crossing,  which  is  being  formed 
by  the  Bay  Area  Council,  for  consideration 
by  the  Committee.

•  TREND 

Bay  Area  business  conditions  for  January  were  substantially  above  the  same 
month  a  year  ago.  Bank  debits  were  up  15.7%;  freight  car  movements  11.8%; 
employment  in  the  manufacturing  industries  44.5%  and  payrolls  60.1%.  Bay 
Area  shipping  arrivals  were  up  practically  one-third  above  last  year  and  retail 

trade  15%.  

The  San  Francisco  business  activity 
index  reached  a  new  high  of  223.5  for 
January  or  7.8%  above  January  last 
year.  January  retail  department  store 
sales  were  up  8.9%  above  last  Janu- 
ary; freight  car  movements  5.9%;  air- 
port traffic — number  of  planes  10%, 
and  passengers  18.2%;  electrical  en- 
ergy sales  12.5%  and  industrial  and 
commercial  gas  sales  11.2%.  Water 
consumers'  net  increase  27.3%  and 
tourists  and  settlers'  inquiries  were 
up  189%,. 

•  MANUFACTURING 

Manufacturing  industries  in  the 
San  Francisco  area  employed  121,300 
wage  earners  in  January  or  38,000 
above  a  year  ago,  according  to  the 
State  Department  of  Industrial  Rela- 
tions. Durable  goods  group  accounted 
for  64,800  cjf  the  total,  representing  a 
79.5%  increase  over  last  year,  while 
the  non-durable  group  accounted  for 
56,500,  an  increase  of  19.7%  over  a 
year  ago.  Average  weekly  wages  in  the 
manufacturing  industries  amounted  to 
$54.31  compared  to  $48.45  a  year  ago. 
Hourly  earnings  amounted  to  $1,392 
or  12.4%  above  last  January.  Hours 
worked  per  week  were  39  compared  to 
39.1  last  year. 

In  the  non-manufacturing  indus- 
tries, January  payrolls,  compared  to  a 
year  ago  in  the  laundry,  cleaning  and 
dyeing  were  up  3.9%;  in  the  wholesale 
trade  group  26.4%;  retail  trade  group 
33.0%  and  hotel  8%. 

Reports  on  Bay  Area  industrial  de- 
velopments for  January  show  22  ex- 
pansions with  outlays  of  810,110,000 


and  42  new  industries  with  outlays  of 
$1,596,000  against  34  expansions  with 
outlays  of  $2,831,000  and  44  new  in- 
dustries with  outlays  of  $2,631,000  a 
year  ago. 

•  TRADE 

January  department  store  sales  in 
San  Francisco  reported  by  the  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Bank  were  up  13%  com- 
pared to  last  year  while  sales  in  the 
Bay  Area  climbed  15%;  Northern 
California  16%,  California  18%,  and 
Twelfth  Federal  District  18%.  Final 
reports  on  independent  retail  store 
sales  for  the  year  1946  as  released  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  reveal  sales 
in  San  Francisco  were  up  18%,  in 
Oakland  up  18%,  Berkeley  27%,  San 
Jose  35%  and  Palo  Alto  up  40% 
compared  to  a  year  ago. 

In  San  Francisco  the  food  group 
was  up  16%;  dry  goods  and  general 
merchandise  9%;  apparel  group  12%; 
furniture,  household  and  radio  group 
44%;  lumber-building-hardware  group 
16%;  automotive  group  91%;  filling 
stations  7%;  drug  stores  5%;  jewelry 
stores  5%;  while  florists'  sales  showed 


no  gain  and  sales  of  eating  and  drink- 
ing places  were  off  4%  and  miscel- 
laneous off  1%.

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Foreign  Tr^de 
Association  of  the  Chamber,  William  L. 
Montgomery',  Managing  Director  of  the 
California  Regional  Board  of  the  Far  East- 
America  Council  of  Commerce  and  Industry, 
also  stressed  that  the  Foreign  Trade  Associa- 
tion believes  that  the  proposed  organization 
will  foster  the  principle  of  private  enterprise. 

•  "Acceptance  of  our  responsibility  to 
maintain  world  peace  requires  United  States 
leadership  and  participation  in  the  agencies 
of  the  United  Nations  including  the  Interna- 
tional Trade  Organization.  Our  creditor  po- 
sition demands  that  we  accept  imports,  lest 
we  pour  loans  after  loans  without  expectation 
of  repayment.  Our  experience  following  World 
War  I  should  guide  us  in  avoiding  after  World 
War  II  the  mistakes  of  our  foreign  economic 
policy  between  the  two  wars:  high  protec- 
tionism contributing  to  a  disastrous  world 
depression,  and  the  folly  of  an  isolationist 
policy,"  Montgomery'  said. 

Concluding  his  brief,  Montgomery  said: 

•  "We  believe  that  the  ITO  will  succeed  in 
stimulating  trade  and  economic  development 
in  the  degree  it  is  guided  by  principles  of  free 
enterprise,  private  trading,  minimum  con- 
trols, and  in  the  degree  it  is  allowed  freedom 
from  political  pressures."

New  Helicopter  Performs 
At  Presidio  Preview 

The  world's  most  advanced  helicopter  was 
shown  to  the  public  for  the  first  time  Tues- 
day, March  18,  according  to  an  announce- 
ment from  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  The  helicopter  demonstration  and  exhibit 
was  scheduled  at  9:30  A.M.  at  the  main  base- 
ball field  in  the  Presidio. 

Developed  by  Stanley  Hiller  at  his  United 
Helicopter  Corporation  plant  in  Palo  Alto, 
the  plane  is  the  world's  first  co-axial,  two- 
place  helicopter  to  fly  successfully.  The  plane's 
principal  innovation  is  the  use  of  two  rotors, 
or  blades,  mounted  on  one  shaft  and  turning 
in  opposite  directions. 

•  Titled  the  "Commuter  Model"  the 
plane  features  a  tricycle  landing  gear,  greater 
stability  and  simplicity  of  design.  It  has  a 
range  of  200  miles  and  a  top  speed  of  100 
miles  an  hour,  using  a  125  horsepower  Ly- 
coming engine.

Chamber  Executive  Appears 
At  Freight  Rate  Hearing 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  manager  of  the 
Chamber's  Transportation  Depart- 
ment, returned  to  San  Francisco  this 
week  after  an  appearance  before  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in 
Washington  favoring  reduced  rates 
on  Geneva  steel. 

•  After  two  days  of  argument,  the  Commis- 
sion decided  that  the  prevailing  suspension  of 
the  rate  should  be  vacated,  subject  to  formal 
investigation  later. 

This  means  that  the  reduced  48  cent  rate 
will  be  allowed  to  go  into  eflfect,  but  that 
changes  in  this  and  other  rates  may  be  ordered 
after  investigation  is  completed. 

•  Rohde  argued  that  the  rate  reduction  is 
necessar\'  to  permit  the  operation  of  a  great 
basic  industr>-  and  to  the  industrial  develop- 
ment as  well  as  the  expanding  economy  of  the 
Pacific  Coast. 

He  pointed  out  that  California  has  always 
been  a  deficit  area  for  iron  and  steel;  that  a 
critical  shortage  of  these  commodities  now 
exists;  and  that  eastern  mills,  which  protested 
the  rate  reduction,  had  not  endeavored  to 
meet  this  shortage,  but  preferred  to  serve 
their  home  markets.

Historic  Broderick  Fire  Engine 
Purchased  By  Fireman's  Fund 

Broderick  Engine  No.  1,  historic  fire  engine 
which  helped  to  fight  the  great  fire  in  San 
Francisco  in  1852,  is  back  from  Canada  to 
the  scene  of  its  original  activities,  according 
to  an  announcement  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  engine,  which  left  San  Francisco 
in  the  ^80's  and  has  been  in  Kelowna, 
British  Columbia,  since  1904,  has  been 
purchased  by  the  Fireman's  Fund  Insur- 
ance Company.  Arrangements  are  being 
made  for  its  participation  in  centennial 
celebrations  to  be  observed  here  in  1948, 
*49  and  '50. 

•  The  engine  was  named  for  David  C. 
JBroderJck:  foreman  of  Empire  Company, 
who  had  been  instrumental  in  forming  many 
volunteer  fire  fighting  units.  The  engine's  his- 
tory dates  back  to  San  Francisco's  very 
earliest  days. 

Broderick  became  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
California  and  a  member  of  the  United  States 
Senate  representing  this  state.  Following  his 
death  in  a  duel  with  David  S.  Terry,  who  re- 
signed his  office  as  Chief  Justice  of  California 
Supreme  Court  in  order  to  fight  the  duel,  the 
name  of  the  Empire  Engine  Company  was 
changed  to  Broderick  in  his  memory. 

The  San  Francisco  Junior  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  been  in  touch  with  the 
city  authorities  at  Kelowna  since  1938 
and  attempts  have  been  made  from  time 
to  time  to  return  the  Broderick  Engine 
to  its  birthplace.  Because  of  its  close 
association  with  San  Francisco's  volun- 
teer firemen  at  the  time  of  its  organiza- 
tion in  1863,  the  Fireman's  Fund  Insur- 
ance Company  assumed  the  responsi- 
bility of  bringing  it  back  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

This  historic  piece  of  apparatus  will  be  the 
nucleus  of  a  museum  which  is  being  estab- 
lished by  the  Insurance  Company  featuring 
early  San  Francisco  fire  fighting  equipment.

Trade  Organization  Hearings; 
Successfully  Completed 

High  praise  was  given  San  Fran- 
cisco this  week  by  Clair  Wilcox,  chair- 
man of  the  panel  conducting  the  hear- 
ing on  the  proposed  International 
Trade  Organization. 

•  At  the  conclusion  of  hearings,  Wilcox 
expressed  "deep  satisfaction  over  the  interest 
and  the  amount  of  thought  given  to  the  ITO 
charter  by  those  presenting  briefs." 

"More  really  constructive  suggestions  were 
offered  at  the  San  Francisco  hearings  than  in 
an\'  other  set  of  hearings  throughout  the 
country,"  Wilcox  declared. 

•  Dr.  J.  B.  Condliflfe,  professor  of  economics 
at  the  Universit>-  of  California,  presented  a 
brief  favoring  the  proposed  trade  organiza- 
tion. Condliffe  was  officially  appointed  the 
representative  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  by  the  Chamber's  Board  of 
Directors. 

William  L.  Montgomery,  managing  director 
of  the  California  Regional  Board  of  the  Far 
East-America  Council  of  Commerce  and  In- 
dustry, also  spoke  in  favor  of  the  ITO. 
Montgomery  represented  the  Foreign  Trade 
Association  of  the  Chamber. 

•  Alvin  C.  Eichholz,  manager  of  the  world 
trade  department  of  the  Chamber,  pointed 
out  that  the  hearings  at  San  Francisco  were 
the  largest  of  any  of  the  seven  hearings  in 
the  countr\-. 

Twent>'-five  per  cent  more  people  appeared 
before  the  panel  in  San  Francisco  than  in 
New  York,  and  the  sessions  here  had  to  be 
extended  to  a  third  day  in  order  to  accom- 
modate all  persons  requesting  hearings. 

•  The  overwhelming  majority  of  the  or- 
ganizations represented  at  the  hearings  ex- 
pressed their  support  of  the  International 
Trade  Organization- 
Consensus  of  opinion  was  that  such  an  or- 
ganization would  present  a  sound  basis  for 
conducting  international  trade  in  a  business- 
like way  and  would  aid  in  promoting  world  1 
peace. 

•  Panel  members  supported  Wilcox'  praise 
of  San  Francisco  by  commenting  that  the 
suggestions  given  the  panel  members  here 
would  be  "extremely  helpful  in  guiding  the 
American  delegates  at  the  Geneva  conference 
on  the  ITO  next  April  and  May."

"Despite  a  gratifying  expansion  in  the 
metal-working  industries  in  the  Bay  Area,  op- 
portunities for  additional  plants  in  the  field 
abound  here."  declared  Carl  J.  Eastman,  presi- 
dent, San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in 
an  address  at  a  luncheon  in  Oakland  Monday 
sponsored  by  the  American  Welding  Society.

Harold  Weber,  general  man- 
ager, Oakland  Chamber  of  Commerce,  was 
elected  secretary-treasurer  of  the  organiza- 
tion. 

In  a  major  move  to  increase  foreign 
trade  for  the  benefit  of  the  west,  the 
Western  States  Council  authorized  its 
World  Trade  Section  to  expand  its  mem- 
bership to  include  inland  cities  and  rep- 
resentatives from  banking,  shipping  and 
other  allied  fields. 

Commenting  on  the  importance  of  foreign 
trade  to  the  west.

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Wholesale  Trade  Sales  Survey 


Pacific  Coast  merchants'  whole- 
salers dollar  sales  are  up  28  per  cent 
over  last  year,  according  to  a  report 
released  today  by  the  Research  De- 
partment of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

The  increase  is  figured  on  a  compari- 
son of  wholesale  sales  from  January 
1946  to  January  1947. 

The  report  is  based  on  a  joint  survey 
conducted  by  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Credit  Men  and  the  U.  S.  Cen- 
sus Bureau. 

The  Chamber's  analysis  revealed 
the  rise  in  the  general  wholesale  price 
level  in  the  nation  amounted  to  31  per 
cent,  during  the  period  January  1946 
to  January  1947,  based  on  the  V.  S. 
Department  of  Labor  Wholesale  Com- 
modity Index.

Business  conditions  in  the  Bay  Area  during  February  were  seasonally  below 
January  but  the  cumulative  continued  above  the  level  of  a  year  ago  both  in 
dollar  value  and  physical  volume.  Bank  debits  for  the  first  two  months  com- 
pared to  a  year  ago  were  up  16%;  retail  sales  and  carloadings  each  gained  10%; 
manufacturing  einployment  rose  45.1%  and  payrolls  60.9%.  Tonnage  of  ship 
arrivals  during  the  first  two  months  increased  27%  and  ship  departures  19%, 
while  final  reports  for  exports  and  imports  for  1946  showed  a  good  gain.  Total 
employment  was  well  above  last  year  with  the  Bay  Area  compensable  claims 
for  unemployment  accounting  for  a  lower  percentage  of  the  State  total  claims. 

Our  February  Index  of  business  ac- 
tivity in  San  Francisco  at  21 8.2  continued, 
as  did  January,  at  new  record  highs  for 
the  month,  and  was  15.1'';  above  last 
February,  with  the  first  two  months*  av- 
erage up  11.3',.  San  Francisco  bank 
debits  for  the  first  two  months  were  up 
$500,000,000  to  $4,036,195,000  or  14.1^0 
above  a  year  ago. 

Februar\-  buikhng  permits  of  715  valued  at 
$4,837.662topped  last  February  by  30.5%  in 
number  and  128.6%  in  value.  Permits  for  308 
dwelling  units  valued  at  $2,316,660  accounted 
for  practically  half  of  the  total  value.  Non- 
residential permits'  value  amounted  to 
$1,212,500.  Additions,  alterations  and  repairs 
amounted  to  $1,308,502  or  nearly  double  the 
value  of  a  year  ago.  San  Francisco  real  estate 
transactions  reported  by  Thos.  Magee  &  Sons 
numbered  1,497  sales  and  were  valued  at  $18,- 
650,409;  this  was  7.0%  below  February  a  year 
ago  but  above  the  January  sales  value.  Mort- 
gages and  deeds  of  trust  rose  36%  over  Febru- 
ary last  year;  the  two  months'  total  amounted 
to  $31,025,933  or  an  increase  of  25%. 

Retail  department  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco  in  February  tapered  off  to  a 
small  gain  of  2.8';  over  last  February, 
and  5.9'  ;  for  the  first  two  months.  San 
Francisco  February  airport  traffic  was  up 
8.3';  and  passenger  traffic  5.2' ;  over  a 
year  ago.  .\ir  mail  loaded  shrunk  35* ;  but 
the  number  of  air  express  shipments 
showed  a  gain  of  16.2';.  Tourists'  and 
settlers'  inquiries  at  the  Chamber  were 
up  87*"'; .  There  were  8  commercial  failures 
reported  in  San  Francisco  during  Febru- 
ary compared  to  1  a  year  ago.  February 
electrical  energy  sales  were  up  13'';  ;  com- 
mercial and  industrial  gas  sales  rose  6.4*^';, 
and  water  consumers'  net  gain  13.4*^0 
over  last  February.

C  of  C  Domestic  Trade  Group 


S.  F.  Chamber's 
Predictions  of 
Prosperity  Verified 

"There  is  every  factor  to  Indicate  we 
are  headed  into  the  era  of  greatest 
prosperity  in  the  history  of  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Region,"  declared  G.  L. 
Fox,  manager.  Industrial  Depart- 
ment, San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  This  prediction,  made  a  year  ago  by  the 
Chamber  executive,  was  borne  out  last  week 
by  reports  issued  by  the  State  Reconstruction 
and  Reemployment  Commission  and  State 
Chamber  of  Commerce  which  reveal  that  the 
state  income  is  rising  to  an  all-time  high  and 
that  employment  is  continuing  to  expand. 

In  March,  1946,  Fox  refuted  a  prediction  made 
at  that  time  by  the  University  of  California  Bu- 
reau of  Public  Administration  that  State  unem- 
ployment would  reach  a  million  during  1946. 
"Every  evidence  today  Indicates  we  will  have  em- 
ployment for  our  vastly  increased  population," 
he  declared. 

Figures  released  this  week  by  the  State  Employment 
Service  show  that  unemployment  in  the  seven  counties 
of  the  San  Francisco  Region  has  risen  to  80.000.  a  fact 
which  officials  attribute  to  the  continued  influx  o^ 
veterans  and  workers  from  other  regions. 

Pointing  out  today  that  current  emptoyment 
reports  also  reveal  high  employment  in  this  area. 
Fox  declared,  "New  job  opportunities  are  steadily 
being  created  at  the  production  level  as  a  result 
of  the  continued  high  rate  of  Industrial  develop- 
As  an  example.  Fox  pointed  out  that  factory  employ- 
ment in  1946  was  36%  higher  than  in  1940.  It  is  this 
employment  at  the  factory  level,  he  said,  which  sup- 
ports industries  in  the  trade  and  service  fields. 

"In  spite  of  the  Chamber's  optimism,"  Fox 
said,  "it  Is  taking  every  opportunity  to  attract 
and  encourage  Industrial  development  in  the  Bay 
Region.  One  of  the  greatest  problems  of  popula- 
tion migration  In  the  history  of  the  nation  has 
been  imposed  on  this  area.  Fortunately,  oppor- 
tunities for  new  manufacturing  enterprises 
abound  here.  At  the  same  time,  the  Chamber  Is 
participating  In  Innumerable  activities  to  expand 
job  opp.  -tunltles  In  Bay  Region  factories." 


Plans  for  a  second  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  business  visit 
to  the  Hawaiian  Islands  were  revealed 
today  by  Vern  A.  Culver,  chairman 
of  the  Chamber's  Domestic  Trade 
Committee  which  is  sponsoring  the 
visit. 

•  The  trip,  which  is  scheduled  for 
next  fall,  will  be  made  on  the  first 
voyage  of  the  Lurline.  The  Lurline  is 
currently  undergoing  a  ten  million 
dollar  modernization  program  and  will 
be  ready  sometime  between  September 
15  and  October  15,  according  to  Mat- 
son  officials. 

Accommodations  for  forty  persons  have 
been  reserved.  Although  the  trip  offi- 
cially will  be  no  more  than  three  weeks 
in  length,  arrangements  may  be  made 
for  those  who  desire  to  stay  longer. 

'This  trip  is  a  logical  follow-up  of  the 
Chamber's  highly  successful  plane  trip  to  the 
Islands  last  month,"  remarked  Culver.  "A 
number  of  trade  problems  concerning  both 
the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  San  Francisco 
were  initially  discussed  then  and  it  is  hoped 
we  will  be  able  to  work  them  out  further  on 
the  coming  trip." 

Culver  said  that  announcement  of  the 
trip  was  being  made  early  so  that  busi- 
nessmen wishing  to  combine  their  vaca- 
tion with  the  business  aspects  of  the  trip 
may  make  their  plans  accordingly.  Wives 
are  invited.

Under  this  policy  purchases  could  be 
made  only  from  approved  sources,  which  so  far 
have  been  primarily  eastern  manufacturers.

1946  SAN  FRANCISCO  BUILDING  PERMITS  SURVEY 


A  total  of  8,089  .San  Francisco  building  permits  valued 
at  842.251,771  were  issued  during  1946,  according  to  a 
study  released  by  the  Research  Department  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  Of  this,   new  residential  construction  accounted  for 
2,596  permits  amounting  to  818,476,228  or  43.7%. 

New  single-family  dwelling  unit  permits  accounted  for 
2,165  valued  at  $13,199,745  or  71^7  of  the  total  value  of  all  new 
residential  permits.  New  two-family  type  structures  called 
for  800  dwelling  units  valued  at  $4,439.38J  or  24^7  of  the  total 
value.  Multi-family  structures  provided  for  47  dwelling  units 
at  a  cost  of  $828,100  or  5'",  of  the  total  value.  The  total  dwell- 
ing units  thus  provided  for  amounted  to  3,112  or  1,028  above 
the  number  provided  for  during  1945. 

Permits  for  new  non-residential  structures  aggregated  291  \alued 
at  $12,771,444  or  30.2' ;  ,.f  the  total  permits  issued  during  the  year. 


This  was  a  gain  of  130  permits  and  S9,S82.490  over  1945.  .•\dditions, 
alterations  and  repairs  accounted  for  5.202  permits  with  value  of 
Sll.013,099.  an  increase  in  value  of  $6,648,652,  over  the  preceding 
year. 

•  Based  on  the  building  permits,  the  average  dwelling  unit  cost 
for  1946  was  $5,934  compared  to  $4,227  in  1945,  an  increase  of  34%. 
The  average  cost  of  non-residential  structures  amounted  to  $43,888 
compared  to  $19,132  in  1945.  The  average  cost  of  additions,  altera- 
tions and  repairs  amounted  to  $2,117  compared  to  $1,619  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

The  increase  in  the  cost  of  average  dwelling  units  corre- 
sponds closely  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  construction 
which  occurred  during  this  period.  The  average  cost  of  single- 
familv  dwelling  units  in  1946  amounted  to  $6,097  compared 
to  $3,769  in  1940  or  an  increase  of  61.8%.

Revival  of  Shipbuilding  Program 
Urged  by  San  Francisco  Chamber 


Reported  serious  national  shortage 
of  ships  and  widespread  idleness  of  the 
country's  shipyards  today  brought  a 
recommendation  from  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  for  the 
L'.  S.  Maritime  Commission  to  under- 
take an  immediate  shipbuilding  pro- 
gram. 

t  TI  f  Chamber's  recommendation  will  be 
placed  before  President  Truman's  Advisory 
Committee  on  the  Merchant  Marine  which  is 
now  making  an  investigation  of  the  nation's 
merchant  vessel  re(]uirements. 

Pointing  out  that  the  Maritime  Com- 
mission virtually  ceased  to  be  a  construc- 
tion agency  when  the  war  ended,  Carl  J. 
Eastman,  president  of  the  Chamber,  said 
that  contracts  were  cancelled  on  all  but 
a  few  vessels  un-er  construction. 

"With  the  completion  of  the  liners  President 
Cleielatid  and  President  Wilson  at  Bethlehem's 
Alameda  yard  in  a  few  months,  alt  construc- 
tion of  new  vessels  in  the  Bay  Area  will  be 
completed,"  said  Eastman.  "No  more  con- 
tracts are  in  sight." 

Eastman  declared:  "From  a  national  security 
standpoint,  it  is  not  only  necessary  to  construct 
these  vessels  as  speedily  as  possible,  but  to  main- 
tain the  nation's  shipyard  facilities  and  personnel 
at  high  standards."

Stricter  Drunk 
Driving  Law  Urged 

Approval  of  a  proposed  tighter 
State  law  for  drunken  drivers  was 
voiced  today  by  Henry  E.  North, 
chairman  of  the  Traffic  and  Highway 
Committee,  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

•  The  proposal,  which  calls  for  longer  sus- 
pension of  licenses  for  drunken  driving,  was 
recommended  by  the  Assembly's  Transpor- 
tation Committee. 

Calling  for  enactment  of  punitive 
measures  against  drunken  drivers,  North 
declared,  "Drunken  driving  is  one  of  the 
major  causes  of  the  high  traffic  toll  in 
this  state.

L'nder  terms  of  the  proposed  bill,  which  was 
originally  submitted  by  Assemblyman  M.  J. 
Burns,  the  mandatory  period  for  suspension  of  a 
license  would  be  increased  from  50  days  to  90. 
For  additional  offenses,  the  mandatory  suspen- 
sion would  last  one  year  Instead  of  90  days.

"These  agencies  pour  millions  of  dollars  in  pay- 
rolls Into  the  city's  economic  bloodstream;  and 
the  contribution  of  the  government  projects  to  ■ 
this  city  Is  of  Immeasurable  value. 

"Despite  that  fact,  however,  these  government 
agencies  enjoy  the  community's  facilities  which  are 
badly  overstrained.  Children  of  government  officials 
attend  the  city's  schools  and  use  its  parks  and  play- 
grounds. The  benefits  of  the  city's  government,  fire. 
police,  and  sanitar>-  ser\'ices  are  provided  these  agen- 
cies. All  this  costs  money,  and  the  government  should 
pay  its  share  as  represented  by  the  value  of  its  Teal 
property."

To  the  extent 
that  tax  exempt  properties  require  the  services  of  local 
government,  a  correspondingly  greater  burden  is 
placed  upon  the  remaining  real  estate.  As  exemptions 
increase,  the  property  tax  pyramids  on  that  segment  of 
the  population  owning  taxable  real  estate.  Assuming 
that  owners  of  property  enjoying  tax  exemption  are 
morally  entitled  to  it.  it  is  still  unfair  to  place  the  bur- 
den of  the  exemption  upon  the  owners  of  the  remaining 
property.' 

Eastman  called  attention  to  a  resolution  of  the 
National  Association  of  .\ssesstng  Officers  which 
recommends  provision  for  taxation  of  federally 
owned  properties  by  Congress.

Drive  for  World 
Trade  Center 
Legislation  Launched 

Acting  to  counteract  a  campaign  of 
misunderstanding  concerning  the  pro- 
posed World  Trade  Center,  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has 
announced  its  support  of  pending 
state  legislation  which  would  create  a 
Center  Authority  similar  in  effect  to 
that  which  was  empowered  to  create 
the  Bay  Bridge. 

•  An  aggressive  campaign  to  secure  passage 
of  this  legislation  will  be  spearheaded  by  the 
Chamber  which,  in  1944,  helped  to  found  a 
non-profit  corporation  to  plan  for  develop- 
ment of  such  a  Center. 

Revealing  that  there  is  a  misunder- 
standing prevalent  among  numerous  or- 
ganizations in  California  regarding  the 
financing  and  taxation  of  this  project, 
Leland  \V.  Cutler,  president  of  the  World 
Trade  Center,  said:  "No  state  funds  are 
being  sought  at  present  for  the  World 
Trade  Center.  It  will  be  an  entirely  self- 
liquidating  project  of  free  private  enter- 
prise." 

Cutler  also  pointed  out  that  creation  of  the  Center 
will  not  deprive  the  city  of  tax  revenue,  because  it 
is  planned  to  make  provision  for  an  in-lieu  tax  to  re- 
place city  losses  resulting  from  property  transferred  to 
the  state.  The  in-iieu  tax  method  is  presently  in  use  by 
several  government  projects  and  is  a  recognized  way 
of  handling  the  problem. 

Need  for  the  World  Trade  Center  was  stressed 
by  Chamber  President  Carl  J.  Eastman,  who  de- 
clared :  "Accomplishment  of  this  project  will 
maintain  the  leadership  of  the  West  Coast  in 
world  trade  and  shipping."

Immediate  action  on  a  statewide 
highway  development  program  was 
called  for  this  week  in  a  statement  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  That  the  user  should  pay  the  cost 
of  such  a  program  was  the  principle 
delared  in  its  action. 

*'This  session  of  the  legislature  should 
not  end  without  some  action  on  this 
most  vital  question  of  highway  develop- 
ments," commented  Traffic  and  High- 
way Committee  Chairman  Henry  E. 
North.  "What  method  of  financing  may 
be  used  is  something  to  be  worked  out; 
but  certainly  the  user  should  pay." 

He  observed  that  "we  want  a  highway  pro- 
gram laid  out  and  put  into  operation,  and  we 
want  it  immediately." 

•  General  Manager  Louis  B.  Lundborg 
was  instructed  by  the  Board  to  consult  with 
other  California  organizations,  including  both 
chambers  of  commerce  and  other  groups. 
Lundborg  announced  he  would  consult  im- 
mediately with  leaders  of  these  organizations 

Aork  out  a  campaign. 
"Everyone  agrees  upon  the  need  for 
more  and  better  highways;  so  it  becomes 
urgent  for  all  agencies  concerned  to  get 
together  in  an  appeal  to  the  legislature 
for  action,"  concluded  Chamber  Presi- 
dent Carl  J.  Eastman. 


Decision  on  Rail 
Span  Study  Hailed 

Decision  tf)  make  a  joint  Army- 
Nav^-  Board  study  of  bringing  main- 
line railroads  into  San  Francisco  was 
hailed  by  Carl  J.  Eastman,  president 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, as  "a  major  step  in  furthering 
the  progress  of  the  Second  Bay  Cross- 
ing." 

•  Eastman  said:  "We  are  delighted  that  the 
War  and  Navy  Departments  have  seen  fit  to 
make  such  a  study.  As  one  of  its  early  advo- 
cates, we  have  always  believed  that  a  study 
which  included  rail  facilities  was  necessary  in 
the  public  interest. 

"We  are  delighted  that  the  .\rmy  and 
Navy  are  taking  this  action  in  accordance 
with  the  public's  wishes  and  the  Cham- 
ber's recommendation." 

Eastman  pointed  out  that  the  Chamber's 
proposal  for  a  rail  study  was  made  in  its  sp>ecial 
report  to  the  joint  Army-Navy  Board  which 
conducted  a  hearing  on  a  Second  Bay  Cross- 
ing last  August.  The  Chamber  continuetl  lo 
appeal  for  a  rail  crossing  study,  he  said,  when 
the  Board  failed  to  include  such  a  recom- 
mendation in  its  final  report. 
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Coast  Wholesale  Sales  Up  27  Per  Cent 


Wholesale  dollar  sales  of  Pacific 
Coast  merchants  are  up  27%  over  last 
year,  compared  to  a  24%  increase  in 
the  nation,  according  to  a  report  re- 
leased today  by  the  Research  Depart- 
ment of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

•  The  increase  is  figured  on  a  com- 
parison of  wholesale  sales  from  Febru- 
ary 1P46  to  February  1947. 

The  Chamber's  analysis  revealed 
the  rise  in  the  general  wholesale 
price  level  in  the  nation  amounted 
to  35%  during  the  same  period, 
based  on  the  I'.  S.  Department  of 
Labor  Wholesale  Commodity  In- 
dex. Thus  the  actual  volume  of 
sales  in  the  nation  during  Febru- 
ary vcould  be  nearly  a  third  less 
than  in  February  1946. 

Sales  in  the  .Mountain  Region  were 
up  31%;  the  East  North  Central 
Region  30%;  and  the  New  England 
Region  25%.  Middle  .■\llantic  Coast 
sales  were  up  16%;  West  North  Cen- 
tral 23%;  South  .Atlantic  29%;  East 
South  Central  29%;  and  West  South 
Central  22%.

Independent   Retail  Store  Sales 


February  sales  of  independent  retail 
stores  in  San  Francisco  were  up  11  % 
over  last  February,  with  the  first  two 
months  of  1947  up  12%,  according  to 
a  report  released  toda>'  b>-  the  San 
I'raiuisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The  report,  which  was  made  by  the 

Chamber's  Research  Department,  was 
based  on  findings  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census. 

Sales  in  Oakland  for  the  same 
period  were  up  18%  and  20%  re- 
spectively; in  Berkeley  19%  and 
29' ;  ;  in  Palo  Alto  48'~;  and  34% ;  in 
San  Jose  21%  and  26%;  and  Cali- 
fornia as  a  whole  26%  and  25%.

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Continued  Operation  of  Marine 
Corps  S  F  Supply  Depots  Sought 


DOMESTIC  TRADE  TIPS 


Continued  operation  of  the  United 
States  Marine  Corps  Depot  of  Sup- 
plies in  San  Francisco  was  sought  to- 
day by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  The  Chamber's  action  followed 
attempts  by  former  owners  of  prop- 
erty occupied  by  the  Marine  Corps  to 
halt  condemnation  proceedings  in  be- 
half of  the  government. 

Stressing  the  value  of  Marine  Corps 
activities  to  San  Francisco.  Chamber 
President  Carl  J.  Eastman  said,  "Be- 
cause of  San  Francisco's  strategic  loca- 
tion on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  in  reference 
to  the  Pacific  Basin,  it  has  become  a  sup- 
ply base  of  worldwide  significance.  In 
turn,  the  economy  of  this  entire  region 
benefits  from  Marine  Corps  payrolls  and 
local  expenditures  through  its  depots  at 
Harrison  Street  and  Islais  Creek." 

Citing  up-to-daie  figures,  Eastman  said 
that  the  San  Francisio  Supply  Depot  had 
1,258  civilians  on  its  payrolls,  as  of  March  16. 

•  "As  of  March  28,  the  Depot  engaged  43 
commissioned  officers,  ^3  warrant  officers  and 
484  enlisted  personnel,  including  a  few  men 
assigned  to  a  warehouse  unit  and  depot  at 
Seattle. 

"During  nine  months  of  the  current 
fiscal  year  over  $13,000,000  was  disbursed 
at  San  Francisco.  Approximately  $4,800.- 
000  covered  public  vouchers  for  services 
othtr  than  payrolls  and  materials;  $5,- 
300.000  for  military  payrolls;  and  $2,900,- 
000  for  Depot  civilian  payrolls. 

"The  local  posl  exchange  spent  over  $208,- 
000  for  supplies  while  the  Depot  cafeteria  dis- 
bursed S75.000  for  supplies  and  had  a  payroll 
which  averaged  over  §4,300  a  month. 

•  "Facilities  in  the  Islais  Creek  District  in- 
clude one  of  the  most  modern  box  factories  in 
the  country  and  manufacturing  and  main- 
tenance plants  essential  to  photographic, 
communications  and  other  activities.  San 
Francisco  stocks  of  the  Marine  Corps  at  San 
Francisco  exceed  $128,000,000  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  properties  in  the  Islais  Creek 
District  will  be  gradually  improved. 

"To  date,  in  addition  to  placing  over 
200,000  yards  of  fill  on  the  Islais  Creek 
property,  the  Marine  Corps  has  expended 
approximately  $3,000,000  for  building  and 
other  improvements,  all  contributing  to 
the  volume  of  San  Francisco  trade. 

'■Because  of  the  importance  d  San  I-r.m- 
cisco  to  Marine  Corps  operation^  and  Pacific 
Ocean  area  plans,  it  is  expected  that  another 
$3,000,000  will  ultimately  be  expended  on  the 
San  Francisco  Depot,"  Eastman  concluded. 
"The  entire  operation  is  exceedingly  impor- 
tant to  the  welfare  of  this  area  and  contributes 
importantly  to  the  nation's  defense."

A  survey  of  population,  employ- 
ment, unempl()\ment  and  housing  is 
currently  being  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  in  the  entire 
Bay  Area,  according  to  Robert  J.  Mil- 
liken.  Acting  District  Supervisor,  Field 
Office.  Department  of  Commerce,  Bu- 
reau of  the  Census. 

One  of  35  similar  metropolitan  area 
surveys  that  are  being  conducted  simul- 
taneously throughout  the  country,  the 
survey  will  provide  current  and  accurate 
information  for  the  use  of  business, 
civic,  labor  and  consumer  groups  in  the 
community. 

Said  Milliken,  "The  Census  Bureau  plans 
to  publish  a  separate  report  presenting  the 
statistics  gathered  for  the  San  Francisco  met- 
ropolitan district  .  .  ."

Airplane  Landing  Aids  Demonstrated  at  Areata 


More  than  ,i5  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  directors,  as  well  as 
official  guests,  press  and  radio  repre- 
sentatives, witnessed  a  demonstration 
of  all  the  most  modern  safety  devices 
for  landing  of  airplanes  on  a  special 
flight  to  Areata.  California.  Thursdav. 
April  24. 

•  The  party  were  guests  of  the  .Ar- 
eata Landing  .-Xids  Experiment  Sta- 
tion and  were  entertained  at  lunch  by 
the  -Areata  and  Eureka  Chambers  of 
Commerce.

During  the  afternoon,  follow- 
ing a  flight  to  .\rcata  in  a  four-motored 
Trans  Ocean  .\ir  Lines  plane,  installa- 
tions at  the  station  were  inspected  and  a 
demonstration  made  of  "Ground  Cami- 
trol  .\pproach"  techniques  utilizing 
radar  to  guide  planes  unerringly  onto  the 
airfield  runway. 


Dinner  at  the  fieiti  with  officers  of  the  sta- 
tion featured  locally  caught  crab,  an  .Areata 
specialt\'. 

Areata,  determined  by  meteorological 
survey  to  be  the  foggiest  point  in  the 
United  States,  has  been  the  seat  of  land- 
ing aid  experiments  since  the  beginning 
of  the  war.  Successful  operation  of  the 
landing  safety  devices  is  thus  dramati- 
cally highlighted  by  the  peculiar  diffi- 
culties of  this  area.

San  Francisco's  initial  televi.-ion 
station  should  be  in  operation  durin^ 
the  fall  of  1947  or  no  later  than  Jan 
uary,  1948,  according  to  a  predict!'  ii 
bv  George  C.  Tenney.  chairman,  Ekr- 
tronics  Section,  San  F'rancisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

•  Tenney'sannouncement  followed  a  ii 
ing  last  week  de\-oted  to  a  re\iew  of  condi; 
affecting  prospects  for  telecasting  and  1 
broadcasting  in  San  Francisco. 

Tenney  pointed  out  that  it  would  be 
the  middle  of  1949,  however,  before  a  co- 
a.\ial  cable  between  Los  .\ngeles  and  San 
Francisco  would  be  completed  for  relay- 
ing television  programs  to  San  Francisco. 

There  are  now  six  license  1  commercial  tele- 
vision stations  in  the  I'nited  .States.  The  Fed- 
eral Communications  Commission  has  issued 
51  construction  permitsand  16additional  per- 
mit applications  are  pending.  Of  those  which 
have  construction  permits,  two  stations  are 
operating  on  a  temporary  basis. 

•  six  channels  have  been  assigned  to  San  Francisco 
lor  the  use  of  television  stations.  Permits  for  three  San 
Francisco  television  stations  have  been  granted  to  the 
San  Francisco  Chronicle.  .Associated  Broadcasting 
Company,  and  the  American  Broadcasting  Company. 

Financial  aspects  of  television  have  created 
many  problems  which  are  being  considered  by 
the  Industry,  according  to  Tenney.

•  ALASKA  STEAMSHIP  SERVICE 

A  problem  of  far-reaching  importance  to  the 
States  of  California  and  Oregon  is  under  con- 
sideration here  at  this  time.  It  involves  a  con- 
tract about  to  be  entered  into  by  the  U.  S. 
Maritime  Commission  with  three  Seattle 
steamship  concerns  to  serve  the  Territory-  of 
Alaska.  Included  in  this  contract  is  a  clause 
granting  exclusive  rights  to  these  three  con- 
cerns, thereby-  preventing,  at  least  during  the 
life  of  the  contract,  the  Ports  of  Los  Angeles. 
San  Francisco  Bay,  and  Portland  from  par- 
ticipating in  direct  steamship  ser\'ices  to 
Alaska. 

The  Washington  Offices  of  the  Los  An- 
geles, San  Francisco  and  Portland  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce,  working  particularly 
through  Congressmen  Havenner  and 
Welch  of  San  Francisco;  John  .\llen  of 
Oakland;  Willis  Bradley  of  Long  Beach; 
Senator  Guy  Cordon  of  Oregon,  and  Con-

•  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURERS 
AND  BUSINESS 

Bills  providing  for  the  collection  and  publi- 
cation of  statistical  data  relating  to  manufac- 
tures, mineral  industries,  the  distributi\e 
trades,  and  other  businesses  beginning  in  the 
year  1948  and  continuing  each  fifth  year  there- 
after, were  considered  during  the  week.  Busi- 
ness and  industrial  interests  ha\e  repeatedh- 
requested  that  such  census  information  be 
compiled  and  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
joined  with  man\-  other  organizations  in  urg- 
ing favorable  action  on  the  bills. 

•  STREAM  POLLUTION 

The  Senate  Committee  on  Public  Works

Pollution.  The  bulk  of  the  testimony  has  been 
in  opposition  to  the  proposal  on  the  grounds 
that  it  would  lie  a  further  step  toward  absorp- 
tion of  the  powers  of  the  States,  Municipali- 
ties, and  other  political  subdivisions  by  the 
Federal  Government. 


.Stalemate  on  California's  proposed  highway  program  ended  last  week  as 
a  result  of  conferences  in  Sacramento  between  Senate  and  Assembly  leaders 
and  representatives  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Los  Angeles 
Chamber,  California  State  Chamber,  the  Auto  Club  of  Southern  California, 
and  California  State  Automobile  Association. 

•  As  a  result  of  the  mediation  meet- 
ing. Assembly  Speaker  Sam  L.  Col- 
lins arfd  President  pro  tem  of  the 
Senate  Harold  J.  Powers  both  agreed 
to  introduce  resolutions  to  appoint  a 
five-man  committee  from  their  respec- 
tive Houses  to  work  out  a  highway 
program.

His  first  connection  with 
the  insurance  business  came  in  1915 
when,  as  delegate  to  the  New  York  State 
Constitutional  Convention,  he  was  offered 
the  position  of  counsel  for  the  State  In- 
surance Department. 

In  WIT  Lincoln  resigned  to  join  a  firm  of 
New  York  insurance  lawyers.  Shortly  after- 
wards he  took  on  the  additional  duties  of  gen- 
eral attorney  for  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insur- 
ance Company,  and  in  1926  was  made  general 
counsel  of  the  Metropolitan.  Three  years  later 
he  was  appointed  first  vice-president  and  gen- 
eral counsel,  being  elected  a  director  in  1929. 
In  1936  Lincoln  became  president.

•  TREND 

Business  activity  in  San  Francisco  for  both  March  and  the  first  quarter  of 
1^M7  was  about  10%  above  the  same  period  last  year  as  measured  by  our 
Indexes.  A  number  of  fields  show  strong  gains  but  some  appear  considerably 
below  the  last  year  level.  However,  these  trends  are  not  exactly  what  they 
appear  to  be  and  should  be  considered  in  the  light  of  other  factors  of  influence 
when  attempting  to  project  the  immediate  outlook  for  San  Francisco's  future. 
Some  of  these  factors  are: 


•  Increased  civilian  residents  and  shrink- 
age of  military  residents  since  a  year  ago. 

•  Visitors  of  <iifferent  composition;  fewer 
service  men;  dailv  average  traffic  of  21,000 
ser\ice  men  to  and  from  Treasure  Island  Base 
alone  was  four  times  greater  during  the  first 
three  months  of  last  year  than  this  year. 

•  Earlier  Easter  by  two  weeks  this  year 
brought  most  of  the  pre-Easter  shopping  da>s 
in  the  first  quarter. 

•  Rising  prices  of  consumer  essentials  for 
t  he  first  quarter  brings  living  costs  20%  abo\e 
a  \ear  ago  and  food  costs  up  more  than  one- 
third. 

•  A  swing  in  the  Nation's  wholesale  prices 
\s'hich  brought  the  end  of  March  1947  index 
to  an  all-time  peak — 37%  above  a  year  ago, 
then  turned  downward  for  four  consecutive 
weeks  in  April. 

•  Building  permits  issued  during  the  first 
three  months  of  last  year  and  particularly 
during  March  were  exceedingly  above  normal 
due  to  the  rush  to  record  them  before  Federal 
restrictions  became  effective  in  .April  1946. 

•  Industrial  disputes,  particularly  the 
machinists'  strike  during  the  first  quarter  last 
year,  seriously  handicapped  manufacturing 
activity  in  the  Ba\'  Region. 

•  Production  workers'  average  hourly 
earnings  in  the  Bay  .Area  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1947  were  up  nearly  12"^  above  a 
year  ago. 

Thus  all  alonA  the  line  there  is  evidence  that 
the  first  quarter  trains  and  losses  in  San  Francisco 
and  Bay  .Area  are  relative  rather  than  actual. 
They  are  not  necessarily  indicative  of  the  trend 
for  future  1947  cumulative  periods  of  longer  dura- 
tion. In  many  of  the  fields  of  activity  represented 
by  dollar  value,  the  actual  movement  has  been 
more  sideward  than  upward  when  adjusted  for 
the  chanfiinii  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar; 
however,  this  condition  is  not  peculiar  to  San 
Francisco  but  applies  throughout  the  nation.

Lundborg  Named  to 
MerchantMarine  Group 

Louis  B.  Lundborg,  general  mana- 
ger, San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, has  been  appointed  to  a  special 
nationwide  committee  on  the  develop- 
ment of  the  I".  S.  Merchant  Marine. 
•  Appointment  of  the  committee, 
which  is  the  first  step  in  a  concrete 
program  to  revive  and  strengthen  the 
nation's  merchant  marine,  was  the 
result  of  a  meeting  of  port  city  cham- 
bers of  commerce,  ship  operators,  ship 
builders,  port  authorities  and  labor 
leaders  last  week  in  Washington.  D.  C. 

The  group  will  formulate  plans  and 
procedures  for  a  national  merchant  mar- 
ine committee  representing  these  groups. 

The  national  committee  will  act  as  a 
vehicle  for  public  education  on  the  vital 
necessity  to  the  nation  of  a  strong  merchant 
marine.  In  this  capacity  it  will  offer  its  assist- 
ance to  President  Truman's  .^dvisor>'  Com- 
mittee on  the  Merchant  .Marine,  which  is  cur- 
rently making  an  investigation  of  the  nation's 
merchant  marine  requirements.

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Chamber  Asks  Change  in 
Sales  Tax  on  Ships  Stores 

Modifiration  of  ])resent  California 
sales  tax  regulations  to  encourage  pur- 
chases of  ships  stores  within  the  state 
was  recommended  this  week  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  The  board  acted  in  support  of  current  leg- 
islation exempting  vessels  engaged  in  inter- 
state or  foreign  commerce  from  payment  of 
state  sales  tax. 

The  recommendation  followed  a  joint  report 
from  the  Chamber's  Merchant  Marine  &  Har- 
bor and  Tax  committees  which  pointed  out  that 
the  assessment  of  California  sales  tax  on  ship 
repair  materials  and  ship  supplies  has  proven 
detrimental  to  California  shipyards,  ship  chan- 
dlers and  the  vessel  owners. 

"The  result  is  that  where  prices  are  otherwise  equal, 
purchases  are  made  outside  of  Cahiornia  wherever 
possible."  coininented  Leland  M.  Kaiser,  chairman  of 
the  Chamber's  tax  committee. 

No  sales  tax  is  assessed  In  Oregon,  and  in  Wash- 
ington there  Is  specific  exemption  on  fuel  oil. 
Other  maritime  states  and  cities  which  have  a 
sales  tax  have  exempted  ship  supplies. 

Walter  A.  Rohde.  manager  of  the  Chambers  trans- 
portation department,  pointed  out  that  railroads  are 
now  exempted  from  the  sales  tax  on  property  purchased 
in  California  but  transported  by  them  for  use  on  their 
lines  outside  the  state. 

"The  same  principle  should  apply  In  c> 
tion  with  vessels  in  interstate  and  foreigr 
merce."  Rohde  said.

•  "This  Summer  Spells  Trouble" 

One  of  the  problems  Congressman  Richard 
J.  Welch  is  diligently  working  on,  which  af- 
fects San  Francisco  directly,  is  one  of  Federal- 
aid  for  Highways.  The  Federal-aid  Highway 
Act  of  1944  provided  a  billion  500  million 
dollars  to  cover  a  three-vear  period. 

Under  Chapter  952  of  the  Statutes  of 
1945,  in  which  a  policy  was  declared  by 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California 
regarding  the  allocation  of  Highway 
Funds,  a  clause  was  written  in  expressly 
excluding  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.  On  the  other  hand,  Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania,  is  a  City  and  a 
County  and,  according  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Highway  Department.  Fed- 
eral Funds  are  allocated  to  Philadelphia. 
Denver  is  a  City  and  a  County,  yet  the 
Colorado  Highway  Commission  allocates 
Federal  Funds  to  Denver.  Under  the 
Kahn-Sutro  Decision  of  1896,  San  Fran- 
cisco was  declared  to  be  a  County  and 
there  appears  to  be  no  valid  reason  why 
San  Francisco  should  not  receive  its  fair 
share  of  Federal  Highway  Funds.  San 
Francisco's  share  of  these  funds  totals 
many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
and  would  mean  a  substantial  savings 
on  the  tax  rate. 

We  expect  to  report  more  on  this  as  time 
;  goes  on. 

•  EXTENSION  OF  EXPORT  CONTROLS 

j  During  the  War,  it  was  found  necessary  by 
I  the  Government  to  regulate  the  movement  of 
goorls  from  the  United  States  in  the  export 
!  trade.  At  its  peak,  some  3,000  items  were 
i  controlled  and  licenses  to  permit  export  were 
[  obtained  t  hrough  a  succession  of  Govern- 
ment Agencies.  The  authority  now  rests  in 
I  the  Department  of  Commerce.  The  law  cover- 
[  ing  Export  Control  is  scheduled  to  expire 
J  June  30th. 

Recently  President  Truman  urged  ex- 
tension of  export  control,  and  hearings 
have  been  held  in  both  Houses  of  the 
Congress  covering  this  subject.  The  first 
concrete  evidence  of  what  might  be  ex- 
pected from  the  Congress  comes  this  week 
in  a  Report  from  a  Subcommittee  to  the 
House  Armed  Services  Committee  in 
'  which  they  recommend: 
',  1 .  That  Export  Control  be  extended  for 
six  months. 

2.  At  the  expiration  of  this  six  months' 
period,  the  President  is  to  review  the  list  of 
items  then  under  control  and,  if  found  neces- 
sary, he  can  order  further  extension  of  controls 
through  194S. 

There  are  now  about  425  items  under 
control.

San  Francisco's  position  as  a  major 
West  Coast  air  terminal  was  enhanced 
this  week  by  Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
granting  of  additional  routes  into  and 
out  of  the  Bay  Area  to  two  of  the 
nation's  major  airlines. 
•  The  C.A.B.  issued  its  decision  in^the  re- 
opened "West  Coast  Case"  involving  new  air 
service  between  San  Francisco  and  Seattle 
and  new  transcontinental  ser\-ice  on  routes  of 
American  Airlines  and  Trans  World  Airline. 

Western  Airlines  service  between  San 
Francisco  and  Seattle  will  begin  within 
60  to  90  days,  according  to  Jim  Keefe, 
Western  district  manager. 

C.A.B.  has  also  authorized  American  Air- 
lines to  fly  directly  into  San  Francisco, 
thereby  giving  San  Francisco  the  addition  of 
one  more  transcontinental  air  carrier.

In  1946, 
at  the  request  of  General  MacArthur,  he 
went  to  Tokyo  to  revise  the  Japanese  tax  and 
fiscal  structure  for  presentation  to  the  Jap- 
anese Diet. 

He  has  contributed  articles  and  reports 
to  many  national  publications,  in  addi- 
tion to  writing  a  number  of  books,  in- 
cluding "The  Rest  of  Your  Life,"  "Ad- 
justing Your  Business  to  War,"  and 
"M-Day  and  What  it  Means  to  You." 

Cherne  served  as  a  member  of  the  faculty 
of  Georgetown  University  School  of  Foreign 
Service  and  is  a  lecturer  at  the  New  School 
for  Social  Research.  He  is  a  director  of  Amer- 
icans United  for  World  Organization  and 
appeared  before  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Committee  in  support  of  the  United  Nations 
Charter. 

He  takes  part  regularly  in  Town  Hall 
Meetings  of  the  Air,  University  of  Chi- 
cago Round  Table  and  other  forums.

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New  Applications  for 
Electronics  Proposed 

''^Research  to  develop  ten  specific 
electronic  devices  for  use  in  the  food 
and  lumber  industries  is  being  urged 
by  the  Electronics  Section  of  the  S.  F. 
Chamber's  Industrial  Department. 

•  Members  of  the  Section  recently  have 
been  conducting  a  survey  as  to  new  fields  for 
the  application  of  electronics  in  industries  cen- 
tered in  San  Francisco.  E.  A.  Whitehead,  a 
General  Electric  Company  engineer,  and  a 
member  of  the  Section,  recently  summarized 
the  following  needed  developmental  projects: 

•  I.  Food  Industry 

1.  Electronic  cooking  of  pre-cooked  or 
semi-cooked  foods  required  for  bars  and  quick 
lunch  eating  places. 

2.  Electronic  process  controls  for  chemical 
and  petroleum  industry'. 

3.  Electronic  roasting  of  coffee  (607o  of  the 
coffee  in  the  United  States  is  roasted  in  this 
area). 

4.  Electronic  defrosting  of  frozen  foods.  A 
small  portable  unit  is  needed  as  well  as  a 
larger  one  for  hotels  and  restaurants. 

5.  Electronic  dehydration  of  prunes  (the 
labor  cost  per  ton  of  prunes  dehydrating 
by  sun  drying  requires  approximately  S60  a 
ton,  of  which  S45  is  direct  labor).

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Alaska  Steamship  Service 
Decision  Protested  by  Chamber 

An  intensified  drive  to  obtain  steam- 
ship service  to  Alaska  from  San  Fran- 
cisco^ Los  Angeles  and  Portland  was 
launched  this  week  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  through 
its  Washington  Office. 

•  The  Chamber's  action  followed 
a  U.  S.  Maritime  Commission  deci- 
sion to  sign  an  exclusive  contract 
with  four  lines  serving  Alaska  from 
Seattle,  despite  vigorous  protests  from 
California  and  Oregon  chambers  of 
commerce.

An  application  for  an  Alaska  route 
is  now  in  preparation  by  a  responsible 
California  line,  the  Chamber  revealed. 

Joining  with  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  in  the  drive  are  Wash- 
ington representatives  of  the  Los 
Angeles  and  Portland  chambers 
of  commerce  and  members  of  the 
California  and  Oregon  Congres- 
sional delegations. 

Campbell  of  U.  S.  C  of  C 
In  Bay  Area  on  Tour 

Kenneth  H.  Campbell,  manager, 
World  Trade  Department,  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  the  L'nited  States,  ar- 
rived in  San  Francisco  last  week  to 
consult  with  world  trade  managers 
of  chambers  of  commerce  in  the  Bay 
Area. 

•  Campbell  has  been  making  a  tour 
of  chambers  of  commerce  throughout 
the  nation  this  year,  acquainting 
world  trade  leaders  with  the  trade 
program  of  the  U.  S.  Chamber  and 
discussing  the  local  chamber's  own 
programs  in  this  field.

C  of  C  Urges  Safety 
Code  Amendment 

Changes  in  the  State  Health  and 
Safety  Code  relative  to  tent  fireproof- 
ing  were  urged  today  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

•  The  Chamber  action  supported 
pending  legislation  to  eliminate  code 
provisions  requiring  the  fireproofing 
treatment  of  tent  tops  or  roofs. 

Tent  manufacturers,  owners  and  users 
point  out  that  fireproofing  treatment 
overweights  the  tops  and  roofs,  causing 
them  to  deteriorate,  thereby  creating 
great  hazards. 

The  proposed  amendment  also  prohibits 
the  use  of  inflammable  waterproofing  solu- 
tions on  tents. 

Daniel  E.  Koshland,  chairman  of  the 
Apparel  and  Textiles  Section  of  the  Cham- 
ber, said  that  "such  solutions  create 
danger  factors  and  have  caused  the  only 
two  bad  fires  in  which  tents  were  in- 
volved."

Navy,  and  the  United 
States  Commercial  Compan\',  made  an  ex- 
haustive investigation  of  the  niandated  islands 
of  the  Pacific,  including  the  Marianas,  the 
Carolines,  and  the  Marshall  groups,  the  three 
groups  comprising  approxi  mat  eh'  1400  islanfls. 
These  studies  included  the  geography,  topog- 
raphy and  geology  of  the  islands,  their  agri- 
cultural, mineral  and  other  commercial  possi- 
bilities. To  date,  the  results  of  these  studies 
are  still  in  manuscript  form. 

Efforts  are  being  made  now  by  certain 
California  Congressmen,  working  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Washington  Office  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber,  (o  bring  about  the  publi- 
cation of  this  voluminous  mass  of  data  in  order 
to  provide  a  set  of  facts  readily  available  to 
all  business  people  interested  in  the  expansion 
of  their  business  throughout  the  Pacific  Basin. 
These  Islands  were  purchased  by  Germany 
from  Spain  in  1899  and  were  mandated  to 
Japan  after  the  First  World  War. 

•  ALASKA 

The  manager  of  the  Washington  Hureau 
has  had  numerous  (jccasions  to  meet  with 
Cto\ernor  Ernest  Gruening  of  Alaska  who  will 
shortly  return  to  Alaska  after  a  number  of 
weeks  in  Washington  appearing  before  the 
numerous  Commissions  and  Committees. 

A  great  many  problenis  confront  the  Terri- 
tory of  Alaska  which  are  of  interest  to  this 
Chamber  and  which  the  Chamber  desires  to 
assist  in  solving;  they  include  transportation, 
conimunications.  and  the  de\elopment  of  vast 
natural  resources.  As  one  example:  Forestry 
experts  have  declared  that  the  forest  stand  of 
that  area  can  produce  one  million  tons  of  pulp 
paper  annually  on  a  perpetual  basis.  At  pres- 
ent prices,  this  would  be  an  85  million  dollar 
venture  and  would  go  a  long  way  in  assuring 
a  constant  cargo  between  the  Pacific  Coast 
and  Alaskan  Ports. 

It  is  expected  that  (iovernor  Gruening  will 
visit  San  Francisco  later  this  year  for  the  \iui 
pose  of  discussing  Alaskan  problenis  with 
transportation,  financial,  and  other  business 
leaders.

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More  Steel  at  Lower  Prices 
Sought  in  Refinancing  of  Fontana 


In  a  move  to  get  more  steel  at  lower 
prices  for  western  fabricators,  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  last 
week  released  recommendations  for 
refinancing  the  Fontana  steel  mill. 

•  A  proposal  for  the  refinancing  of  the  Fon- 
tana plant  by  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  has  been  submitted  by  the  Kaiser 
Conipan\".  Inc.,  which  developed  the  mill  for 
war  purposes,  financerl  pritiiarilv  through 
loans  by  RFC. 

Because  of  wartime  conditions,  it  is 
claimed  that  the  costs  of  developing  the 
Fontana  plant  were  excessive  and  that 
excessive  prices  have  resulted  through 
operation  under  its  present  capitaliza- 
tion. 

The  Chamber,  in  line  with  policies  pursued 
some  months  ago  with  reference  to  the  steel 
nii!l  at  Geneva,  Utah,  and  on  recommenda- 
tion of  its  Manufacturers  Committee,  has  en- 
dorsed a  policy  statement  on  the  Fontana 
mill  adopted  recently  by  the  Steel  Committee 
of  the  Western  States  Council. 

•  The  Council  contends  that  in  the  light  of 
terms  and  conditions  whereby  the  Geneva 
mill  was  sold  to  pri\ate  enterprise,  the  Fon- 
tana plant  should  be  refinanced  through  any 
proposal  which:  (1)  discounts  excessive  war- 
time costs;  (2)  eliminates  Government  par- 
ticipation in  management;  (3)  places  manage- 
ment in  the  hands  of  independent  Western 
ownership;  (4)  establishes  competitive  equity 
with  other  privately-owned  or  formerly  gov- 
ernment-owned Western  steel  mills:  (5)  makes 
possible  the  elimination  of  the  high  price 
structure  now  required  b\'  the  capital  costs; 
and  (6)  makes  possible  the  expansion  of 
needed  steel  production  facilities. 

According  to  reports  from  Washin(>ton,  the 
Kaiser  proposal  reflects  these  specifications.  While 
the  Western  States  Council  ;>teel  Committee  is 
understood  to  be  advocating  acceptance  of 
Kaiser's  proposal,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  is 
not  advocating  any  speci6c  proposal,  believing 
that  the  specific  details  of  any  plan  are  subject  to 
negotiation  between  the  Kasler  Interests  and  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation. 


Western  Toy  Fair 
Underway  Here 

Tciy  buyers  arri\ed  in  San  Fran- 
cisco this  week  to  attend  the  first 
Western  To\  Fair,  Ijeing  held  June 
2nd  through  6th. 

•  The  Fair,  which  is  l>eing  held  at  the 
Wliilcomli  Hotel  and  Western  Mer- 
chandise Mart,  is  sponsored  1)\'  the 
Western  Toy  Market  Association. 

The  Association  was  formed  last  year 
by  local  toy  dealers  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Mart  and  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

Kenneth  I.,  Slednian,  president  of  the 
Association,  reports  that  huycrs  termed  the 
displays  excellent,  and  said  I  hey  had  re- 
ceived more  requests  for  e.xhihil  space  than 
was  available. 
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Retention  of  Present 
Air  Mail  Rate  Urged 

Retentifni  of  present  air  mail  rates 
was  urged  today  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

•  The  Board  action  was  taken  after  the  Post 
Office  and  Civil  Service  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  recently  recom- 
mended that  the  air  mail  rate  be  increased  to 
six  cents  per  ounce. 

Less  than  a  year  ago.  the  Congress  re- 
duced the  rate  to  five  cents  per  ounce, 
resulting  in  a  greatly  increased  volume 
of  air  mail  handled  by  the  Post  Office. 
The  Chamber's  .Aviation  Commitiee, 
headed  by  Chairman  (ieorge  C.  Tenne\'.  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  lower  rate  had 
not  had  a  fair  period  of  time  in  which  to  fully 
prove  itself  and  that  an  increase  to  six  cents 
per  ounce  was  not  justified  at  this  time  and 
would  inevitably  result  in  a  decrease  in  the 
use  of  air  mail. 

"The  Post  Office  has  consistently  made  money 
in  the  field  of  air  mail  and  the  low  rate  per  ounce 
has  assisted  the  expeditin)^  of  correspondence  be- 
tween the  West  and  East  coasts,"  Tenney  said. 

State  Highway  Program 
Discussed  at  Sacramento 

Henry  E.  North,  chairman  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Traffic  and  Highwa\'  Committee,  and 
Harold  B,  Mills,  committee  secretary. 
have  returned  to  San  Francisco  follow- 
ing a  trip  to  Sacramento  to  urge  the 
immediate  drafting  of  a  highway  leg- 
islative program. 

Accompanied  by  representatives  of  the 
California  State  Chamber,  Los  Angeles  Cham- 
ber. California  Stale  Automobile  Association, 
Auto  Club  of  Southern  California  and  the 
League  of  California  Cities.  North  and  Mills 
conferred  with  a  joint  committee  of  ten  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate  and  .Assembly  who  had 
been  appointed  to  draft  a  highway  program. 

In  a  wire  sent  this  week  to  Senator  Gerald  J. 
O'Gara  and  Assemblymen  from  this  area. 
Chamber  President  Carl  J.  Lastman  said. 
"The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  recognizes  the  serious 
need  for  an  expanded  highway  program.  We 
urge  your  fullest  cooperation  in  doing  ever>'- 
thing  possible  to  bring  forth  a  highway  legis- 
lative program  at  this  session." 

The  wire  was  followed  by  letters  giving  de- 
tails on  the  Chandler's  recommendations  for 
financing  the  highway  program.

•  Of  this  number,  1,560  were  single-lannly 
dwelling  units,  according  to  the  study,  which 
is  based  on  a  report  from  the  Regional  Oftice 
of  the  Housing  Lxpediter. 

Construction  was  reported  started  on 
4,870  privately-financed  dwelling  units 
in  the  Bay  Area  during  the  first  three 
months  of  1947,  compared  to  3,980  dur- 
ing the  first  three  months  of  last  year. 
Single-family  dwelling  units  accounted 
for  4,120  units  out  of  a  1947  first  quarter 
total  of  48'.  c. 

The  average  cost  of  single-family  dwelling 
units,  exclusive  of  land  and  site  improve- 
ments, amounted  to  $8,076  in  January  I'U". 
S8,4.?2  in  February,  and  SS.260  in  M.ir.h.

Dwelling  units  authorized  under  the

Airport  Route  Signs 
Being  Sought  Here 

Action  to  obtain  airport  route  signs 
•for  downtown  streets  was  launched  to- 
day by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  The  Chamber  is  seeking  installa- 
tion of  these  signs  by  the  California 
■  Highways  Division,  which  is  respon- 
sible for  route  sign  installation  and 
maintenance. 

These  signs  would  replace  the  airport 
route  signs  which  were  placed  on  down-  I 
town  streets  prior  to  the  war  by  the  State  I 
Highways  Division.  With  the  advent  of 
war  these  signs  were  not  properly  main- 
tained, the  Chamber  declared,  and  as  a 
result  they  deteriorated  and,  in  many 
cases,  disappeared. 

Declared  George  C.  Tenne\',  chairman  of 
the  Chamber's  Aviation  Committee:  "Inas- 
much as  the  $20  million  expansion  program 
for  the  airport  will  make  it  a  major  center  of 
air  activity,  it  is  essential  that  an  adequate 
number  of  these  route  signs  be  installed  and 
properly  maintained  for  the  con\enieoce  of 
residents  and  visitors." 


Bay  Area  Manufacturing 
Employment  Shows  Increase 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  showed  an  increase  in  employment  in  seven 
out  of  ten  classifications  of  industry  in  the  eighteen  month  period  between 
October,  1945,  when  the  war  ended,  and  February,  1947,  it  was  reported  today 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  This  prime  indication  of  progress 
and  economic  well  being,  brought  out 
in  a  study  prepared  by  the  Chamber's 
Domestic  Trade  Department,  was 
based  upon  information  received  di- 
rect from  manufacturers  in  the  area 
for  use  in  the  latest  edition  of  the 
Large  Manufacturers  Directory. 

The  seven  classifications  of  industry 
showing  improvement  during  the  period 
and  the  percentage  of  that  improvement 
are:  Food  Products,  IS'j;  Textiles  and 
Apparel,  12'^;  Wood  Products  and  Furni- 
ture, 8"^^;  Rubber  Products,  2'',;  Paper 
Products  and  Printing,  12' t;  Chemical 
Products,  8%;  Miscellaneous,  21%. 

In  one  industry- — Leather  Products — em- 
pio>-ment  was  the  same  in  both  periods.  In  the 
Mineral  Products  field,  a  5%  decrease  was 
shown.  Metal  Products  and  Machinery  was 
the  only  classification  of  industry  to  show  a 
sizeable  decrease,  as  it  was  e-xpected  to  do. 
This  was  caused  b>'  the  appreciable  drop  in 
ship  >-ard  employment,  which  reflected  con- 
version from  war  to  peacetime  conditions. 

•  The  study  concerned  itself  onl\-  with  those 
firms  which  were  in  operation  in  both  periods, 
revealing  that  industrial  employment  in  a 
wide  variety  of  industries  had  increased 
noticeably  over  what  had  been  the  case  at  the 
close  of  the  war.  Employment  had  been  ex- 
pected to  drop. 

The  Directory  upon  which  the  study 
was  based  lists  those  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments in  the  12  Bay  Region 
Counties  employing  over  100  and  is  ob- 
tainable from  the  Domestic  Trade  De- 
partment.

Philippines  Need  Essential 
Goods,  Says  island  Executive 

The  Philippines  need  capital  goods 
and  construction  materials  more  ur- 
gently than  non-essential  consumer 
goods,  according  to  Gil  Puyat,  presi- 
dent of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  Philippines, 

•  Speaking  this  week  at  a  Chamber 
of  Commerce  press  conference  and 
Foreign  Trade  Association  luncheon, 
Puyat  urged  world  traders  to  pay 
more  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
Philippines. 

Puyat  is  seeking  reconsideration 
of  the  Bell  Act,  which  calls  for 
free  trade  between  the  Philippines 
and  the  United  States  for  a  period 
of  eight  years.  However,  in  his 
opinion,  rehabilitation  will  take 
most  of  these  eight  years,  re- 
quiring an  adjustment  in  the  act. 


Chamber  Opposes  Removal  of 
Bay  Army  Depot  Facilities 


Continuance  of 
Non-Lawyer  Practices 
Urged  by  S.  F.  Chamber 

Continued  representation  of  busi- 
ness organizations  by  non-lawyer 
practitioners  before  Federal  agencies 
was  urged  today  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The  Chamber's  action  concerned  a  bill 
sponsored  by  the  American  Bar  Association 
and  now  before  the  Judiciary  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  which  would 
limit  and  possibly  forbid  non-lawyer  practice 
before  Federal  agencies. 

The  Chamber's  Shippers  Traffic  Com- 
mittee,  which  recommended  the  action, 
pointed  out  that  the  Chamber  has  been 
represented  at  hearings  of  both  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission  and 
U.  S.  Maritime  Commission  for  many 
years,  its  representative  having  been  ad- 
mitted as  a  non-lawyer  practitioner  by 
those  agencies  at  the  time  they  first  es- 
tablished a  registry  of  practitioners  and 
set  up  minimum  qualifications,  stand- 
ards of  conduct  and  rules  of  practice. 

Citing  numerous  examples  of  Chamber  par- 
ticipation in  hearings  of  various  Federal  com- 
missions, the  Committee  pointed  out  that 
elimination  of  non-lawyer  practitioners  by 
such  legislation  as  that  now  being  considered 
would  force  the  Chamber  to  hire  a  lawyer  in 
order  to  participate  in  cases  before  these  Com- 


The  Chamber  is  presenting  its  views  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee  this  week. 


Worldwide  Interest 
In  World  Trade  Center 

Progress  of  San  Francisco's  proposed  World 
Trade  Center  is  being  watched  with  interest  by 
business  firms  throughout  the  world,  as  indi- 
cated by  a  letter  received  by  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Department  from  New  Delhi, 
India. 

•  Wrote  Sri  Nath  of  Nath  Brothers:  "We 
have  no  doubt  that  this  and  other  such  moves 
by  the  energetic  business  community  of  your 
city  will  not  only  increase  its  stature  in  world 
trade,  but  will  make  San  Francisco  the  fore- 
most trading  center  in  the  United  States. 
Congratulations  and  best  wishes." 


Suspension  of  the  removal  of  Army 
General  Depot  functions  from  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  to  Ogden,  Utah, 
was  sought  today  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The  Chamber  action  followed 
orders  by  the  Army  for  the  establish- 
ment of  five  general  distribution  de- 
pots within  the  continental  United 
States  which  would  centralize  most 
Army  supply  depot  functions  for  all 
ground  and  air  units. 

In  establishment  of  the  western  depot, 
the  general  supply  services  of  the  Arsenal 
at  Benecia,  California,  and  those  of  the 
other  services  of  the  Army  such  as  Quar- 
termaster, Medical,  Signal,  etc.,  will  be 
shifted  to  Ogden. 

.Acting  on  recommendation  of  its  Domestic 
Trade  Committee,  the  Chamber  has  requested 
suspension  of  transfer  of  supply  facilities  from 
the  Bay  Area  to  Ogden  until  a  full  investiga- 
tion can  be  made  by  the  Congress  in  addition 
to  previous  Army  studies,  to  determine  the 
best  location  strategically  and  economically 
for  the  western  depot. 

While  the  Cotnmittee  stated  the  Cham- 
ber was  in  full  accord  with  the  Army's 
declared  objective  of  economical  opera- 
tion, the  group  pointed  out  that  estab- 
lishment of  the  western  depot  at  Ogden 
was  open  to  question  from  an  economic 
standpoint. 

"The  depots  in  the  east,  at  Atlanta  and 
Schenectad>',  are  in  much  better  proximity  to 
ports  of  embarkation  and  to  military  estab- 
lishments using  supplies  than  would  be  the 
case  at  Ogden,"  Vern  Culver,  Domestic  Trade 
Committee  chairman,  declared.  "It  is  also  our 
understanding  that  considerable  construction 
will  be  required  at  Ogden  for  the  proper  stor- 
age and  ser\'icing  of  certain  types  of  equip- 
ment. 

"The  Chamber,  therefore,  urges  a  full 
investigation  of  economic  factors  before 
removal  of  supply  facilities  to  Ogden."

Adequate  Airport 
Crash  Equipment  Asked 

Maintenance  of  adequate  fire  and 
crash  equipment  at  San  Francisco  Air- 
port was  urged  this  week  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The  Chamber  called  upon  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  to  take 
such  action  to  assure  no  repetition  of 
the  recent  crashes  and  resulting  fires 
at  La  Guardia  Field  and  in  Maryland. 
The  Chamber's  Aviation  Com- 
mittee, under  the  direction  of 
Vice  Chairman  Walter  Schlicht- 
mann,  pointed  out  that  the  re- 
placement value  of  airport  in- 
stallations and  plants  runs  into 
millions  of  dollars.  On  the  other 
hand,  an  investigation  of  the  air- 
port's fire  and  crash  equipment 
has  revealed  it  to  be  inadequate  in 
many  respects,  the  Committee 
declared. 

Schlichtmanii  stressed  the  need  tor  assign- 
ment of  a  safety  engineer  and  trained  assistant 
from  the  Fire  Uepartnicnt,  who  would  be  on 
24-)iour  duty  at  the  field.  These  men  could  be 
suppienientefi  by  semi-trained  \'ohinteer  per- 
sonnel, Schlichtmann  said. 

"The  Inadequacies  In  the  present  equlpnictlt 
must  he  remedied  aN  Nfiun  as  possible  In  order  to 
reduce  the  fire  hazard  to  a  minimum  In  the  event 
of  a  crash,"  Schlichtmann  stated.  "The  ex- 
pansion of  the  airport  makes  the  maintenance  of 
adequate  equipment  even  more  necessary."

Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  last 
week  approved  a  recommendation 
authorizing  the  manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Transportation  Department  to 
participate  in  the  long  range  phase  of 
the  rail  and  water  rate  cases  now  be- 
fore the  I.  C,  C. 

•  The  Board  action  was  taken  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Shipper's 
Traffic  Committee  headed  by  Chair- 
man Julius  Marx. 

The  Committee  report  stated  that  the 
"long  range  phase  of  these  rate  proceed- 
ings involves  issues  of  paramount  im- 
portance, not  only  to  water  lines  and 
i  railroads,  but  to  all  major  American  port 
I  cities  and  their  shippers.  The  committee 
considers  it  most  essential  that  the 
Chamber  be  an  active  participant." 

The  Board  action  authorized  the  manager  of  the 
transportation  department  to  participate  in  rate  cases 
in  accordance  with  the  policy  that  the  public  is  entitled 
to  the  benefits  of  the  lowest  cost  form  of  transportation 
consistent  with  adequate  service  and  the  fairest  treat- 
ment fur  all  interested  parties.

Repeal  of  Present  Freight  and 
Passenger  Excise  Tax  Urged 

Repeal  of  the  present  freight  and 
passenger  excise  tax  was  urged  this 
week  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  Acting  on  recommendations  of  the 
Shippers  Traffic  Committee  and  the  Carriers 
Traffic  Committee,  the  Board  will  this  week 
submit  a  statement  to  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
urging  repeal  of  the  tax. 

The  Chamber  committees  pointed  out 
that  the  Chamber  has  never  been  in  favor 
of  the  transportation  ta-\,  particularly 
because  it  is  a  percentage  tax  which  im- 
poses a  greater  burden  on  long  haul 
traffic  and  consequently  affects  the 
Pacific  Coast  more  than  any  other  sec- 
tion of  the  country. 

Commenting  on  the  freight  tax,  the  Ship- 
pers Traffic  Committee  pointed  out  that  a  car 
of  fresh  fruit  from  California  to  New  York 
would  be  ta.xed  about  $21.00  while  a  similar 
car  from  Florida  to  New  York  pays  about 
$12.00.  Another  example  cited  was  that  a 
shipper  using  a  railroad  or  truck  line  pays  the 
lax  while  a  shipper  hauling  similar  goods  the 
same  distance  in  his  own  truck  does  not  pay 
the  ta.x. 

•  The  Chamber  supported  legislation  for  re- 
peal of  this  tax  in  1943  and  1945. 

The  Carriers  Traffic  Committee,  in  re- 
viewing the  tax  on  passengers,  pointed 
out  that  the  IS'^j  ta.v  on  passenger  and 
Pullman  fares  was  accepted  during  the 
war  as  a  means  of  discouraging  unneces- 
sary travel  but  that  this  reason  is  no 
longer  applicable.  According  to  the  com- 
mittee, the  tax  has  become  a  deterrent 
to  long  trips  and  tourist  travel  to  the 
Pacific  Coast  is  being  hurt. 

A  similar  inequity  exists  in  shipping  where 
carriers  operating  to  and  from  the  U.  S.  to 
Hawaii,  the  West  Indies,  Central  America, 
Canada  and  Alaska  must  assess  the  tax,  while 
carriers  operating  to  and  from  Europe,  Asia, 
Africa,  Australia  and  South  America  are  not 
subject  to  this  tax.

Pacific  Coast  Wholesale  Sales  Up  23  Per  Cent 

Wholesale  dollar  sales  of  Pacific  Coast  Merchants  for  the  first  four  months  of  1947  were  up 
23%  over  last  year  with  April  sales  up  21%,  compared  to  increases  in  the  nation  of  26%  and 
24%,  respectively,  according  to  a  study  by  the  Research  Department  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  based  on  the  latest  report  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 
•  Sales  by  regional  areas  show  that  the  Mountain  Region  made  the  greatest  gains  compared  to 
last  year  with  36%  for  April  and  U%  gain  for  the  cumulative  period;  the  South  Atlantic  group 
was  next  with  31%  and  29%  gain  respectivelv;  East  North  Central  group  28%  and  30%,  re- 
spectively East  South  Central  with  27%  and  27%;  West  North  Central  267o  and  23%  respec- 
tively; West  South  Central  24%  and  23%  respectively;  New  England  with  23%  and  24%  re- 
spectively; and  the  Middle  Atlantic  17%  and  17%  gains  respectively;

How  a  great  community  can  slumber  over  a  vital  public  relations  problem  for  many 
years,  then  awaken  and  solve  it  in  a  few  years  by  applying  modern  techniques,  is 
illustrated  by  the  experience  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Strained 
relations  between  organized  business  in  San  Francisco  and  the  rural  area  on  which 
it  depends  for  markets  and  a  source  of  wealth  had  been  vaguely  felt  and  widely 
ignored  for  a  long  time.   But  when  a  public  opinion  survey  showed  that  two  out  of 
three  people  in  the  "hinterland"  resented  the  city  and  went  out  of  their  way  to  do 
business  m  more  distant  and  less  logical  centers,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  organ- 
ized a  committee  of  83  members,  asked  it  for  a  program  of  reform  and  reorientation 
and  went  to  work. 


The  committee  was  set  up  nearly  ten  years  ago.  Today  organized  groups  of 
every  sort  representing  agricultural  interests  within  200  miles  of  the  city  work 
in  the  closest  cooperation  with  the  chamber,  and  the  agricultural  backlog  is  al- 
most universally  recognized  as  the  most  valuable  asset  of  the  community. 

The  committee  consists  entirely  of  dirt  farmers  and  of  businessmen  who  live  by 
doing  business  with  farmers.   They  started  their  reform  program  by  doin^  instead 
of  talking. 

First  job  was  to  help  farmers  dispose  of  a  huge  apple  crop  that  threatened 
to  glut  markets  and  ruin  prices.   A  special  apple  disposal  committee  enlisted  the 
help  of  the  newspapers,  radio  stations  and  grocery  stores  and  chains.   "Buy 
apples  now"  became  a  regional  slogan.   Within  two  weeks  the  surplus  was  lifted, 
prices  had  been  maintained  and  farmers  began  to  see  some  good  m  big  city  business 

Next  lob  was  to  move  a  big  surplus  of  potatoes  on  which  the  whole  economy  of 
the  Stockton  community  depends.   Like  methods  brought  similar  results.   Now  a  per- 
manent surplus  crop  disposal  committee  is  on  the  job  12  months  in  the  year  to  help 
in  any  similar  emergency. 

From  there  the  committee  went  to  the  solution  of  other  economic  problems  of 
farmers  and  the  business  concerns  depending  on  them.   When  labor  trouble  threatened 
to  suspend  trucking  service  to  the  farmers,  the  chamber's  committee  stepped  in, 
worked  out  a  satisfactory  compromise  and  kept  supplies  moving  into  and  produce 
moving  from  the  farms.  Today  this  is  the  most  important  and  influential  committee 
of  the  chamber  and  the  only  one  whose  recommendations  have  never  been  turned  down 
by  the  directors. 

How  well  the  experiment  has  paid  off  is  shown  by  another  public  opinion  study 
made  in  April.   Instead  of  66%  of  the  rural  population  being  critical  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  its  business  interests,  the  figure  has  now  shrunk  to  33'^  and  is  steadily 
declining.   Rural  understanding  and  cooperation  are  largely  accountable  for  the 
fact  that  much  of  the  industrial  expansion  in  the  area  is  based  on  processing  the 
foodstuffs  raised  in  the  San  Francisco  area,  a  large  part  of  which  once  went  to 
more  distant  markets. 

That  experience  la  one  basic,  reason  why  the  exceptionally  strong  PR  program 
of  the  chamber  is  firmly  rooted  in  community  relations.   Such  thinking  shapes  all 
the  chamber's  plans,  largely  devised  by  General  Manager  Louis  B.  Lundborg. 
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Increase  in  Area's 
Exports  and  Imports 
For  First  Quarter  1947 

World  trade  shipments  through  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Customs  Dis- 
trict in  the  first  quarter  of  1947 
showed  a  decided  increase  over  the 
same  period  last  year,  leading  the  en- 
tire Pacific  Coast,  according  to  figures 
reported  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce. 

•  Export  shipments  for  January- 
March  totaled  S118  million,  and  im- 
ports S55  million  for  the  same  period. 
This  boosted  1947  exports  to  almost 
double  the  figure  for  a  year  ago  during 
the  same  period,  and  imports  almost 
triple  a  year  ago. 

Exports  from  the  entire  Pacific 
Coast  in  March  increased  41%  in 
shipping  weight  and  22"^  t  in  value 
to  2.2  billion  pounds  and  $107 
million.  Imports  increased  to  506 
million  pounds  valued  at  $39 
million  in  March. 

Value  of  exports  at  other  Pacific 
Coast  ports  were  as  follows:  Los  An- 
geles, $67  million;  Washington,  S57 
million;  Oregon,  S47  million;  and  San 
Diego,  $7  million. 

Los  Angeles  ranked  second  in 
value  of  imports  with  $28  million; 
Washington,  $20  million;  Oregon, 
$5  million;  and  San  Diego,  $1 
million. 


Scandinavian  Air  Tour  To 
Take  Off  From  Here  This  Week 

San  Francisco  Bay  Area  will  be  the 
port  of  origination  of  the  first  pri- 
vately chartered  transocean  air  tour 
ever  undertaken  across  the  Atlantic 
from  California,  according  to  an  an- 
nouncement by  the  Scandinavian 
Travel  Bureau  of  San  Francisco  and 
Copenhagen  which  is  sponsoring  the 
tour. 

•  The  flight  is  scheduled  for  June  30, 
with  destination  Copenhagen  July  2. 
It  will  be  made  on  a  DC-4  chartered 
from  Transocean  Air  Lines,  leaving 
from  Oakland  Airport. 

New  York  is  to  be  the  intermediate 
take-ofT  point  before  the  ocean  hop, 
which  will  follow  the  Newfoundland  and 
Scotland  route.  Overall  flying  time  is  esti- 
mated at  38  hours. 

As  ad\'ance  guard  Sven  Stribolt,  editor  of 
Hien,  the  Danish  weekly  published  in  San 
Francisco,  is  emplaning  Sunday  for  his  home- 
land to  make  preparations  for  the  reception  of 
the  40  charter  passengers  on  arri\al  at  the 
Danish  capital. 

Early  in  September  the  party  will  re- 
assemble in  Copenhagen  for  the  return 
trip.

Chamber  Request  for  Airport  Landing  Aids  Study  Granted 


Authorization  of  a  study  of  the  land- 
ing aids  requirements  of  San  Fran- 
cisco Airport  leading  to  eventual  in- 
stallation of  an  integrated  landing 
aids  system  was  voted  last  week  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 
•  The  action  was  taken  on  recommendalion 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
which  pointed  out  that  I  he  air  port's  expansion 
and  modernization  will  l)e  of  no  value  unless 
planes  are  able  to  land  regularly  and  safel>". 
The   Chamber  cited   airport    records   which 


show  that  2.5  per  cent  of  all  scheduled  flights 
are  not  completed  because  of  adverse  weather 
conditions. 

"While  the  Instrument  Landing  Sys- 
tem now  being  installed  will  assist  greatly 
in  regularizing  landing  operations,"  the 
Chamber  stated,  "that  system  by  itself 
will  not  overcome  weather  conditions. 
The  only  answer  to  the  problem  is  an 
integrated  landing  aids  system  which 
embraces  all  known  landing  aids  required 
at  our  airport," 


A  telegram,  urging  Governor  Earl 
Warren  to  sign  the  \Vorld  Trade  Cen- 
ter Bill  passed  recently  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, was  sent  to  the  Governor  last 
week  by  Carl  J.  Eastman,  president  of 
the  San  F"rancisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce.

The  general  business  activity  in  San 
Francisco  during  May  was  slightly 
above  May  last  year.  Our  May  Index 
at  209.9,  although  a  new  all-time  May 
high,  was  only  1.6%  above  last  May. 

In  contrast  with  this  general  trend, 
however,  several  activities  showed  sharp 
improvements  including  manufacturing 
industries,  airport  traffic,  shipping, 
World  Trade,  construction,  postal  re- 
ceipts, commercial  failures,  commer- 
cial employment,  receipts  of  cattle, 
calves,  dairy  and  poultry  products;  water 
consumers  and  tourist  and  settler  in- 
quiries. Other  activities  showing  fair  im- 
provement included  bank  debits,  de- 
partment store  and  independent  retail 
store  sales,  freight  car  movements  and 
sales  of  electrical  energy  and  gas. 

•  EMPLOYMENT 

Placements  in  San  Francisco  during  May 
reported  by  the  C.S.E.S.  totaled  3,218.  of 
which  2,322  were  industrial  and  896  commer- 
cial. May  placements  compared  closely  with 
the  preceding  month  when  a  total  of  3,380 
was  made  including  2,318  industrial  and 
1,062  commercial.  Unemployment  insurance 
claims  on  June  5  totaIe<l  19,208  or  3,548 
fewer  than  a  month  earlier.  Claimants  in  the 
industrial  field  numbered  14,681,  commercial 
field  2,937  and  maritime  590.  compared  to 
16,959,  5.290  and  507  respectively  at  the  be- 
ginning of  May.  San  Francisco's  ratio  of 
claims  to  the  Stale  indicates  less  than 
average  in  proportion  to  the  population.  The 
U.S.  Census  Bureau  reported  civilian  em- 
ployment in  the  United  States  reached  an  all- 
time  high  of  58,330,000  during  May.

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Official  Rate  of 
Exchange  Asked  Here 

Passage  of  legislalinn  which  would 
require  the  U.  S.  Treasur>-  Depart- 
ment or  Federal  Reserve  Bank  to  de- 
termine and  publish  an  official  rate  of 
exchange  to  facilitate  customs  clear- 
ance w'as  urged  today  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  Last  year  the  Chamber's  WorUJ  Trade 
Committee  asked  the  Winlhrop-Aldrich  Na- 
tional Advisory  Committee  on  International 
Monetar\-  and  Financial  Problems  to  amend 
Section  522  of  the  National  Tariff  Act  of  1930 
to  clarify  the  procedure  in  ascertaining  the 
value  of  foreign  currency  for  customs  pur- 
poses, where  there  are  dual  or  multiple  ex- 
change rates. 

For  many  years,  the  Committee  pointed 
out,  the  lack  of  official  exchange  rates 
has  prevented  speedy  clearance  of  im- 
ports through  the  U.  S.  Customs.  As  a 
result,  it  is  claimed,  many  transactions 
in  foreign  currencies  have  been  pending 
five  or  more  years,  imposing  hardships 
on  importers,  and  discouraging  imports 
of  commodities  from  those  countries. 

Declaring  that  approval  of  the  proposed 
legislation  would  do  much  to  clarify  the  situa- 
tion, Forrest  E.  Brooknian,  vice  chairman  of 
the  World  Trade  Committee,  said,  "It  will 
make  it  possible  for  importers  to  negotiate 
business,  knowing  exactly  what  currency 
rates  will  be  used  in  the  assessment  of  duties." 

"Passage  of  this  legislation  is  needed 
to  assist  the  national  policy  in  doing 
everything  possible  to  facihtate  imports 
at  a  time  when  increased  imports  are 
essential  to  provide  dollar  exchange  to 
pay  for  our  huge  volume  of  exports," 
Brooknian  declared. 

The  Committee  also  recommended  that 
provision  be  made  in  enactment  of  the  bill 
into  legislation  for  the  rate-fixing  function  to 
be  performed  by  monetary  and  economic  ex- 
perts outside  the  Customs  Service.

S.  F.  Chamber  Seeks 
Survey  of  Pacific 
Ocean  Fishinq  Resources 


Survey  of  the  fishing  resources  of 
the  Pacific  Ocean  area  for  the  develop- 
ment of  a  high  seas  fishing  industry 
was  urged  today  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  Legislation  is  now  pending  in  Congress 
which  calls  for  specific  appropriations  from 
unexpended  balances  now  available  in  the 
U.  S.  Treasury  Department. 

The  World  Trade  and  Hawaiian  Affairs 
Committees  of  the  Chamber  pointed  out 
that  Haw'aii*s  fishing  industry  has  in- 
creased in  importance  in  recent  years, 
holding  possibilities  of  greater  expansion 
which  will  contribute  to  a  more  balanced 
economy  for  Hawaii. 

Starr  Bruce,  chairman  of  the  Hawaiian 
Affairs  Committee,  commented.  "Develop- 
ment of  these  resources  not  only  would  aug- 
ment the  food  supply  of  fish  products  in  the 
Pacific  Area  countries  where  fish  is  an  impor- 
tant item  of  diet,  but  would  also  ha\e  a  ten- 
dency to  permit  backward  areas  to  improve 
their  respecti\'e  economies." 

Pointing  out  that  development  of  these 
resources  would  permit  expansion  of 
fishery  industries  in  the  Hawaiian  Is- 
lands, Forrest  E.  Brooknian,  vice  chair- 
man of  the  World  Trade  (^^ommittee,  de- 
clared, **It  will  also  con  tribute  to  a  greater 
diversification  of  industries  in  the  Ha- 
waiian Islands  in  providing  additional 
means  of  employment  for  an  increasing 
population  caused   by  wartime   condi-

city  sales  tax  by  the  Board  of  Sui"  r 
visors  was  strongly  urged  this  week  li\ 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

•  The  Chamber  reaffirmed  a  sian  I 
taken  last  month  when  its  Board  .  f 
Directors  recommended  adoption  ■•f 
the  sales  tax  to  broaden  the  city's  tax 
base. 

The  Chamber  further  recom- 
mended to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors that  the  proposed  measure 
exempt  from  the  sales  tax  pur- 
chases bought  for  use  outside  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Such  action  would  pre\ent  a  hard- 
ship (in  San  Francisco  manufacturers 
and  wholesalers  and  would  be  in  line 
with  the  present  state  sales  tax  which 
e.vempts  purchases  made  for  out-nf- 
state  use,  the  Chamber  said. 

The  Chamber's  Tax  Commit  tee,  headed 
by  Leland  M.  Kaiser,  pointed  out  that 
the  additional  city  expenditures  approved 
by  voters  last  fall  inalces  necessary  addi- 
tional monies  to  take  care  of  the  city's 
budget.  This  money  must  be  raised  by 
supplementary  sources  of  revenue  to 
avoid  overburdening  present  sources,  the 
Committee  claimed. 

Said  Kaiser.  "The  experience  of  over  si\t\ 
California  cities  that  ha\-e  adopted  supple- 
mentary sources  of  revenue  has  appareniK 
proven  that  the  consumer  or  sales  ta.x  is  i  ht^ 
most  acceptable  and  least  disturbing  of  .m\ 
of  the  supplemental  sources." 

Carl  J.  Eastman,  Chamber  president, 
commented  that  "in  the  Chamber's 
opinion,  the  cit>'  sales  tax  is  the  most 
equitable  form  of  raising  additional  rev- 
enue.

Passage  of  the  Hawaiian  State- 
hood Bill  by  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives was  hailed  by  Carl  J.  East- 
man, president  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  "a  great 
step  forward  for  the  nation." 

•  San  Francisco  has  traditionally  enjoyed 
a  close  social  and  business  relationship  with 
the  peoples  of  Hawaii  and  it  is  time  we  of  the 
mainland  realized  that  the  Territory  of 
Hawaii  is  in  effect  our  49th  stale  and  should 
officially  assume  that  position.  The  citizens 
of  the  I^auaiian  Islands  ha\e  ser\ed  the 
Lnited  Slates  faithfully  and  well  and  are  cer- 
tainly deser\-ing  of  this  recognition,"  East- 
man said. 

The  .San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce through  its  Washington  Office  first 
urged  passage  of  the  Hawaiian  .Statehood 
Bill  in  February  of  last  year.  .\t  that  time 
the  Chamber  contacted  other  California 
chambers  of  commerce,  strongly  urging 
that  they  also  support  such  a  measure.

Resumption  of 
Intercoastal  and 
Coastal  Shipping  Urged 

Resumption  of  operation  of  inter- 
coastal and  coastwise  shipping  liy  the 
lnited  .States  Maritime  Commission 
was  urged  last  week  in  a  telegram 
from  the  .San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  The  telegram,   addressed   to  the 
Cnmmis>ii>n.  said  in  [lart : 

"Respectfully  urge  that  opera- 
tion in  intercoastal  and  coastwise 
trade  be  resumed  forthwith  .  .  . 
Private  operators  advise  that  lim- 
ited rate  relief  afforded  by  June 
26  decisions  of  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  and  elimina- 
tion of  fleet  charter  plan  makes 
resumption  of  private  operation 
impossible.  .Service  is  necessary 
and  should  be  provided  expedi- 
tiously." 

The  Chamber  action  followed  the 
sudden  announcement  by  the  Mari- 
time Commission  that  the  govern- 
ment agency  would  no  longer  operate 
the  49  ships  presently  engaged  in 
intercoastal  and  coastwise  trade  after 
expiration  of  their  present  voyages. 
Commenting  on  the  action  of  the 
Commission,  Walter  .\.  Rohde,  manager 
of  the  Transportation  Department  of  the 
Chamber,  said:  "There  are  at  present 
fifteen  intercoastal  vessels  scheduled  to 
sail  from  San  Francisco  during  the  re- 
mainder of  July.  If  the  Maritime  Com- 
mission refuses  to  change  its  decision, 
these  sailings  will  have  to  be  cancelled."

Change  in  Marking  of 
Packages  to  Philippines 

Packai^es  (iestined  fi>r  the  Philippine 
Islands  are  no  longer  required  to  be 
marked  on  the  outside  to  show  their 
contents,  it  was  learned  this  week  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  Under  provisions  of  a  Philippine 
Government  regulation,  it  has  l)een 
necessary  up  to  this  time  to  mark  the 
contents  on  the  outside  of  packages 
being  shipped  to  the  Philippines. 

Efforts  to  have  the  regulation  amended 
were  launched  recently  by  theChamber's 
Washington  Office  through  the  Philip- 
pine Embassy  in  Washington  when  it 
was  learned  that  the  outside  marking  of 
packages  had  resulted  in  considerable 
pilfering  of  valuable  goods,  causing  ma- 
rine insurance  companies  to  consider  in- 
creasing their  rates  to  compensate  for 
the  heavy  losses. 

As  amended,  the  regulation  now  requires 
only  that  the  country  of  origin  and  gross  and 
net  weights  be  stamped,  branded  or  labeled 
on  the  outside  packing.

•  ADMINISTRATIVE  PRACTICES  ACT 

This  bill,  as  presently  drafted,  is 
designed  to  regulate  practice  before 
Federal  agencies.  It  would,  except  in 
certain  circumstances,  rigidly  restrict 
representative  appearances  on  behalf 
of  corporations  or  other  organizations 
in  Federal  proceedings,  particularly 
in  those  involving  hearings,  unless  an 
attorney  represents  the  organization. 

This  bill  is  being  vigorously  opposed  by 
the  Chamber,  as  well  as  by  Interstate 
Commerce  Practitioners.  Certified  Pub- 
lic Accountants,  and  Traffic  Managers.

•  EXPORT  CONTROLS 

The  Senate  and  House  Conferees 
reached  a  definite  agreement  on  the 
Extension  of  Export  Controls  through 
February-  29.

The  bill  exteiuJinii  for  eis^ht  months 
export-import  controls  on  petroleum, 
tin,  fats  and  oils  and  other  scarce 
commodities  was  signed  last  week  by 
President  Truman. 

•  While  controls  will  not  expire  until 
next  February-  28.  ihe  bill  provides  for  an 
earlier  termination  through  concurrent  reso- 
lution by  Congress.  The  President  was  also 
empowered  to  end  controls  earlier  if  he  thinks

mill  products.  Fats  and  oils,  nitrogenous  fertilizer  ma- 
terials, rice  and  rice  products  are  under  iiiipurt  con- 
trols. Allocation  controls  are  extended  on  tin  and  anti- 
mony and  quinine  products  stockpiled  by  the  Govern- 
ment. Office  of  defense  transportation  controls  were 
extended  on  freight  cars  and  rail  facilities.

Wholesale  dollar  sale.s  of  Pacific 
Coast  merchants  for  the  first  five 
months  of  1947  were  up  21  per  cent 
over  last  year,  according  to  a  study 
made  by  the  Research  Department 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  The  Study,  which  was  based  on 
reports  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  reveals  that  May  sales  were 
up  19  per  cent,  compared  to  national 
increases  of  25  per  cent  for  the  first 
five  months  of  1947  and  19  per  cent 
for  Mav. 


Sales  b>'  regional  areas  show  that  the 
Mountain  Region  continued  to  make  the 
best  gains  compared  to  last  year,  with 
33  per  cent  for  the  five  months  and  30 
per  cent  for  May;  South  .\tlantic  group 
was  a  close  second  with  29  per  cent  and 
21  per  cent  respectivel>';  East  South  Cen- 
tral followed  with  28  per  cent  for  both 
periods;  East  North  Central,  27  per  cent 
and  24  per  cent;  West  .South  t;entral,  24 
per  cent  and  19  per  cent;  Pacific,  21  per 
cent  and  19  per  cent;  West  North  Cen- 
tral, 25  per  cent  and  13  per  cent;  New 
England,  22  and  14  per  cent;  and  \liddle 
.\tlantic,  15  per  cent  and  12  per  cent  re- 
spectively.

•  Community  Property  Lows 

One  111  tile  problems  of  major  impor- 
tance to  all  taxpayers  in  community 
property  states,  of  which  California 
is  one,  which  this  office  has  worked 
on,  deals  with  the  right  of  taxpayers 
in  community  property  states  to  file 
separate  income  tax  returns. 

At  practically  every  session  of 
Congress  in  recent  years,  efforts 
have  been  directed  toward  requir- 
ing the  filing  of  joint  returns  in 
all  states,  including  the  com- 
munity property  states.  This 
movement  has  consistently  had 
the  support  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment as  it  is  their  claim  that 
the  so-called  "advantages"  which 
accrue  to  the  taxpayers  in  the  com- 
munity property  states,  is  unfair 
to  the  taxpayers  in  the  common 
law  states.  These  efforts  have  been 
resisted  successfully. 

This  year  the  campaign  took  a  dif- 
ferent course  entirely  and  efforts 
were  made  to  permit  the  taxpayers  in 
the  common  law  states  to  split  their 
incomes  and  file  separate  returns 
irrespective  of  the  ownership  of  the 
property  and  the  other  responsibili- 
ties borne  by  taxpayers  in  com- 
niunilx'  property  states. 

Not  only  were  numerous  bills 
introduced  covering  this,  but  ef- 
forts were  also  made  to  have  such 
an  amendment  contained  in  the 
tax-reduction  bills,  H.  R.  1  and 
H.  R.  3950.  These  efforts  were  de- 
feated  decisively,  principally 
through  the  excellent  work  done 
by  -Senator  \Vm.  F.  Knowland 
and  Congressman  Bertrand  W. 
Gearhart. 

That  we  will  have  a  fight  to  the 
finish  next  year  is  certain  since  much 
testimony  bearing  on  this  question 
has  been  presented  at  the  hearings 
dealing  with  the  over-all  tax  structure 
and  by  the  desire  of  the  representa- 
tives of  the  community  property 
states  to  endeavor  to  work  out  a  plan 
which  will  be  fair  and  equitable  to 
taxpayers  in  the  common  law  states.

Surplus  of  California  Peaches 

"Now  i>  the  time  to  buy  peaches!" 
•That  is  the  declaration  of  the  San   Francisco  Chamber  of  ("(mimerce, 
whose  Agricultural  Committee  chairman.   Robert   Di  Giorgio,  today  urged 
housewives  to  buy  freestone  peaches  now  and  help  liquidate  a  grave  surplus 
of  California  peaches. 

Cause  of  the  surplus,  according 

to  Di  Giorgio,  is  the  early  matur- 
ing of  California's  freestone 
peaches  and  the  late  ripening  of 
Georgia's  crop.  As  a  result,  Di 
Giorgio  said,  both  crops  hit  the 
market  at  the  same  time,  increas- 
ing the  supply  tremendously. 

"Consumers  ha\c  not  bought  enough 
peaches  to  meet  this  suppl>,"  Di 
Giorgio  said.  "This  has  caused  the 
market  price  to  fall  to  such  an  extent 
that  in  many  cases  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion is  greater  than  the  market  price 
paid  the  growers." 

Di  Giorgio  urged  housewives  to  buy 
peaches  for  canning  particularly.  "Sugar 
is  now  available  and  Mason  jars  are 
plentiful."  he  said.  "In  addition,  mar- 
malade, peach  pie.  peach  cobbler  and 
other  peach  dishes  can  be  made  by  the 
housewife  for  her  family." 

"Unless  the  housewife  acts  now,  these 
peaches  will  go  to  waste."

(jeneral  business  aciivii\-  in  San  Francisco  came  through  the  first  half  of 
this  year  7  per  cent  above  the  same  period  last  year,  and  a  new  all-time  June 
high  was  attained  with  our  Index  at  220.8  (1935-1939  average  =  100}  or 
3.5  per  cent  above  June  a  year  ago.  Financial  transactions,  measured  by  bank 
debits,  for  the  first  half  year  amounted  to  S12.223.773.  exceeding  the  same 
period  last  year  by  $1,049,333,000  or  9.4  per  cent.  San  Francisco  Stock  Ex- 
change transactions  for  the  6  months  shrunk  about  one-third,  to  a  total  of 
5.651.931   shares  with  market   \alue  of  $80,312,517.  compared  to  last  year. 

Department  store  sales'  trend  during  


the  half  year  closely  followed  the  pattern 
of  the  first  six  months  of  last  year  but 
came  through  with  a  gain  of  4.0  per  cent. 
Employment  and  payrolls  in  the  manu- 
facturing industries  in  the  Bay  Area 
were  substantially  above  the  first  half  of 
last  year  with  a  gain  of  21.2  per  cent  and 
34.8  per  cent  respectively;  payrolls  in  the 
wholesale  field  were  up  22.4  per  cent,  in 
the  retail  field  21.6  per  cent  and  in  the 
hotel  industry  7.2  per  cent.  First  half 
year  sales  of  electrical  energy  in  San 
Francisco  increased  7.0  per  cent,  indus- 
trial and  commercial  gas  sales  6.4  per 
cent  and  residential  water  consumption 
4.4  per  cent. 

Building  permits  at  the  end  of  the  half 
year  numbering  3,988  and  amounting  to 
$20,244,357  slumped  9.2  per  cent  in  number 
and  2J.1  per  cent  in  value.  Non-residential 
permits  numbering  118  and  amounting  to 
$3,388,522,  were  off  37.9  per  cent  in  number 
and  63.9  per  cent  in  amount  but  the  new 
residential  permits'  value  of  $10,321,433  was 
up  9.3  per  cent,  and  the  single  family  dwelling 
permits'  value  for  the  si-\  months  amounted 
to  $8,124,933.  a  gain  of  17.3  per  cent.  The 
total  dwelling  units  provided  amounted  to 
1,401  compared  to  1.694  last  year.  Real 
estate  sales  for  the  half  vear  numbered  9.400 
and  were  valued  at  $113,658,123  and.  with 
the  exception  of  last  \'ear,  were  abo\e  all 
recent  years.  The  sales  were  spread  uniformly 
throughout  the  six  months'  period  and  aver- 
aged neady  $19,000,000  monthly. 

FrelgLbt  car  movements  durinf^  the  first  six 
months  were  2.i  per  cent  above  last  year  while 
San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  jialned  16.1  per  cent 
and  passengers  \i.S  per  cent.  Ship  arrivals  and 
departures  increased  about  25  per  cent.  In  the 
employment  field  total  placements  In  San  Fran- 
cisco amounted  to  20.462.  Industrial  placements 
were  off  20  per  cent  for  the  six  months'  period  but 
commercial  placements  were  up  2.9  per  cent. 
Number  of  express  shipments  by  rail  were  off  26.9 
per  cent  but  by  air  were  up  6,9  per  cent. 

•  Employment 

An  anahsis  of  some  3,055  placements  dur- 
ing June  in  San  Francisco  by  the  C.S.E.S. 
shows  the  professional  group  accounted  for 
3  per  cent;  clerical  41.8  per  cent,  service  18.1 
per  cent,  skilled  4.2  per  cent,  semi-skilled  7.5 
per  cent  and  unskilled  25.4  per  cent;  while 
analysis  of  some  2,22i  unfilled  openings  dur- 
ing the  first  week  of  July  reveal  the  profes- 
sional group  accounted  for  14.3  per  cent, 
clerical  70.0  i>er  cent,  service  6.1  per  cent. 
skilled  4.6  [)er  cent,  semi-skilled  .^.9  per  cent 
and  unskille<i  1.1  |>er  cent. 

A  survey  of  the  1947  San  Francisco  Pub- 
lic High  School  graduates  numbering 
2,.U0  revealed  70  per  c«nl  were  planning 
to  continue  their  education  while  30  per 
cent  did  not  plan  on  higher  education. 


Of  this  30  per  cent,  22  per  cent  were  avail- 
able for  permanent  employment  and  17 
per  cent  of  the  22  per  cent  already  have 
permanent  positions,  the  preponderance 
with  previous  employers.  The  Survey  also 
revealed  that  nearly  one-third  of  all  the 
graduates  were  available  for  vacation 
employment  and  that  40  per  cent  of 
them  had  positions  for  the  vacation 
period. 

The  C.S.E.S.  report  for  the  week  ending 
July  3  reveals  24.868  unemployment  Insur- 
ance claims  in  San  Francisco,  of  which  14,110 
were  conpensable.  X'eterans'  claims  on  the 
same  date  accounted  for  7,119.  At  the  same 
time  there  were  394  unemployment  insurance 
exhausts.  San  Francisco  total  clainis  amount e( 
to  8.87  per  cent  of  the  State  total  while  com 
pensable  claims  amounted  to  9.08  per  cent  o 
the  State  total  and  the  unemployment  insur 
ance  exhausts  to  7.6  per  cent.  The  San  Fran 
CISCO  ratio  to  the  State  as  of  Juh'  .^.  in  some 
divisions,  is  slightly  higher  than  the  popula- 
tion ratio  of  8.6  per  cent  but  in  others  it  is 
slightly  lower,  indicating  there  is  no  special 
problem  in  this  area.  Latest  report  for  week 
ending  Jul\"  17  shows  a  reduction  in  total 
claims  to  22,984  and  \eteran  claims  to  6.964 
for  San  Francisco. 

•  Manufacturing  Industries 

Production  workers  in  the  manufacturing 
industries  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  area 
during  the  month  of  June,  according  to  the 
State  Department  of  Industrial  Relations, 
totaled  117,800.  of  which  60.700  were  in  the 
durable  group  and  57.100  in  the  non-durable 
group.  The  June  total  was  practically  iden- 
tical to  June  a  \ear  ago  hut  the  six  months' 
average  was  up  21.2  per  cent  and  the  payrolls 
34.8  per  cent.  June  average  weekly  earnings 
amounted  to  $57.24  compared  to  $56.34  in 


May  and  $51.07  in  June  last  year.  Average 
hourlv  earnings  amounted  to  $1 .473  compared 
to  $1,451  in  May  and  Sl..?29  in  June  last 
\ear.  Average  hours  worked  per  week  in  June 
were  38.8,  the  same  as  May,  compared  lo 
38.4  in  June  last  year. 

New  industries  and  expansions  re- 
ported during  the  first  half  of  1947  by  our 
Industrial  Department  for  the  12  Bay 
Counties  nuinbered  2^9  new  plants  in- 
volving expenditures  of  S26.133.900,  and 
151  expansions  with  outlays  of  $24,883,- 
800.  .\lthough  the  number  of  new  plants 
and  expansions  were  somewhat  lower 
than  a  year  ago,  outlays  for  both  groups 
were  above  the  same  period  last  year.

State  Fair  Expected  to  Set  New 
Records;  New  Features  Planned 

The  19-i7  California  State  Fair  will 
be  held  August  28-September  7,  ac- 
cording to  an  announcement  by  Ned 
Green,  secretary-manager  of  the  Fair. 
•  "This  year's  Fair  will  set  records 
in  every  phase  of  its  operation,"  said 
Green.  "There  will  be  the  largest 
number  of  exhibitors  in  e\ery  classi- 
fication, the  value  of  the  exhibits  will 
be  the  greatest  in  the  historj-  of  the 
Fair,  and  the  premiums  will  be  the 
highest." 

The  Fair  will  open  with  an  historical 
pageant  depicting  California's  history 
and  designed  to  set  the  stage  for  Cali- 
fornia's forthcoming  Centennial  celebra- 
tions. 

.\s  a  result  of  the  $483,000  reno\'ation  pro- 
gram that  has  been  undertaken,  a  new  pad- 
dock has  been  constructed  for  the  race 
horses,  the  cattle,  swine  and  sheep  barns  have 
been  repainted  and  new  pens  constructed 
where  necessary.  The  junior  division  build- 
ings, housing  the  4-H  and  F.F..\.  exhibits, 
have  also  been  renovated.

•  ADMINISTRATIVE  PRACTICES  ACT 

H.  R.  2657  would,  except  in  certain  circumstances,  rigidly  restrict  representa- 
tive appearances  on  behalf  of  corporations  or  other  organizations  in  Federal 
proceedings,  particularly  in  those  involving  hearings,  unless  an  attorney  repre- 
sents the  organization.  The  Chamber  opposed  this  measure.  Brief  hearings  were 
held  by  the  House  Judiciary  Committee  but  no  report  was  rendered  before  the 
close  of  the  First  Session. 

•  AGRICULTURE 

Long-range  Program — The  House  Committee  on  Agriculture  held  extensive 
hearings  on  a  long-range  agricultural  program.  Some  of  the  hearings  have  been 
published — more  are  to  follow.  Any  long-range  program  may  profoundly  affect 
agriculture  in  California.  The  full  committee  will  hold  a  hearing  in  Fresno  in  the  Fall. 

Insect  Infestation — With  the  development  of  the  Mandated  Islands  in  the  Pacific  aiid  the 
inauguration  of  regular  travel  from  and  to  these  Islands,  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  the  Mainland 
are  ofTered  increasing  threats  of  the  infestation  of  pests  detrimental  to  agriculture  and  presently 
non-existent  in  either  Hawaii  or  the  United  States.  Steps  are  being  taken  now  to  guard  against 
any  possible  infestation  from  the  Mandated  Islands  and  the  situation  must  be  watched  with  great 
care. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease — This  dreaded  disease,  now  existent  in  parts  of  Mexico,  is  being 
vigorously  fought  by  government  officials  representing  both  Mexico  and  the  United  States.  Its 
entrance  into  the  United  States  would  be  disastrous  to  the  greater  portion  of  the  live-stock 
industrj-,  since  all  cloven-hoofed  animals,  including  deer,  are  extremely  susceptible  to  the  disease. 
Millions  of  dollars  were  appropriated  to  carry  on  eradication  work  in  Mexico.  Additional  funds 
may  be  required.  The  expenditure  now  of  a  few  million  will  doubtless  save  an  industry-  valued 
Jan'uan.-  1,  1947,  at  over  10  billions  of  dollars. 

•  ALASKAN  STATEHOOD 

Numerous  measures  were  introduced  covering  this  subject.  Hearings  were  held 
by  the  House  Public  Lands  Committee.  Subcommittees  of  both  the  House  and 
Senate  Public  Lands  Committees  will  visit  Alaska  during  the  Fall.  No  reports 
have  yet  been  rendered. 

This  is  on  the  active  Calendar. 

•  ALASKAN  STEAMSHIP  SERVICE 

Realizing  the  necessit\  for  the  maintenance  of  steamship  service  between  the 
United  States  and  Alaska,  the  Congress  passed  a  bill  permitting  the  Maritime 
Commission  to  enter  into  charter  service.  The  Chamber,  along  with  many  others, 
vigorously  protested  to  the  Maritime  Commission  the  granting  of  exclusive  con- 
tracts to  four  steamship  lines  operating  out  of  Seattle,  thereby  closing  the  door  to 
possible  service  from  California  and  Oregon  ports.  The  present  legislation  covers 
onlv  the  interim  to  June  30.  1948.  It  is  anticipated  that  permanent  legislation 
will  be  considered  at  the  Second  .Session. 

This  will  be  carefully  watched  in  order  to  insure  service  from  all 
Pacific  Coast  ports. 

•  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS  AND  MANUFACTURERS 

Several  bills  were  introduced  covering  this  subject.  One  passed  the  Senate  and 
another  was  passed  over  on  the  House  Consent  Calendar  on  JuK'  21st  and  was 
not  reached  again  before  the  hour  of  adjournment.  It  is  hoped  to  have  the  House 
act  on  this  measure  early  in  the  .Second  Session  in  order  to  speed  up  the  collecting 
of  this  very  necessary  information. 

•  COMMUNITY  PROPERTY 

All  legislative  efforts  to  require  tax-payers  in  community  property  states,  such 
as  California,  to  file  joint  returns,  were  defeated. 
This  subject  will  bear  careful  watching  in  1948. 

•  FEDERAL  EXPENDITURES 

The  positifin  of  the  Chamber  regarding  Federal  expenditures  clearly  empha- 
sizes that  the  Chamber  urged  the  Congress  in  making  appropriations  that 
California  and  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  receive  the  same  consideration  as 
given  any  other  state  or  region  of  the  Nation  and  that  with  this  understanding 
the  Chamber  supported  its  proportionate  cuts  to  attain  the  primary  objective  of 
reducing  Federal  spending  to  the  minimum  essential  to  the  proper  functioning 
of  the  Federal  government. 

While  Democrats  and  Republicans  disagreed  as  to  the  amount  of  the  Federal  Budget 
as  finally  passed  by  the  Congress,  nevertheless,  substantial  cuts  were  made  and  spending 
is  being  reduced.  Quick  surveys  indicate  that  these  cuts  are  being  made  proportionately 
throughout  the  Nation. 
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•  FERTILIZER

•  POSTAGE  RATES 

Numerous  bills  were  introduced  increasing  postage  rates.  These  included  an 
increase  in  airmail  from  5c  to  6c  and  adjustments  in  second  and  third  class  rates. 
The  Chamber  opposed  the  increase  in  airmail  rates  and  no  change  was  made  in 
this  rate  by  the  Congress  during  the  First  Session.  San  Francisco  and  the  Pacific 
Coast  is  being  penalized  through  having  to  pay  zone  rates  on  various  mail  matters, 
including  books.  The  injustice  of  this  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
House  Committee  on  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service. 

The  problem  of  postal  rates  will  bear  watching  again  in  1948. 

•  RECLAMATION 

Central  Valley  Project — Completion  of  the  Central  X'alley  Project  and  the 
160-acre  limitation  as  applying  to  that  project,  has  been  the  subject  of  far- 
reaching  legislation,  including  appropriations.  The  appropriations  requested  by 
the  State  of  California  were  not  approved  in  their  entirety  but  substantial  funds 
have  been  made  available.  The  Subcommittee  on  Irrigation  and  Reclamation  of  the  Senate  Public 
Lands  Committee  held  e.\iensi\'e  hearings  on  the  acreage  limitation,  but  with  the  close  of  the 
First  Session  no  bill  was  reported.  The  House  Public  Lands  Committee  did  not  hold  hearings  on 
this  subject  but  rather  will  have  a  Subcommittee  carefully  investigate  the  entire  Central  \alley 
Project  before  the  Congress  reconvenes.  That  investigation  will  be  headed  b>'  Congressman 
Richard  J.  Welch  of  San  Francisco,  who  is  Chairman  of  the  House  Public  Lands  Committee. 

•  STREAM  POLLUTION 

This  bill.  S.  -tlS.  as  originally  introduced,  would  provide  for  stream  pollution 
control  activities  by  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service.  This  measure,  as  originally 
drafted,  was  opposed  by  the  Chamber  for  a  number  of  reasons,  the  principal  one 
being  in  opposition  to  the  continued  trend  toward  the  absorption  of  the  powers  of  State,  munici- 
palities, and  other  political  subdivisions  by  the  Federal  government.  That  there  is  a  problem, 
particularly  on  interstate  streams,  is  beyond  question.  Extensive  hearings  were  held  and  the 
measure  passed  the  Senate  and  will  be  considered  by  the  House  Public  Works  Committee  in  the 
ne.\t  Session. 

•  TARIFF  ACT  OF   1930 

H.  R.  3810  proposed  an  amendment  to  Section  522  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1930 
so  as  to  clarify  the  procedure  in  ascertaining  the  value  of  foreign  currency  for 
customs  purposes.  This  measure  was  approved  by  the  Chamber. 

The  measure  passed  the  House  and  was  referred  to  the  Senate  Finance  Committee 
which  committee  held  no  hearings  during  the  First  Session. 

•  TAXES 

\arious  measures  were  introduced  to  remove  the  present  disadvantage  which  exists  as  the  result 
of  the  transportation  tax.  the  communications  tax,  and  other  forms  of  taxation  based  on  percent- 
ages which  bear  particularly  heavy  on  west  coast  residents  because  of  the  3000  miles  intervening 
between  the  East  and  West  Coasts.  These  inequities  were  called  to  the  attention  of  Congressman 
Harold  Knutson.  Chairman  of  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  in  order  that  consideration 
mav  be  given  to  removing  this  discrimination  when  the  general  over-all  tax  bill  is  submitted 
early  in  1948. 

•  TAXATION  OF  FEDERAL  LANDS 

With  the  amount  of  property  owned  by  the  Federal  Government  on  the  in- 
crease, the  burden  of  ta.xation  on  private  owners  is  thereby  also  increasing.  Many 
students  of  taxation  recommend  that  the  Federal  Government  be  required  by 
law  to  pay  its  share  of  local  property  taxes.  Numerous  bills  were  introduced 
making  such  provision.  Hearings  were  held  in  the  House,  but  no  concrete  action 
was  taken. 

This  subject  will  necessitate  a  great  deal  of  work. 

•  WAIVING  INSPECTION  OF  VESSELS  &  NAVIGATION   LAWS 

H.  J.  Res.  76  authorizing  and  directing  the  Commandant  of  the  U.  S.  Coast 
Guard  to  waive  compliance  with  vessel  inspection  and  navigation  laws  was  sup- 
ported by  the  Chamber. 

The  extension  of  these  wartime  powers  was  extremely  necessary  in  order  to  permit 
the  operation  of  vessels  during  the  reconversion  period.  Present  authority  expires 
December  31,  1947. 

•  WOOL,  SUPPORT  FOR 

The  support  as  originally  provided  in  S.  814.  which  passed  both  Houses,  was 
vetoed  by  the  President.  This  was  followed  by  the  introduction  of  another  bill 
to  meet  Presidential  objections,  S.  1498,  which  passed  both  Houses  and  has  been 
signed  by  the  President.

Parr  Terminal  Was  Only 
Richmond  Shipyard  Bidder 

Parr-Richmond  Terminal  Corpo- 
ration was  the  sole  bidder  this  week 
when  War  Assets  Administration 
opened  bids  on  three  unsold  parrels 
of  property  at  the  former  shipyards 
in  Richmond. 

The  corporation  bid  $90,200  for  parcel  one, 
the  former  Enterprise  Foundry-  Company 
property  fronting  on  Santa  Fe  channel,  total- 
ing 21  acres;  $320,000  for  land  and  buildings 
and  $73,262.98  for  personal  property  on  par- 
cel two,  79  acres  which  formerly  was  the 
main  section  of  shipyard  number  one;  and 
$125,000  for  land  and  buildings  and  $52.- 
503.15  for  personal  property  on  parcel  five, 
36  acres  occupied  by  the  wartime  prefabrica- 
tion  plant  and  storage  area. 

Fred  D.  Parr,  president  of  the  corpora- 
tion, who  personally  attended  the  bid 
opening,  said  he  was  confident  that  if 
the  bids  were  accepted  his  organization 
would  be  able  to  locate  at  least  five  major 
industries  on  the  sites  by  the  end  of  1947. 

Two  of  the  bids  were  lower  than  bids  the 
corporation  made  on  the  same  parcels  last 
spring,  when  three  other  parcels  were  sold  to 
the  city  of  Richmond,  priority  bidder.  .All  of 
the  bids  are  below  the  fair  values  for  real 
property  established  by  W.'K.A,  which  now 
must  determine  whether  to  accept  or  reject 
the  new  bids  or  attempt  negotiation  on  more 
favorable  terms.

•  The  area's  nutst  spectacular  employment 
gain  in  the  last  \'ear  was  in  tobacco  manu- 
facture— a  rise  of  178  per  cent. 

Other  big  Bay  Area  gains  were:  elec- 
trical goods  150  per  cent:  furniture  135 
per  cent;  transportation  equipment  134 
per  cent;  and  machinery  98  per  cent.  .\II 
these  gains  outran  the  national  upturns 
by  wide  margins,  the  Department  of 
Commerce  reported.

"The  principle  of  getting  Western  steel  at 
the  lowest  possible  cost  is  a  sound  one,  and 
we  are  interested  in  any  sound  method  of 
reaching  that  objective." 

Lundborg,  in  addition  to  being  general 
manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  is  president  of  the  Western 
States  Council,  an  organization  com- 
posed of  chamber  of  commerce  execu- 
tives from  the  eleven  Western  States.

Written  testimony  and  e.xhibits  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission by  October  15. 

•  Protesting  are  steel  companies  who  must 
present  their  e\idence  on  or  before  Novem- 
ber 15-. 

Actual  hearing  is  slated  for  San  Fran- 
cisco about  December  15.  The  hearing 
will  be  confined  to  cross-examination 
and  the  introduction  of  rebuttal  evi- 
dence. 

As  manager  of  the  Chamber's  Transporta- 
tion Department.  Rohde  attended  the -August 
7  prehearing  conference.  He  will  assist  con- 
sumer witnesses  in  preparing  their  written 
testimony  and  will  transmit  it  to  other  par- 
ties with  a  request  that  the>'  stipulate  it  can 
go  into  the  record  without  cross  examination.

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•  FEDERAL  PROPERTY  TAXATION 

A  tax  problem  of  the  greatest 
importance,  not  alone  to  San  Fran- 
cisco but  to  California  and  the  rest 
of  the  Nation,  will  receive  added 
attention  during  the  week  at  the 
Amiual  Meeting  of  the  National 
Association  of  State  Chambers  of 
Ctimmerce  convening  in  Williams- 
burg, Virginia,  August  24th  and 
2.Tth.  That  problem  is  in  connection 
with  the  increasing  Federal  owner- 
sliip  of  land,  thereby  removing 
properties  from  the  tax  rolls  and 
increasing  the  tax  burden  on  pri- 
\ately  owned  property.

No  recent  estimates  are  avail- 
able. However,  in  a  report  filed 
by  the  Federal  Real  Estate  Board 
covering  the  year  ending  June  30, 
19i!7,  it  was  estimated  that  the 
taxes  on  Federal  properties  based 
on  fair  market  values  and  at  local 
rates  would  approximate  90  mil- 
lion dollars.

Western  Market  Gains 
3,280,000  Residents 

More  than  3,280,000  resident  ci- 
vilians have  been  added  to  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  market  since  1940,  it 
was  revealed  in  an  analysis  by  the 
Research  Department  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  This  is  an  increase  of  33.9  per 
cent,  according  to  the  study,  which 
was  based  on  figures  compiled  by 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

As  of  July  1,  1946.  the  ci\11ian  popula- 
tion of  the  three  Pacifie  Coast  states 
amounted  to  12,958,718.  accounting;  for 
9.36  per  cent  of  the  nation's  civilian 
population.  The  total  population,  includ- 
ing the  military  population  stationed  in 
this  market  area,  amounted  to  13.257,- 
443,  excluding  .\rmed  Forces  overseas. 
This  was  9.48  per  cent  of  the  total  popu- 
lation of  the  United  States. 

Livins;  in  the  eleven  Western  States 
on  July  1,  1946.  were  17,162,026  civilian 
residents  or  12.4  per  cent  of  the  nation's 
total  civilian  population.  This  was  an  in- 
crease of  3,338,429  civilian  residents  or 
24.2  per  cent  since  1940.  Including  the 
military  residents,  the  total  resident 
j'opulation  in  the  West  amounted  to  17,- 
532,746  and  accounted  for  12.53  per  cent 
ol  the  nation's  total  population,  exclud- 
ing Armed  Forces  overseas. 

The  Western  States  accounted  for  al- 
most one-half  of  the  entire  6.992,489 
increase  in  civilian  population  of  the 
nation  since  1940.  California  accounted 
for  36  per  cent  or  better  than  one-third 
ot  the  nation's  total  increase  during 
this  period.

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Small  Boat  Harbor 
Sought  For  Santa  Cruz 

Support  of  proposed  construction 
of  a  new  yacht  harbor  in  the  Twin 
Lakes  area  of  Santa  Cruz  was  de- 
clared today  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The    Chamber's    testimony    was 

presented  at  a  hearing  before  the 
District  Engineer.  U.  S.  Army, 
Tuesday.  September  2. 

Increasing  lack  of  berthing  space  for 
pleasure  craft  in  the  Bay  Area  and  on 
the  California  coast  creates  a  need  for 
such  a  harbor,  the  Chamber  stated.  In 
addition,  the  lack  of  small  boat  harbors 
and  places  of  refuge  along  the  coast  has 
been  a  source  of  inconvenience,  if  not 
actual  danger,  in  fishing  boat  operations, 
it  U.1S  maintained. 

The  Chamber  pointed  out  that  there 
is  no  harbor  available  to  boats  encoun- 
tering ad\'erse  weather  conditions  or 
sustaining  damage  between  the  Golden 
Gate  and  Santa  Cruz  other  than  a  lim- 
ited area  in  Half  Moon  Bay. 

"San  Francisco  Bay  and  Monterey  are 
the  nearest  points  where  facilities  are 
reasonably  adequate  from  a  safety 
standpoint,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  es- 
sential that  more  small  boat  harbors 
be  created." 

Both  recreational  and  commercial 
fishing  would  benefit  from  con.struction 
of  an  adequate  harbor  for  small  boats, 
the  Chamber  added. 

"We  believe  tliis  project  to  be  feasible, 
economically  sound,  and  in  the  public 
interest." 

Congressmen  See  Proposed 
Foreign  Trade  Zone  Site 

San  Francisco  Congressmen, 
Chamber  officials  and  United 
States  Customs  executives  last 
week  inspected  the  facilities  of  pier 
4.5,  suggested  spot  for  San  Fran- 
cisco's free  trade  zone. 

•  Accompanjing  Congressmen  Richard 
J.  Welch  and  Franck  R.  Havenner  were 
Carl  J.  Eastman,  president  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce;  Alvin 
C.  Eichholz.  manager  of  the  World  Trade 
Department  of  the  Chamber;  Thomas 
Coakley,  president  of  the  Board  of  State 
Harbor  Commissioners;  General  Robert 
H.  W.\iie,  Manager  of  San  Francisco 
Harbor;  Clark  A.  Cross,  Assistant  Col- 
lector of  Customs,  and  Ross  K.  Roper, 
Deputy  Customs  Collector  in  charge  of 
the  entry  and  warehouse  di\'ision.

Crossing  in  the  light  of  the  supplemental  report  just  released  by  the 
joint  Army-Navy  Board  were  considered  at  a  meeting  this  week  of  the 
Second  Bay  Crossing  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
♦  Commerce. 

Swiss    Trade    Possibilities    i   ®The  Board  had  recommended  a 

low-level  combination  causeway- 
tube  crossing  as  the  best  solution 
to  the  present  bridge  congestion 
and  the  Bay  Area's  future  needs. 

.Although  the  joint  Board  made  no 
formal  conclusion  about  rail  feasibility, 
it  was  estimated  that  rails  on  a  low- 
level  crossing  would  add  almost  $100,- 
000,000  to  a  S134,000,000  structure. 

Carl  J.  Eastman,  president,  .San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  declared 
the  Chamber  had  officially  pledged  itself 
to  do  everything  within  its  power  to 
speed  construction  of  a  second  crossing. 
San  Francisco  phases  of  the  project,  he 
said,  are  being  studied  by  the  Cham- 
ber's Industrial  Department  manager, 
G.  Lewis  Fox,  who  made  pre\ious  studies 
at  the  request  of  city  officials  last  year. 

Eastman  declared  that  adequate  ap- 
proaches to  any  crossing  structure  that 
may  be  built  are  of  primary  importance. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  is  already  fac- 
ing popular  vote  on  nearly  ninety  mil- 
lion dollars  worth  of  bond  issues  for  sun- 
dry public  works. 

"These  bond  issues  do  not  include  any- 
thing specific  at  all  for  possible  bridge- 
approaches  which  uill  have  to  be  huill  oni 
the  San  Francisco  side  of  the  Bay."  he 
said.  "Whether  California  state  funds  on 
federal  funds  will  be  av.illable  for  such' 
work  is  not  at  present  knouTi.  It  iS' 
quite  possible  we  might  have  to  raise' 
the  money  ourselves,  and,  in  that  case, 
it  is  a  question  of  how  much  ne  can  dO' 
with  the  resources  available." 

The  supplemental  report  on  rail  costs i 
was  made  at  the  request  of  civic  officialsi 
in  San  Francisco  and  East  Bay  com-i 
munities. 

"Meanwhile  we  are  delighted  at  the' 
progress  toward  making  a  reality  of  the' 
second  Ba\"  crossing  which  is  evidenced 
in  the  report  made  pubhc.  All  of  us 
working  together  in  cooperation  will  re- 
sult in  making  a  reality  of  this  number' 
one  project  for  the  growth  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  Bay  Area."  Eastman  de- 
clared. 


Cited  at  Luncheon  Here 

"Switzerland.  Business  Partner 
of  the  Pacific  Coast."  was  the  sub- 
ject of  The  Honorable  Werner  Jost, 
acting  consul  general  of  Switzer- 
land, at  a  luncheon  held  at  the  El 
Jardin  restaurant  last  week  for 
representatives  of  foreign  govern- 
ments, civic  and  business  leaders 
and  members  of  the  San  Francisco 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Switzerland,  committed  to  private  en- 
terprise and  principles  of  democratic 
processes,  located  in  the  middle  of  Eu- 
rope and  enjoying  boom  prosperity,  is 
able  and  willing  to  serve  as  the  hub  of 
post-war  European  economic  recovery." 
he  declared. 

Jost  described  Switzerland  as  a  sol- 
vent country  with  a  highly  skilled  in- 
dustrious population  and  a  high  standard 
of  living,  a  sound  market  for  any  busi- 
ness concern.  He  stated  that  in  the  past 
80%  of  Swiss  exports  to  the  United 
States  have  moved  through  Eastern 
ports.  Now  Swiss  manufacturers  have 
been  urged  to  split  tneir  distribution 
channels  so  as  to  permit  direct  Pacific 
Coast  representation  and  agencies.

A  problem  of  grave  importance, 
not  only  to  the  agriculturists  of 
California  but  to  agriculture 
throughout  the  United  States,  is 
the  constant  threat  of  the  impor- 
tation of  pests  detrimental  and 
devastating  to  agriculture  from  the 
1400  Mandated  Islands  now  under 
our  supervision.  In  these  Islands 
are  found  many  pests,  not  now 
found  in  the  United  States  which, 
if  permitted  to  enter  this  country, 
could  bring  about  partial  or  abso- 
lute ruin  of  many  valuable  crops. 
To  illustrate  the  seriousness  of  this 
problem  the  following  example  is 
cited. 

Recently  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  announced 
it  had  intercepted  in  San  Pedro  in 
some  overripe  bananas  found  in  a 
passenger's  baggage,  42  live  mag- 
gots of  the  mango  fruitfly,  which 
pest  is  not  found  in  the  United 
States.  This  fly  feeds  on  some  sixty 
kinds  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  in- 
cluding peaches,  pears,  citrus  fruits, 
tomatoes,  peppers  and  eggplants, 
all  of  which  are  produced  commer- 
cially in  California.  This  pest,  to- 
gether with  all  others  not  presently 
found  in  the  United  States,  must 
not  be  permitted  to  enter  the  coun- 
try and  a  far-reaching  program 
must  be  designed  to  hold  these 
pests  at  their  source,  if  this  is 
humanly  possible. 

The  Washington  Office  of  the  Cham- 
ber, working  in  conjunction  with  the 
Ai,TicuItural  and  Navy  Departments  and 
assisted  by  our  California  Senators  and 
Representatives,  recently  participated  in 
a  series  of  conferences  in\ol%-ing  further 
discussion  of  this  situation  and  the 
remedies  which  must  be  applied.

Bay  Area's  Population  Rise 
Second  Highest  in  Nation 

Population  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Metropolitan  District  in- 
creased 39  per  cent  between  1940 
and  1947,  according  to  a  report  by 
the  Research  Department  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

•  The  District,  which  was  second 
in  the  nation  among  34  metropoli- 
tan districts  selected  for  a  study  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  ranked 
first  among  the  14  metropolitan 
districts  having  more  than  1,000,000 
population. 

Norfolk  -  Portsmouth  -  Xe«'port  News, 
Virginia  District  led  all  34  districts  with 
an  increase  of  43  per  cent  for  the 
period;  Los  Angeles  District  gained  35 
per  cent;  Seattle  and  Washington,  D.  C, 
Districts  33  per  cent;  Portland  and 
San  Antonio  Districts  1  per  cent  each, 
while  all  other  districts'  gains  were 
under  30  per  cent. 

The  increase  in  number  of  private 
households  in  San  Francisco -Oakland 
Metropolitan  District  amounted  to  41 
per  cent,  .surpassing  the  39  per  cent 
population  increase.  Of  the  prisate 
households  in  San  Francisco.  80  per 
cent  were  headed  by  men  and  20  per 
cent  by  women.

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More  Restrictions  Lifted  on 
Private  Trade  With  Japan 

Two  changes  in  private  trade 
procedure  with  Japan  were  an- 
nounced today  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  Businessmen  in  the  U.S.  are  now 

permitted  to  send  business  cata- 
logues and  descriptive  material  to 
Japan  and  communicate  with  their 
representatives  now  traveling  in 
that  country. 

Postmasters  throuRhout  the  country 
will  shortly  be  advised  of  the  change  in 
these  postal  regulations. 

These  two  changes  in  procedure, 
shortly  to  be  officially  announced  by  the 
U.  S.  State  Department  and  the  Post 
Office  Department,  came  as  a  result  of 
complaints  from  businessmen  through- 
out the  country  that  they  were  handi- 
capped in  being  unable  to  send  descrip- 
tive literature  to  Japan  and  that  no 
provisions  were  made  for  those  visiting 
Japan  to  have  their  home  offices  contact 
them.

WASHINGTON  OFFICE  | 

A  National  Conference  of  Business- 
men convened  in  Washington  during  the 
week  to  deal  with  four  of  the  major 
problems  which  confront  any  commun- 
ity more  particularly  a  rapidly  growing 
ccimmunity  such  as  San  Francisco  and 
the  Bay  Area. 

These  problems  are: 

1 )  Relations  of  City  Planning  to  Com- 
munity Development 

2)  Traffic  Congestion 
S)    0«-Street  Parking 

4)    Rebuilding  Blighted  Areas. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States  assembled  approximately 
500  business  leaders,  including  represen- 
tatives from  Chambers  of  Commerce, 
and  municipal,  state,  and  national  offi- 
cials, to  participate  in  these  discussions. 
Unlike  most  conferences,  the  speaking 
was  held  to  an  absolute  minimum  and 
the  real  value  of  the  Conference  ob- 
tained through  the  question  and  answer 
periods  conducted  through  the  four  ses- 
sions of  the  Conference. 

#  San  Francisco  came  in  for  its  share 
of  both  praise  and  criticism  in  the  man- 
ner of  handling  these  four  problems,  and 
it  was  noted  with  pleasure  that  the  City 
was    cited    on    numerous    instances    for 

'  some  of  the  progressive  steps  which 
have  already  been  taken  and  steps 
planned  for  the  immediate  future;  for 
example,  the  erection  of  the  Union 
Square  Garage,  to  provide  off-street 
parking,   was  mentioned  several   times.

Release  of  a  new  Philippine  con- 
sular form  for  use  by  exporters  and 
shippers  has  been  announced  by 
the  World  Trade  Department  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce.

""This  new  form  will  save  shippers 
and  consular  officers  considerable  time 
and  e.xpense  in  preparing  and  certifying 
the  documents,"  explained  Alvin  C.  Eich- 
holz.  World  Trade  Department  manager. 

Eichholz  said  that  a  limited  supply  of 
the  new  forms  is  available  to  exporters 
without  charge  at  the  Philippine  Con- 
sulate, and  later  from  commercial 
printers. 

Fees  for  the  certification  of  documents 
remain  the  same  as  in  the  past.

State  Growth  Subject 
at   Greeters"    Meeting 

California's  unprecedented  popu- 
lation growth  was  cited  as  one  fac- 
tor promising  business  activity  at 
high  levels  by  G.  L.  Fox  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber's  Industrial  De- 
partment this  week  in  an  address 
before  the  California  State  Hotel 
Greeters'  Association. 
•  The  Association  held  its  21st  An- 
nual Convention  in  San  Francisco 
with  hundreds  in  attendance  from 
all  parts  of  the  state  and  with  par- 
ticipation by  national  and  inter- 
national officers. 

California's  population  is  now  in  ex- 
cess of  9.842,000,  Fo.x  said,  quoting  new 
estimates  just  released  by  the  F.  S.  Cen- 
sus Bureau.  This  is  an  increase  of  2,934.- 
000  since  1940.  The  increase  in  popula- 
tion alone  is  greater  than  the  population 
of  any  one  of  33  states  of  the  nation  and 
is  more  than  the  aggregate  population 
gains  by  the  next  five  fastest  growing 
states  of  the  nation.  While  California 
was  jumping  2,934,000  in  population, 
Florida,  Virginia,  Texas,  Washington  and 
Maryland  increased  an  aggregate  of 
2,486,000. 

Auguring  well  for  all  business  in  the 
state.  Fox  said  that,  whereas  California's 
population  has  gained  4195-  since  1940. 
the  number  of  factory  workers  in  July, 
1947,  was  529f  greater  than  the  number 
employed  in  July.  1940.

Shortage  in  Freight  Cars; 
Business  Prospects  'Good' 

Continuation  of  present  high 
level  railroad  freight  business  de- 
pends largely  upon  a  solution  of 
the  current  box  car  shortage. 
•  This  was  revealed  today  by  Walter  A. 
Rohde,  manager.  Transportation  Depart- 
ment, San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, who  recentlj-  returned  from  a 
meeting  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Transpor- 
tation Advisory  Board. 

"Reports  from  industry  committees  in- 
dicate continuation  of  business  at  a  high 
level  for  the  balance  of  the  year,"  Rohde 
said,  "but  whether  actual  loadings  will 
continue  to  substantiate  the  accuracy  of 
these  forecasts  depends  largely  upon  the 
car  supply." 

Rohde  said  that  a  serious  shortage  of 
box  cars  and  a  lesser  shortage  of  other 
types  of  equipment  existed  on  the  coast. 
Railroads  are  onl.\-  able  to  fill  from  60  to 
70  per  cent  of  box  car  orders  currently. 
The  percentage  of  bad  order  cars  in  this 
territory  is  less  than  for  the  nation  as 
a  whole,  he  said.

Standard  Buys  Surplus 
Richmond   Gas   Refinery 


Standard  Oil  Companv  of  Cali- 
fornia has  purchased  for  $6,000,000 
a  government-surplus,  100-octane 
gasoline  refinery  in  Richmond, 
California,  which  it  operated  dur- 
ing the  war  and  will  now  operate 
during  peacetime,  according  to  an 
announcement  by  War  Assets  Ad- 
ministration. 

•  Principal  facilities  included  in 
the  sale  are;  nineteen  buildings, 
two  thermofor  catalytic  cracking 
units,  with  a  separate  gas  recovery 
unit  for  each,  one  HF  alkylation 
unit,  one  isomerization  unit  and  a 
butane-pentane  distillation  unit,  to- 
gether with  necessary  utilities  and 
auxiliaries. 

The  entire  plant  had  a  reported  cost 
to  the  government  of  §21.215.000.

In  Military  Reserve 
Training  Plan  Sought 

To  cooperate  in  maintenance  of  a 
strung  military  and  naval  reserve, 
Lmsiness  firms  were  urged  today  by 
thf  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Cnmmerce  to  adopt  a  program  al- 
ii iwing  their  employees  to  partici- 
pate in  military  reserve  activities. 
•  Under  terms  of  a  proposed  pro- 
urani.  employees  would  be  granted 
tun  weeks  leave  annually,  in  addi- 
tiiin  to  their  regular  vacation  peri- 
icl,  for  the  purpose  of  going  on  ac- 
ti\e  military  duty.  While  on  leave, 
employees  would  receive  from  their 
companies  sufficient  pay  to  make 
up  the  difference  between  their 
military  pay  and  allowances  and 
their  regular  company  salary. 

The  Chamber's  Naval  Affairs 
Committee  headed  by  Chalmers  G. 
Graham  emphasized  the  necessity 
for  maintaining  strong  reserves 
which  can  be  called  into  service 
immediately  in  case  of  an  emer- 
gency. 

"A  strong  reserve  must  have 
strong  backing,"  Graham  declared. 
"It  will  be  obtained  only  if  business 
cooperates  in  allowing  its  em- 
ployees to  participate  in  the  Peace- 
time National  Defense  Program." 

Graham  pointed  out  that  it  would  be 
far  uiser  to  have  business  set  up  its  own 
[jroiiram  similar  to  the  one  outlined,  in- 
stead of  waiting  for  the  Secretary  of 
National  Defense  to  formulate  one,  pos- 
sibly compulsory,  which  might  prove 
\astly  more  inconvenient  to  business.

Greater  Rate 
Differentials  Urged 


Establishment  of  greater  differ- 
entials in  rail  freight  rates  between 
the  Los  Angeles  area  and  Pacific 
Northwest  was  sought  today  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

o  The  Chamber  contends  that  the 
present  rate  differentials  are  not  in 
proportion  to  the  added  distance 
and  operating  costs  between  the 
Los  Angeles  area  and  Pacific 
Northwest  as  opposed  to  those  be- 
tween the  Bay  Area  and  Northwest. 

The  Chamber  action  followed  a 
recent  decision  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  ordering 
the  rail  carriers  to  revise  their  com- 
modity rates. 

While  the  rates  proposed  by  the 
rail  carriers  to  and  from  Los  An- 
geles are  higher  than  those  to  and 
from  the  Bay  Area,  it  is  the  Cham- 
ber's contention  that  the  differen- 
tials are  not  great  enough  to  pro- 
tect the  geographical  location  of 
the  Bay  Area. 

Testimony  supporting  this  re- 
quest was  presented  by  the  Cham- 
ber's transportation  manager,  Wal- 
ter A.  Rohde,  at  a  public  hearing 
before  traffic  officials  of  railroads 
operating  between  California  and 
the   Pacific   Northwest.

S.  F.  Airport  Landing  Aids  Study  Begins  Soon  . .  . 

A  study  of  landing  aids  require- 
ments of  San  Francisco  Airport  by 
the  Areata  Landing  Aids  Experi- 
ment Station  will  begin  soon,  it  was 
learned  today  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  The  study  will  start  within  30 
days  and  should  be  completed  in 
three  months,  D.  M.  Doolin,  airport 
manager,  said. 

"A  study  ulU  be  made  of  existing  con- 
ditions at  the  airport,  related  to  weather 
records  lor  the  past  10  years,"  Doolin 
stated.  "On  the  basis  of  these  findings. 


a  proposal  will  be  made  reoonamending 
best  combination  of  landing  aids  to  in- 
stall at  the  field  today." 

Doolin  added  that  the  contract  with 
the  Areata  Station  calls  for  periodic  re- 
views of  the  report  in  the  light  of  new 
landing  aid  developments  that  may  be- 
come available  in  the  future. 

Initial  proposal  for  a  landing  aids 
study  was  made  last  spring  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  a 
means  of  determining  the  landing  de- 
vices needed  to  overcome  weather  con- 
ditions and  regularize  landing  operations 
at  the  airport.  Shortly  afterwards  the 
Public  I'tilities  Commission  authorized 
the  study  by  the  Areata  station.

Members  of 
the  Polk  -  Van  Ness  -  Larkin  Merchants 
Association  were  present,  together  with 
Chamber  directors  and  staff  members 
and  R.M.A.  officers  and  directors.

•  TREND 

General  business  activity  in  San 
Francisco  in  August  rose  1.4  per 
cent  above  July  and  was  1.3  per 
cent  above  August  last  year  with 
the  8  months'  average  5.9  per  cent 
above  the  same  period  a  year  ago. 
Our  August  Index  of  Business  Ac- 
tivitv  was  216.6  compared  to  213.7 
in  July  and  213.9  last  August. 

•  EMPLOYMENT 

Total  unemployment  insurance  claims 
in  San  Francisco  tor  week  ending  Sep- 
tember 4  dropped  to  17,812  from  19.920 
a  month  previous,  or  10.6  per  cent.  Com- 
pensable claims  dropped  to  9.644  from 
10,667.  Veterans'  claims  continued,  to- 
taling 5,050  compared  to  5,967  at  the  be- 
ginning of  August.  The  unemployment 
insurance  exhausts  for  week  ending  Sep- 
tember 4  totaled  301  compared  to  411  for 
a  similar  period  a  month  earlier. 

Placements  in  San  Francisco,  reported 
by  the  California  Department  of  Em- 
pioj-ment  during  August,  totaled  4,166  of 
which  3,163  were  industrial  and  1,003 
commercial.  Industrial  placements  dur- 
ing the  first  8  months  were  n.4  per 
cent  less  than  during  the  same  period 
last  year  but  commercial  placements 
were  only  3.5  per  cent  under  the  same 
period  last  year, 

•  RETAIL  TRADE 

August  department  store  retail  sales 
in  San  Francisco  were  3.0  per  cent  be- 
lo%v  August  last  year  with  the  8  months' 
sales  up  3.0  per  cent.  Sales  in  the  Met- 
ropoUtan  area  were  off  1.0  per  cent  in 
August  but  up  3.0  per  cent  for  the  8 
months.  Northern  California  August 
sales  showed  no  change  compared  to 
August  last  .year  but  sales  for  the  8 
months  period  were  up  4.0  per  cent.  The 
Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  District  sales 
during  August  were  1.0  per  cent  above  a 
year  ago  and  the  8  months'  sales  were  up 
7.0  per  cent.  Bakersfield  chalked  up  the 
greatest  improvement  in  August  of  all 
reported  cities  in  the  Twelfth  Federal 
Reserve  District  with  a  20.0  per  cent  in- 
crease in  dollar  value  of  sales  compared 
to  a  year  ago.  Apparel  store  sales  in 
San  Francisco  were  ofT  10.0  per  cent  in 
August  and  5  per  cent  for  the  8-month 
period  compared  to  a  drop  of  5.0  per  cent 
and  1.0  per  cent  respectively  in  the  Dis- 
trict. 

Independent  retail  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco  for  July— the  latest  U.S.  Cen- 
sus Bureau  figures  available — were  up 
3.0  per  cent  and  8.0  per  cent  for  the  7 
months.  Group  sales  for  the  7-month 
period  compared  to  a  year  ago  were  as 
follows:  Food  up  8.0  per  cent;  depart- 
ment stores  3.0  per  cent;  furniture  and 
household  furnishings  20.0  per  cent;  au- 
tomotive 67.0  per  cent;  filling  stations 
15  per  cent;  drug  stores  15  per  cent; 
lumber-building-hardware  19  per  cent; 
while  jewelry  stores,  florists,  cigar 
stores,  liquor  stores  (packaged  goods), 
apparel  stores,  and  eating  and  drinking 
places  were  below  last  year. 


•  WHOLESALE  TRADE 

Pacific  Coast  wholesalers'  sales  for  the 
7-month  period  of  1947.  compared  to  the 
same  period  last  >'ear,  were  up  19  per 
cent,  based  on  Ij.S.  Census  reports. 
Group  sales  were  as  follows:  Automo- 
tive 14  per  cent;  drugs  35  per  cent:  dry 
goods  18  per  cent:  furniture  39  per  cent; 
groceries  4  per  cent;  meat  57  per  cent; 
lumber  45  per  cent,  and  paper  products 
10  per  cent.  Sales  of  jewelry,  tobacco, 
and  leather  were  below  last  >ear. 

•  CONSTRUCTION 

August  building  permits  for  San 
Francisco  amountmg  to  755  and  valued 
at  53,187,302  were  practically  identical 
in  number  to  August  last  }ear,  but  were 
up  13.6  per  cent  m  value.  New  residen- 
tial permits  numbering  231  and  \alued 
at  Sl.967.996  accounted  for  62  per  cent 
of  the  total  value  of  permits  issued  dur- 
ing the  month,  and  provided  for  254 
dwelling  units,  of  which  208  were  single- 
familv  units.  New  non-residential  per- 
mits numbered  14,  valued  at  $383,100, 
and  the  largest  single  permit  issued  was 
to  the  Congregational  Church  in  amount 
of  5140,000.  Additions,  alterations  and 
repairs  numbering  510  valued  at  $836,- 
206  accounted  for  the  preponderance  of 
the  total  number  of  permits  issued  dur- 
ing August. 

•  REAL  ESTATE 

Real  estate  sales  for  August  in  San 
Francisco,  reported  b.\'  Thomas  Magee 
&  Sons,  numbering  1,664  and  valued  at 
$19,270,032  were  above  the  preceding 
monthly  sales  since  March,  1947.  in 
number  of  sales,  but  about  equal  to  the 
monthly  a\erage  value.  Compared  to  last 
August,  sales  were  down  8.4  per  cent 
and  \alue  was  off  16.6  per  cent.  Mort- 
gages and  deeds  of  trust  issued  against 
San  Francisco  real  estate  numbered 
1,638  and  amounted  to  $15,098,383  and 
was  about  equal  to  the  monthl.v  average 
of  the  first  8  months.  Real  estate  sales 
for  the  8-month  period  totaled  12,688 
and  amounted  to  $152,815,689,  compared 
to  15,353  in  number  and  8190,848,789  in 
value  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

•  FINANCE 

Financial  transactions  measured  by 
August  bank  debits  in  San  Francisco 
amounted  to  $2,029,908,000  and  practi- 
cally equaled  the  monthly  average  for 
the  first  8  months,  but  were  5.4  per  cent 
above  last  August  and  the  cumulative 
for  the  8-month  period  was  up  8.6  per 
cent.  Postal  receipts  amounted  to  $1,401, - 
928  and  were  up  4.8  per  cent  compared 
to  last  August,  while  the  8-month  cu- 
mulative was  off  11.8  per  cent.  Shares 
traded  on  the  San  Francisco  Stock  E.\- 
change  during  August  amounted  to  556,- 
845  with  value  of  $9,658,876.  This  was 
the  lowest  month  in  number  since  Au- 
gust 1945  and  in  market  value  since 
October  1944.  In  August  there  were  5 
commercial  failures  reported  in  San 
Francisco  with  liabilities  of  $48,471  and 
assets  of  $44,15,  compared  to  6  failures 
in  the  preceding  month  with  liabilities  of 
$655,264  and  assets  of  $332,112.

Freight  car  movements  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  switching  limits  dur- 
ing August  totaled  53,196  compared  to 
57,988  last  August,  carr.ving  the  8-month 
cumulative  to  412,516  or  3.9  per  cent 
abo\'e  the  same  period  a  v'ear  ago. 
August  ship  arrivals  of  290  and  ship  de- 
partures of  298  were  slightly  below  the 
preceding  month,  but  arrivals  were  5.5 
per  cent  above  last  August  and  depar- 
tures 1.4  per  cent  above.  Net  registered 
tonnage  of  ships  showed  greater  increase 
with  arrivals  up  11.8  per  cent  and  depar- 
tures 9.2  per  cent.

He  claimed  that  any 
plan  for  an  additional  Bay  crossing  must 
be  completely  formulated  to  include  ade- 
quate approaches  and  other  appurte- 
nances which  Hill  permit  use  of  the  full 
capacity  of  the  main  crossing  structure 
without  undue  hazards  or  delays  to 
trans-Bay  traffic  or  the  internal  traffic 
of  the  cities  at  each  end  of  the  crossing.

There  was  organized  in  Washing- 
ton yesterday,  as  a  result  of  numer- 
ous conferences,  a  Joint  Commit- 
tee for  the  American  Merchant 
Marine.  It  will  be  the  function  of 
that  Committee,  at  least  in  its  early 
stages,  to  assist  in  the  dissemina- 
tion of  all  available  information  on 
the  Merchant  Marine  as  presently 
constituted  and  as  is  necessary  to 
serve  the  United  States  in  peace- 
time and  to  act  as  a  powerful 
auxiliary  in  time  of  war. 

A  great  many  organizations,  such 
as  the  National  Federation  of 
American  Shipping,  the  American 
Legion,  the  shipyard  workers,  the 
naval  architects,  and  the  shipbuild- 
ers, all  have  their  individual  pro- 
grams designed  to  awaken  public 
consciousness  as  to  the  status  and 
the  need  of  a  modern  Merchant 
-Marine.  The  Joint  Committee  for 
ihe  American  Merchant  Marine 
will,  in  no  wise,  duplicate  any  of 
these  programs  but  rather  will  as- 
sist in  arranging  for  the  wider  dis- 
semination of  information  and  to 
endeavor  to  prevent  overlapping 
and  duplication.

Two  Bell  Aircraft  helicopters  ar- 
rived at  Oakland  Airport  last  week, 
giving  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
its  first  commercially  operated 
helicopters,  it  was  revealed  by  El- 
mer Schlesinger,  president  of  Heli- 
copter Services  of  California. 

•  They  will  be  used  in  electric  power  line 
and  pipe  line  patrolling,  crop  dusting  and 
other  commercial  work  to  which  the 
helicopter  is  suited,  according  to  Schles- 
inger. 

"Besides  being  used  for  crop  dusting, 
line  and  pipe  patrolling,  helicopters  have 
successfully  been  used  for  mining  and 
e.\ploration,  forest  ranging  and  timber 
patrolling,  merchandise  and  postal  de- 
livery, for  rescue  work  at  sea  and  in 
places  inaccessible  to  other  forms  of 
transportation."  Schlesinger  said.

Prevention  Urged 

A  year-round  fire  prevention 
campaign  to  halt  steadily  rising  an- 
nual fire  losses  was  urged  today  by 
the  Fire  Safety  Committee  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

•  Carl  Li\ingston.  committee  chairman, 
declared.  "It  has  been  estimated  that  our 
annual  fire  loss  will  top  a  billion  dollars 
by  1951  unless  drastic  action  is  taken. 
But  action  is  inefTecti\'e  unless  it  has  the 
whole  hearted  cooperation  of  citizens.  If 
ever.\'  person  will  share  the  responsibility 
in  this  campaign  by  observing  the  simple 
rules  of  fire  prevention,  we  will  go  a  long 
vva.N'  toward  lessening  the  fire  threat  to 
our  nation." 

The  Chamber's  Fire  Safety  Committee 
is  being  joined  in  this  drive  by  the  Junior 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Safety  and 
Transportation  Committee,  of  wiiich 
Loren  Sommer  is  chairman.  Said  Som- 
mer,  "Fire  is  as  great  a  cause  of  death 
as  traffic  accidents.  But,  as  citizens,  we 
can  stem  the  rising  tide  of  death  and  de- 
struction by  fire  by  eliminating  all  pos- 
sible cause  of  fires  in  our  own  homes  and 
places  of  business."

to  Paris  for  showing  of  San  Fran- 
cisco-made styles. 

•  Followingr  a  bon  voyage  party,  the 
delegation  will  depart  for  New  York, 
where  they  v\ill  join  members  of  the  New 
York  press  making  the  Paris  flight. 
While  there  the  local  manufacturers  « ill 
be  hosts  at  a  cocktail  party  for  the  New 
York  press. 

Following  arrival  in  Paris  on  October 
13,  local  manufacturers  will  hold  a  clinic 
with  French  manufacturers  of  fabrics 
and  trimmings  on  October  15. 

On  Friday.  October  16.  the  main  fash- 
ion show  will  be  presented  in  the  Grand 
Ballroom  of  the  Hotel  George  V  for  an 
audience  including  members  of  the 
American  press.  European  press,  repre- 
sentatives of  tlie  French  Couture,  the 
French  government,  attaches  from  Euro- 
pean embassies  stationed  in  Paris,  in  ad- 
dition to  Paris  and  London  industrial 
leaders.  A  collection  of  over  100  San 
Francisco  fashions  specially  designed  for 
the  Paris  showing  will  be  presented. 


Immediate  State  action  toward 
construction  of  a  southern  bay 
crossing  was  sought  today  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

•  In  a  letter  to  Governor  Earl  Warren. 
Carl  J.  Eastman,  Chamber  president, 
tirged  the  Governor  to  direct  the  State 
Toll  Bridge  Authority  to  formulate  and 
execute  plans  for  the  crossing,  including 
estuar.\-  tubes  and  a  marginal  freeway  in 
San  Francisco,  as  proposed  by  the  Joint 
Army-Nav.\-  Board.  Plans  could  include 
such  modifications  as  further  studies 
may  justify.  Eastman  added. 

"We  believe  that  any  Bay  crossing  plan  uhich 
is  adopted  should  be  entirely  complete,  providine 
not  only  a  Bay  crossing  proper,  but  also  adequate 
approaches  and  other  appurtenances  essential  to 
the  safe  accommodation  of  Bay  .\rea  traffic." 
Eastman  declared. 

Official  city  action  toward  the  same  goal  came 
this  week  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which 
placed  itself  firmly  on  record  as  approving  the 
Army-Navy  Board  site.  Voting  unanimously  on 
the  southern  crossing,  the  Board  urged  imtnediate 
action  by  the  Slate  Toll  Bridge  Authority  toward 
constriiction  of  the  crossing.

•   REPORT   ON   THE 

ARMY  SUPPLY   DEPOT 

A  recent  announcement  by  the 
Army  Department  that  the  Benicia. 
Tracy,  and  Lathrop  depots  would 
remain  open  was  received  by  this 
office  with  real  pleasure.  It  ap- 
pears, in  discussing  this  problem 
with  the  Army  authorities,  that 
originally  there  had  been  planned 
four  great  depots — Atlanta,  Colum- 
bus, San  Antonio  and  Ogden.  Nu- 
merous of  the  minor  depots 
throughout  the  country  were  to  be 
deactivated  as  their  current  sup- 
plies were  exhausted.  It  appear.s 
that  there  were  no  plans  instan- 
taneously to  close  the  minor  depots, 
but  rather  not  to  replenish  then 
stocks. 

Strangely  enough,  the  plan  of 
consolidating  the  depots  is  working 
very  well,  according  to  the  Army, 
so  far  as  Atlanta.  Columbus  and 
San  Antonio  are  concerned.  But 
subsequent  studies  disclosed 
freight-rate  structures  would  have 
worked  to  a  disadvantage  in  the 
plan  of  the  Army  to  distribute 
everything  from  Ogden  and  the  net 
result  would  have  been  an  increase 
in  the  cost  of  operating  in  the  Pa- 
cific and  Mountain  States,  rather 
than  effecting  a  savings  as  is  being 
done  in  the  other  three  areas. 

This  may  not  be  the  close  of  this 
particular  issue.  Congressman  Jack 
Z.  Anderson's  subcommittee  of  the 
House  Armed  Services  Committee 
has  been  and  is  holding  hearings 
on  the  use  and  possible  consolida- 
tion of  facilities  throughout  the 
United  States.  The  report  of  his 
group  may  bring  about  the  reopen- 
ing of  this  question  at  a  later  date.

Study  Sought 
For  State  Water 
Resource  Development 


Increased  demands  on  Northern 
California's  water  resources  by 
heavy  population  and  industrial 
growth  brought  a  recommendation 
today  from  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  for  a  pro- 
gram of  water  resource  develop- 
ment. 

While  the  necessity  of  conserving 
California  water  resources  has  long  been 
recognized,  the  Chamber  pointed  out 
that  there  has  been  no  comprehensive 
planning  by  boards  of  engineers  since 
1930.  Futhermore,  the  Chamber  de- 
clared, growth  has  exceeded  expectations 
and  the  results  have  been  exaggerated 
b%'  a  dry  year. 

•  To  make  adequate  provision  for  re- 
lief of  the  water  situation  in  Northern 
California,  the  Chamber's  Special  Proj- 
ects Section,  headed  by  Edward  Rambo 
Browne,  has  proposed  that: 

1)  A  request  be  made  to  (iovemor  Warren** 
Water  Resources  Board  for  a  study  leadlns  toward 
leclslatlon  dlrectlne  a  State  agency  to  concern  It- 
self   with    domestic    and    industrial    water    require- 

2)  All  steps  be  taken  to  brlnK  about  execution 
of  the  water  supply  features  of  the  Central  Valley 
Project : 

3)  A  preliminary  sur\ey  be  undertaiien  to  de- 
termine the  feasibility  of  sponsoring  a  water  re- 
sources study  of  the  12  Bay  Area  counties  leadloc 
toward  outline  of  a  program  for  their  develop- 
ment:   and 

4)  Special  attention  be  given  to  technological 
developments  to  make  use  of  bay  and  ocean  water 
for  domestic  and  industrial  purposes  and  reclaimed 
sewage  for  industrial  purposes. 

Browne  pointed  out  that  without  ade- 
quate provision  for  relief,  communities 
throughout  the  Bay  Region  and  else- 
where in  Northern  California  are  cur- 
rently faced  by  water  shortages. 

"While  San  Francisco's  prospects  of 
continued  adequate  water  supply  are 
better  than  those  of  other  communities." 
he  said,  "the  economic  well-being  of  this 
city  is  largely  dependent  on  the  welfare 
of  the  surrounding  communities."

These  suggested 
changes  include  modification  or  repeal  of 
the  1942  estate  and  gift  ta.x  amendments, 
which  are  working  an  extreme  hardship 
on  taxpayers  in  the  community  propert\- 
states. 

There  is  a  general  understanding  that 
taxpayers  in  community  property  states 
«-lll  not  be  deprived  of  their  right  to 
file  separate  returns.  Xegotiations  are 
still  under  way  as  to  the  soundest 
method  of  taldng  care  of  the  so-called 
inequities  in  requiring  the  filing  of  joint 
returns  in  the  common  law  states.

Firemen,  Police 
Pay  Increase 
Backed  by  Chamber 


Proposed  pay  increase  of  S25  a 
month  to  police  and  firemen  has 
the  endorsement  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  it 
was  announced  today. 
•  The  Chamber's  Board  of  Direc- 
tors endorsed  the  proposal  upon 
recommendation  of  its  Municipal 
Affairs  and  Fire  Safety  Commit- 
tees. 

The  proposal,  which  will  appear  on  the 
Xovember  4  ballot  as  Charter  Amend- 
ment No.  11.  would  increase  to  S315  a 
month  the  present  top  minimum  of  S290 
a  month  for  police  and  firemen. 

At  the  present  salary  scale,  the 
Chcimber  maintains,  both  departments 
are  experiencing  extreme  difficulty  in 
obtaining  personnel  because  of  high 
li\'ing  costs  and  higher  salaries  available 
in  other  jobs.  As  a  result,  there  is  a 
shortage  of  men  and  the  city's  protec- 
tion is  not  as  adequate  as  it  should  be. 

"Views  expressed  by  those  opposed  to 
the  measure  are  based  primarily  on  the 
belief  that  salaries  should  be  set  by 
Salary  .Standardization  rather  than  by 
Charter,"  the   Chamber  stated. 

"It  is  our  opinion,  however,  that  this 
question  is  not  rele\"ant  to  the  oarticu- 
lar  charter  amendment.  Moreover,  the 
delays  inherent  in  going  through  Salarx- 
Standardization  procedure  would  estab- 
lish additional  barriers  to  obtaining 
personnel  and  maintaining  morale  of 
present  Police  and  Fire  Department 
members. 

■■Furthermore,  the  additioDal  S25  per  month 
salary  would  keep  San  Francisco's  salar>  scale 
generally  in  line  «ith  similar  scales  in  other  com- 
munities of  comparahle  size." 

The  Chamber  concluded  b.v  pointing  out  that 
the  determination  of  what  is  *Tighf"  or  "wTong" 
should  not  ite  influenced  by  too  many  technicalities. 

"In  view  of  risks  taken,  high  living  costs  and 
salaries  available  in  other  jobs,  we  believe  that 
the  present   salary  scale  of  police  and   firemen    is

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SAN  FRANCISCO  RETAIL  SALES  UP  7  PER  CENT 


Independent  retail  store  sales  in  San  Francisco  for  the  first  8  months 
were  up  7  per  cent  above  the  same  period  last  year,  according  to  a  study 
released  today  by  the  Research  Department  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

•  August    sales    were    up    10    per  cent  above  July  but  were  off  1  per 
cent  compared  to  August  1946.  the  study  showed. 

Motor  vehicle  dealers  topped  the  advances  for  the  8-month  period 
with  a  gain  of  80  per  cent;  radio-household  appliance  dealers  were 
next  with  a  gain  of  38  per  cent;  meat  markets  followed  with  a  29  per 
cent  gain;  and  lumber-building  materials  with  20  per  cent.  On  the 
other  side  of  the  ledger,  sales  of  furriers  were  off  24  per  cent;  jewelry 
stores  21  per  cent;  liquor  stores  (packaged  goods)  16  per  cent;  and 
women's  apparel  14  per  cent. 

Palo  Alto  led  all  Bay  Area  cities  reported  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
the  Census  during  the  first  eight  months  with  a  gain  of  23  per  cent 
over  the  same  period  last  year,  Berkeley  was  next  with  22  per  cent; 
following  were  San  Jose  17  per  cent,  Alameda  14  per  cent.  Vallejo  13 
per  cent,  Oakland  12  per  cent  and  Richmond  11  per  cent.  Area  sales  of 
Alameda  and  San  Francisco  counties  combined  were  up  9  per  cent  com- 
pared to  16  per  cent  in  Los  Angeles  county  and  23  per  cent  in  Sacra- 
mento county.

Airline  Route  Policies  Are 
Developed  By  S.  F.  Chamber 


Establishment  of  a  comprehensive  policy  to  guide  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  participation  in  air  line  route  development  cases  before 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  was  announced  this  week  by  the  Chamber. 

•  The  policy,  prepared  by  the 
Chamber's  Aviation  Committee 
and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, is  being  distributed  to  major 
U.  S.  Chamber's  of  Commerce  as  an 
example  of  sound  and  practical 
techniques  in  handling  the  many 
problems  facing  U.  S.  communities 
in  matters  relating  to  air  transpor- 
tation. 

The  policy  sets  up  a  framework 
within  which  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  can  assist 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  by 
transmitting  to  the  C.A.B.  factual 
data  which  can  be  used  as  a  basis 
for  Board  decisions  relative  to  new 
or  expanded  air  services. 

Four  types  of  route  development 
cases  are  visualized  by  the  Cham- 
ber's policy.    These  are: 

(1)  Basic     Air     Transportation 
Policy 

(2)  Initiatory  Action  Where  No 
Air  Service  Exists 

(3)  New,    Non-Competitive   Air 
Carrier  Services 

(4)  Competitive.  Duplicating 
Air  Services 

•  Comiuenting  on  the  policy, 
George  C.  Tenney,  chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Aviation  Committee, 
said,  "careful  and  detailed  consid- 
eration of  all  of  the  problems  in- 
volved led  to  the  framing  of  a  pol- 
icy wherein  the  Chamber  assumes 
the  community  responsibility  of  as- 
sembling and  transmitting  to  the 
C.A.B.  unbiased,  factual  informa- 
tion which  the  C.A.B.  can  then  use 
as  'tools'  in  reaching  a  technically 
involved  and  complex  decision."

•  A  series  of  reports  on  problems 
of  the  greatest  interest  to  business 
has  been  released  in  Washington 
within  the  past  weeks.  They  should 
be  read  by  every  business  leader.

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Chamber  Housing  Survey 

A  minimum  of  44,180  dwelling  units  should  be  constructed  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  metropolitan  area  in  1948  to  meet  the  current  demand 
for  housing  and  provide  for  replacements,  including  temporary  war 
housing  and  blighted  dwelling  units,  according  to  a  comprehensive  hous- 
ing survey  prepared  by  the  Research  Department  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The  survey  shows  a  total  of  55,242  dwelling  units  as  the  1948  need  for 
the  nine  counties  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area. 

Commenting  on  housing  production  in  1947,  the  Chamber  report  points 
out  that  while  the  housing  need  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Metropoli- 
tan Area  during  the  year  is  an  estimated  43,419  dwelling  units,  figures  for 
the  first  nine  months  of  1947  show  only  14,012  dwelling  units  started  with 
possibilities  of  17,515  started  for  the  full  year. 

•  1947  needs  for  the  nine-county  Bay  Area  are  estimated  at  54,230  dwell- 
ing units  with  the  possibility  that  only  21,438  of  these  units  will  be  started 
during  the  entire  year. 

The  Chamber  survey,  which  covers  Bay  Area  housing  needs  from  1947 
to  1952,  develops  an  accurate  appraisal  of  dwelling  units  available  in  the 
area;  determines  the  approximate  annual  requirements  of  dwelling  units 
in  the  area  during  the  six  year  period  1947-1952;  and  lists  the  total  number 
of  dwelling  units  provided  the  past  seven  years  and  the  current  pro- 
duction trend  since  the  war.

New  Data  on  Fats  and 
Oils  for  West  Compiled 

Over  612,000  tons  of  various  raw 
materials  were  consumed  in  the  11 
western  states  during  1946  for 
vegetable  oil  production,  accord- 
ing to  U.  ,S.  Census  Bureau  data 
just  released  by  the  Industrial  De- 
partment of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  The  western  states  used  o\er  6.3  per 
cent  of  all  materials  consumed  in  the 
U.  S.  for  vegetable  oil  production  dur- 
ing 1946,  the  Chamber  report  said.

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Wholesale  Sales  Up  13   Per  Cent 


Wholesale  sales  in  the  Pacific  Coast  Division  during  the  first  9  months 
of  1947  were  18  per  cent  above  the  same  period  last  year,  according  to  a 
report  released  today  by  the  Research  Department  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

September  sales  were  up  19  per  cent  above  last  September  and  12  per 
cent  above  August.  September  sales  in  the  nation  were  up  20  per  cent 
compared  to  last  September,  and  the  9  months  cumulative  up  21  per  cent, 
based  on  reports  by  the  U.  S.  Census  Bureau. 

The  neighboring  Intermountain  Region  again  led  all  regions  in  the 
United  States  for  the  first  9  months  with  an  increase  of  28  per  cent;  the 
South  Atlantic  followed  with  a  26  per  cent  gain,  and  the  East  South 
Central  and  the  East  North  Central  groups  both  reported  23  per  cent 
increase  for  the  cumulative  period.  The  Middle  Atlantic  reported  the 
least  gain — 14  per  cent.

Housing  Aids 
Suggested  by  Marcus 
At  Gamble  Hearing 

Revision  of  the  s.vstem  of  distri- 
bution of  building  materials  from 
manufacturer  to  consumer;  elim- 
ination of  any  labor  practices 
leading  to  excessive  costs;  and  the 
erection  of  rental  units  by  private 
enterprise  should  be  encouraged 
by  local  and  federal  authorities. 

These  were  the  conclusions  and 
recommendations  presented  by 
William  A.  Marcus,  special  hous- 
ing representative  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
appearing  before  the  Gamble 
Joint  Committee  to  Investigate 
Housing. 

•  Commenting  on  the  rental  prob- 
lem, the  Marcus  report  pointed  out 
that  venture  capital  had  not  been 
attracted  to  the  erection  of  multi- 
family  rental  units  because  of  ris- 
ing and  uncertain  building  and  la- 
bor costs;  shortage  of  materials; 
deficiencies  of  labor;  government 
control  of  rents  until  July  1.  1947; 
and  uncertainty  of  availability  of 
governmental  guaranty  on  FHA 
loans. 

Following  the  recent  release  of 
the  Chamber's  Housin.s;  survey 
and  the  Marcus  report,  the  Cham- 
ber's research  department  receiv- 
ed numerous  inquiries  concerning 
studies  of  the  operating  costs  of 
rental  units.  Contrary  to  previous 
reports,  the  Chamber,  according  to 
Research  Manager  Ralph  Koeber, 
"has  made  no  surveys  dealing 
with  this  phase  of  the  rental  pic- 
ture."

Orders  44  New 
Passenger  Cars 


Orders  have  been  placed  by  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  for  44 
additional  new  lightweight  stream- 
lined passengers  cars,  the  com- 
pany announced  this  week.  This 
latest  order  brings  to  a  total  of 
more  than  $95,000,000  the  com- 
pany's postwar  purchase  of  freight 
and  passenger  equipment. 

•  Of  the  new  cars  just  ordered  41  will 
be  sleeping  cars  with  room  space  ex- 
clusively and  of  more  modern  design 
throughout,  according  to  A.  T.  Mercier, 
president  of  the  railroad,  who  said  the 
cars  will  be  for  ser^ce  on  various  of 
the   company's    principal    trains. 

Less  than  half  the  15,750  freight  and 
refrigerator  cars  ordered  by  the  rail- 
road since  V-J  Day  have  been  received 
to  date,  because  of  material  shortages 
and  other  difficulties  encountered  by 
the   builders,   Mr.   Mercier   said. 

Deliveries  of  freight  equipment  are 
being  made  in  some  quantity  now.  al- 
though not  at  the  rate  which  the  buifd- 
ers  predicted  a  few  months  ago.  it  was 
stated.  Completion  of  deliveries  of  the 
compan\'s  freight  cars  still  on  order  is 
not  expected  before  next  summer,  but 
last  of  the  5.000  new  refrigerator  cars, 
now  being  delivered,  is  promised  dur- 
ing March. 

•  Of  51  Diesel-electric  locomotives,  in- 
cluding 28  main  line  freight  and  pas- 
senger locomotives  of  6.000  horsepower 
each,  all  but  three  are  expected  to  be 
in  service  on  Southern  Pacific  lines 
within  the  ne.xt  three  months,  accord- 
ing to  latest  estimates  from  the 
builders. 

First  of  the  post^var  deliveries  of  the 
107  new  passenger  cars  now  on  order 
is  not  expected  until  next  .August,  and 
the  car  manufacturers  can  not  promise 
to  start  deliveries  on  the  latest  order 
for  41  sleeping  cars  until  the  second 
quarter  of  1949,  Mr.  Jlercier  said.

Area  counties,  and  so  every  eflort  should  be  made 
to  expedite  work  on  this  structure  just  as  much 
as    possible. 

"There  are  si>  many  other  activities  facing  our 
new  Directors  that  it  would  not  be  possible  for 
me  at  this  tiiTie  to  enumerate  them  all  and  dis- 
cuss them  in  detail.  A  few  of  the  most  import- 
ant projects  are  the  many  activities  connected

•  TREND 

General  business  activity  in  San  Francisco  continued  to  climb  during 
October  with  the  trend  turning  sharply  upward  from  September.  Finan- 
cial transactions  established  an  all-time  monthly  high,  and  the  number 
of  building  permits  were  the  highest  in  twenty  years.  Our  October 
Index  at  249.5  was  9.6  per  cent  above  September  and  11.5  per  cent  above 
October  last  year.  The  Index  average  for  the  10-month  period  of  223.9 
was  up  6.3  per  cent  compared  to  the  similar  period  last  year. 

•  construct;on 

San  Francisco  building  permits  for  October  numbering  962  attained  the  highest 
monthly  total  in  20  years,  and  only  a  few  times  during  the  building  surge  of  the 
middle  twenties  was  this  total  exceeded.  October  building  permits  value — the 
second  consecutive  month  this  year — exceeded  five  million  dollars  and  was  91.4 
per  cent  abo\'e  October  a  year  ago. 

New  residential  construction  accounted  for  293  permits  valued  at  $2,881,131  and 
provided  for  341  dwelling  units,  of  which  2.51  were  single-family  units.  New  non- 
residential construction  accounted  for  26  permits  amounting  to  $918,.575;  the  larger 
projects  in  this  group  include  private  schools  and  convent  for  $230,000;  two  ware- 
houses $266,000;  a  restaurant  $100,000;  and  an  auto  parts  building  $110,000.  Addi- 
tions, alterations  and  repairs  accounted  for  643  permits  valued  at  .$1,228,312;  in 
this  group,  residential  construction  accounted  for  271  permits  valued  at  $360,483, 
and  non-residential,  365  permits  valued  at  $8.56,824.  Permits  for  the  10  months 
cumulative  numbering  7,184  with  value  of  $38,116,838.  were  up  2.7  per  cent  in 
number  and  6.8  per  cent  in  value  compared  to  the  same  period  last  year.  Of  this 
year's  total  value  of  building  permits,  new  residential  permits  accounted  for  48.9 
per  cent,  new  non-residential  for  38.3  per  cent,  and  additions,  alterations  and 
repairs  12.8  per  cent  of  the  value. 

•  EMPLOYMENT 

Employment  conditions  in  San  Francisco  continued  to  improve  throughout  Octo- 
ber. Unemployment  claims  in  San  Francisco  for  week  ending  November  6 
amounted  to  14,802,  which  was  2.2  per  cent  below  the  corresponding  week  in  Octo- 
ber. Compensable  claims  were  down  7  per  cent  to  7,954.  Veterans-Claims-Con- 
tinued were  down  8.8  per  cent  to  3.159;  and  unemplojment  insurance  exhausts  of 
272  were  29  per  cent  lower  than  in  the  preceding  period. 

Placements  in  San  Francisco  during  October  totaled  4,703,  of  which  3,680  were 
in  the  industrial  field  and  1,023  in  the  commercial  field. 

Total  placements  in  the  State  during  October  were  distributed  among  the  indi- 
vidual groups  as  follows:  manufacturers  32  per  cent;  wholesale  and  retail  19  per 
cent;  service  9.6  per  cent;  transportation  and  communications  8.9  per  cent;  con- 
struction 8.2  per  cent;  private  households  8.2  per  cent;  regular  government  estab- 
lishments 5.8,  and  miscellaneous  8.5  per  cent.

Bay  Area  Unity  Seen 
In  Industrial  Exposition 


Unification  of  the  industrial  Bay 
Area  is  the  keynote  of  the  Bay 
Area  Industrial  Exposition  being 
planned  now  for  July  2  to  9  inclu- 
sive, 1948,  it  is  stated  by  Frank  H. 
Schoenbein,  Exposition  board 
chairman. 

•  Schoenbein  pointed  out  that  the 
industrial  show,  which  was  orig- 
inated by  the  San  Francisco  Jun- 
ior Chamber  of  Commerce  with 
the  support  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  promote 
Bay  Area  industry,  will  be  a  gi- 
gantic showcase  dramatically  re- 
vealing the  region's  industrial 
progress  since  the  great  gold  strike 
of  1848. 

"Business  groups  and  chambers  of 
commerce  from  all  the  major  cities  of 
the  12  Bay  Area  counties  are  uniting 
to  make  the  Exposition  represent  a 
powerful  regional  movement,"  Schoen- 
bein said.

Pillar  Point  Project 
Improved  In  Part 

Construction  of  a  rubble-mound 
breakwater  at  Pillar  Point  and  a 
breakwater  south  of  Princeton  was 
approved  last  week  by  the  Dis- 
trict Engineer,  U.  S.  Army. 

•  The  Filllar  Point  breakwater  will  ex- 
tend 2500  feet  south  with  an  arm  of 
2000  feet  additional  toward  shore.  The 
second  breakwater  would  extend  out 
from  shore  a  mile  south  of  Princeton. 

Construction  of  this  project  will  leave 
a  harbor  entrance  of  about  1000  feet 
betv\een  the  two  breakwaters.  The  area 
enclosed  will  be  about  one  and  one-half 
miles  at  the  north  end  of  Half  Moon 
Bay.  providing  an  extensive  harbor  for 
fishing  and  other  small  craft  and  ap- 
proximately two  miles  of  protected 
beach. 

The  project  must  now  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Engineers  for  Rivers  and  Harbors  and 
be  included  in  a  bill  for  appropriation  of  the 
necessar.v  funds.  Cost  Is  estimated  at  $5,000,000. 
of  which  local  groups  must  bear  $412,000  besides 
being  required  to  establish  a  port  district  or 
similar  organization  to  furnish  land  and  rights 
of  way  and  provide  and  maintain  landing  and 
mooring    facilities. 

This  propect  had  the  support  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  testified  on 
its  behalf  at  a  hearing  before  the  District  En- 
gineer.

850  repre- 
sentatives of  more  than  300  Bay 
Area  organizations  voted  over- 
whelmingly in  favor  of  the  south- 
ern crossing. 

Appearing  on  behalf  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  President 
Carl  J.  Eastman  declared  the  Chamber 
has  reaffirmed  its  endorsement  of  the 
southern  crossing  subject  to  such  modi- 
fications as  further  studies  may  justify.

Trade  Group  Here 


San  Francisco's  long-awaited  Foreign  Trade  Zone  became  a  reality 
this  week. 

•  Meeting  Monday  (December  8)  in  Washington,  the  Board  of  Alter- 
nates, Foreign  Trade  Zones  Board  gave  its  approval  to  the  city's  appU- 
cation  for  use  of  part  of  Pier  45  as  a  zone  site.  Final  approval  will  come 
from  the  Secretaries  of  Commerce.  Treasury  and  War  Departments. 

As  a  foreign  trade  zone.  Pier  45  be- 
comes a  port  where  foreign  goods  can 
be  stored  and  processed  for  eventual 
entry  into  the  t'nited  States  or  trans- 
shipment without  pajTnent  of  duty. 

Hailing  the  decision  of  the  Board, 
Carl  J.  Eastman,  president,  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  declared, 
"Approval  of  San  Francisco's  proposed 
Foreign  Trade  Zone  is  new  recognition 
of  the  city's  growing  prestige  as  the  in- 
ternational capital  of  the  West. 
•  "Coming  shortly  after  the  approval 
of  a  World  Trade  Center  for  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  recent  establishment  of  a 
World  Affairs  Council,  this  action  com- 
pletes a  series  of  progressive  steps  be- 
ing taken  to  make  San  Francisco  a 
leader  in  world  affairs."  Eastman  said. 

"As  original  sponsors  of  the  Foreign 
Trade  Zone  Act  of  1934  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  foreign  trade  zone  in  San 
Francisco,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  «ill  not  only  promote  the 
use  of  the  zone  locaUy,  but  «-lll  take 
the  lead  in  advertising  its  facilities 
abroad." 

Establishment  of  the  foreign  trade 
:one  in  San  Francisco  will  help  to  make 
San  Francisco's  harbor  the  greatest  in 
the  Pacific  Basin,  according  to  Al\-in  C. 
Eichholz.  manager  of  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Depeirtment. 

"It  will  not  only  increase  the  volume 
of  imports  at  this  port,"  Hchholz  said, 
■'but  wm  also  serie  to  advertise  San 
Francisco's  port  to  world  traders  in 
foreign  countries." 

San  Francisco's  interest  in  a  foreign  trade  zone 
;s   historical. 

In  1917  the  San  Francisco  Chamti^r  of  Com- 
merce initiated  congressional  legislations  to  pro- 
vide for  foreign  trade  zone  operations  at  Ctiited 
states  ports.  This  culminated  in  passage  of  the 
Foreign  Trade  Zone  .\ct  in  1934,  authorizing  both 
pubUc  and  private  corporations  to  make  appU- 
cations  to  the  Foreign  Trade  Zone  Board  for  the 
privilege  of  establisliinK  operations  and  maintain- 
ing Foreign  Trade  Zones. 

Shortl.v  after  the  approval  of  the  A-'t  by  Con- 
gress, the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners 
made  applications  in  1936  for  a  foreign  trade 
zone  to  be  located  at  Pier  45.  The  permit  w&s 
not  approved  b.v  the  Zone's  Board,  whi^ji  gave  as 
its  reasons  the  lack  of  protection  against  possible 
smuggling  and  lack  of  space  for  expansion  should 
the  zone's  operations  at  Pier  4o  outgrow  that 
facility. 

.\gain.  in  1938.  the  Harbor  Board  submitted  a 
new  application  calling  for  location  of  the  zone 
at  Piers  90-92.  Islais  Creek.  -Action  on  this  ap- 
plication was  delayed  during  the  war. 

In  1^6  the  Harbor  Department  again  acti- 
vated its  application,  offering  as  an  alternative 
site  Pier  50.  e.vtension  to  Slissiion  Rock,  as  well 
as   a   request    for  reconsideration  of   Pier  4.^. 

After  an  excliange  of  views  with  the  Foieign 
Trade  Zone  Board,  the  Harbor  Department  sub- 
mitted an  amended  application  last  June  which 
called  for  the  location  of  the  zone  at  pier  15, 
^vith  the  undersitanding  that  should  operations 
outgrow  these  facilities.  It  would  lie  moved  to  the 
new  facility  now  being  eonstmcted  at  Mission  Bock. 

Ali  this  work  in  supplying  up-to-date  informa- 
tion on  anticipated  tonnage,  costs  of  operation 
and  other  data  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  a 
Foreign  Trade  Zone  in  San  Francisco  was  carried 
by  General  Robert  H.  Wylie.  manager.  Port  of 
San  Francisco.  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners, and  the  Foreign  Trade  Zone  Committee 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commence, 
headed   by  G.    A.    Gumbrecl^t

BAY  REGION  BUSINESS 
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State  Has  Grown 

43  Per  Cent  Since  1940 


California's  increase  in  popula- 
tion since  1940  exceeds  the  total 
population  of  anj'  one  of  32  states 
of  the  nation,  it  was  revealed  to- 
day by  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

•  Citing  data  recently  released  by 
the  U.S.  Census  Bureau.  G.  L.  Fox, 
manager  of  the  Chamber's  Indus- 
trial Department,  revealed  that  as 
of  Julv  1.  1947.  California's  popu- 
lation "was  9.876.000.  which  is  an 
increase  of  2,968.613.  or  43  per  cent 
since  April  1,  1940. 

"Most  Californians  do  not  appreciate 
the  full  significance  of  the  growth  which 
has  occurred  in  this  state,  although  it  is 
beiBg  more  and  more  carefully  studied 
by  market  analysts  throughout  the 
countrv,"  said  Fox. 

The 'three  next  fastest  growing  states 
in  the  nation  are  Michigan,  Ohio  and 
Texas,  but  together  they  had  an  in- 
crease of  only  2,561.458.  according  to 
Fox. 

•  CaUfornia's  increase  was  2.98  times 
that  for  Michigan:  3.43  times  that  for 
Ohio-  4.22  times  that  for  Texas;  4.84 
times  that  for  New  York:  5.85  times 
that  for  Washington  and  5.97  times 
that  for  Florida,  these  being  the  next 
fastest  growing  states. 

Fox  said  that  if  the  entire  194"  popu- 
lation of  JIaine,  New  Hampshire,  Ver- 
mont and  Rhode  Island  had  moved  to 
Calilornia,  the  number  would  not  have 
been  as  great  as  California's  2,968,613 
increase. 

Coast  Retail  and 
Wholesale  Sales  Up 

San  Francisco  department  store  re- 
tail sales  during  October  were  one  per 
cent  below  October.  1946.  but  up  two 
per  cent  for  the  week  ending  November 
8,  and  up  three  per  cent  for  the  10 
months'  cumulative  period,  according  to 
a  Chamber  Research  Department  study 
based  on  figures  released  by  the  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco. 

•  Latest  independent  retail  store  sales 
in  San  Francisco,  reported  by  the  U.  S. 
Census  Bureau,  compared  favorably 
with  six  other  key  cities  in  the  nation. 
September  sales  compared  to  a  year 
ago  in  San  Francisco  were  up  11  per 
cent;  Los  Angeles  up  seven  per  cent; 
Chicago  13  per  cent;  Washington,  D.C.. 
nine  per  cent;  Boston  down  one  per 
cent;  and  Baltimore  up  nine  per  cent. 

Indettendent  retail  store  sales  Eain  fn  >an 
FrBnclsco  of  11  per  cent  for  Septenihi-r  and  seven 
per  cent  for  the  nine-month  cumulative  period 
were  creater  than  department  store  sales  of  six 
and  three  per  cent  respectively  for  the  same 
period.  The  trend  of  independent  store  sales  tn 
other  Bay  cities  for  September  for  the  same 
periods  were:  Alameda,  up  13  and  U  per  cent 
respectively;  Berkeley.  12  and  21  per  cent ;  Oak- 
land. 10  and  12  per  cent;  Palo  Alto,  l"  and  23 
per  cent:  San  Jose.  2  and  13  per  rent;  and  Val- 
iejo,    16   and    12    per   cent. 

Pacific  Coast  wholesale  sales  during  September 
were  up  12  per  cent  over  August  and  19  per  cent 
over  last  September,  with  the  9  months"  cumu- 
lative up  18  per  cent.

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•  GROWTH 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  by  mid-1948  will 
have  absorbed  more  than  one  million  new  residents 
since  1940.  Therefore,  to  support  and  supply  the 
needs  of  these  new  residents,  the  Bay  Area  economy 
will  need  in  1948  nearly  60  per  cent  more  consumer 
goods,  on  a  unit  basis,  than  it  required  in  1940.  There 
are  about  2,670.000  perso"ns  in  the  Bay  Area  (Nine 
Counties)  or  27  per  cent  of  the  State  total.  The  net 
gain  in  residents  in  this  Area  exceeds  the  entire 
present  population  of  such  prominent  areas  as  the 
District  of  Columbia,  or  the  State  of  Maine.  Fed- 
eral Agencies  during  1947  again  confirmed  that  this 
Area  is  experiencing  the  greatest  growth  of  any 
of  the  major  urban  areas  in  the  nation. 

Estimated  194"  income  of  the  ciWlian  residents  in  the 
Nine  Bay  Counties  w1U  probably  reach  ^,200,000,000.  The 
cl\Tlian  emploj-ment  «1ll  approximate  1,050,000  persons  or 
270,000  above  the  1940  level.  Bay  .-irea  financial  transac- 
tions for  1947,  measured  by  bank  debits  to  indi\idual 
accounts,  will  amount  to  about  S33,000,000,000  or  10 
per  cent  above  the  preceding  year,  and  2.7  times  the  pre- 
war level.  This  year's  retail  trade  is  estimated  at  about 
S2,800.000.000,  and  trade  at  wholesale  at  just  under  $6,- 
000,000,000. 

•  CONSTRUCTION 

In  both  real  estate  sales  and  private  building  con- 
struction, the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  chalked  up 
another  great  year  in  its  history  during  1947.  Present 
indications  are  that  total  construction  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  during  1947  will  be  about 
5450.000,000  and  will  be  divided  practically  equal 
between  so-called  "heavy"  and  ordinary  construc- 
tion types.  Building  permits  for  26  reported  cities 
in  this  Area  will  account  for  5170.000,000  with  an- 
other $55,000,000  for  unreported  areas,  making  a 
total  of  $225,000,000  in  ordinary  construction,  of 
which  total  housing  represents  70  per  cent. 

Durinrr  1947  Bay  Area  housing  starts  will  provide  about 
21,000  dwelling  units.  At  the  average  construction  costs 
this  year,  these  dwellings  will  amount  to  about  §160,000,- 
000.  The  annual  market  for  dwelling  units  in  the  Bay 
.4rea  during  the  next  6  years  is  estimated  at  nearly  three 
times  the  number  started  this  year,  and  at  present  costs 
would  amoimt  to  approximately  $436,000,000. 

About  84  per  cent  of  the  postwar  housing  pro- 
vided in  this  Area  has  been  o'^VTier-type  or  for  sale 
units  and  only  16  per  cent  rental-type  units — against 


an  average  demand  of  about  50  per  cent  of  each 
type  by  the  Bay  Area  economy.  Possibilities  for 
rental-type  units  during  the  coming  year  will  be 
better,  as  some  of  the  outstanding  local  builders 
have  announced  plans  to  build  multi-family  dwel- 
ling units;  one  group  alone  has  projected  a  series 
of  privately  financed  six  and  eight-story  multi-fam- 
ily dwelling  units  sufficient  to  accommodate  ten 
thousand  people. 

California  total  construction  during  1947  will  amount  to 
more  than  one  billion  and  one-quarter  dollars,  and  will  lead 
all  States  in  the  nation  with  Texas  and  New  York  follow- 
ing. 

•  PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENTS 

In  addition  to  the  tremendous  private  industrial 
expansion  program  in  this  area,  many  public  im- 
provements are  being  planned  by  the  various  com- 
munities. Outstanding,  are  the  Progress  Bonds  for 
$87,050,000  approved  recently  by  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  to  provide  for  basic  public  improvements, 
including  $22,500,000  for  rehabilitation  of  the  mu- 
nicipal railway  system;  $22,850,000  for  street  im- 
provements, including  special  provision  for  several 
major  through-streets  and  street  extensions;  $5,000,- 
000  to  provide  off-street  parking  facilities  to  relieve 
congestion  and  expedite  traffic;  $12,000,000  to  pay 
the  cost  of  improving  and  enlarging  public  play- 
grounds and  recreation  centers  for  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco;  and  525,000,000  to  pay  the 
cost  of  construction  of  a  second  pipeline  across  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley  to  augment  the  existing  water 
supply  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
Ci\dc  plans  for  1948  call  for  expenditure  of  nearly 
$33,000,000  in  San  Francisco  for  immediate  improve- 
ment of  the  transit  system,  streets,  recreation  and 
water  supply. 

.\lso  some  public  utility  corporations,  such  as  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Co.,  and  the  Pacific  Telephone  &  Tele- 
graph Co.,  with  headquarters  in  San  Francisco,  have  ex- 
tensive expansion  programs  reaching  into  hundreds  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars  for  the   1946-1948  period. 

•  EMPLOYMENT 

Civilian  employment  outlook  in  the  Bay  Area  con- 
tinues to  be  good  in  certain  skilled  building  trades 
and  in  some  clerical  and  semi-professional  and  pro- 
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fessional  lines.  Estimated  total  civilian  employ- 
ment for  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  at  the  close  of 
1947  was  about  4  per  cent  above  the  Spring  level. 
The  pattern  of  employment  in  the  Bay  Area  by 
various  industry  groups  in  1947  corresponds  more 
nearly  to  the  1940  pattern  than  during  any  inter- 
vening year  as  the  activity  became  more  closely  re- 
lated to  a  civilian  economy.  Particularly  is  this  true 
in  the  major  groups  such  as  manufacturing,  trade, 
service,  and  government  employment. 

The  distortion  of  the  Bay  Area  civilian  economy 
by  war  activities  and  the  return  toward  normalcy  is 
illustrated  in  the  following  table:

Unemployment  claims  in  the  State  at  the  begin- 
ning of  December  were  25  per  cent  fewer  than  for  a 
corresponding  period  last  year.  The  Bay  Area, 
which  contains  about  30  per  cent  of  the  insured 
workers  of  the  State,  accounted  for  only  19  per  cent 
of  the  State's  total  unemployment  claims.  The  Bay 
Area's  industrial  relations  have  made  marked  im- 
provement in  recent  years.  Industrial  disputes  here 
during  the  past  5  years  average  50  per  cent  below 
the  1935-1939  base  "period,  while  disputes  in  the  na- 
tion average  50  per  cent  increase.  One  hundred 
forty  major  labor  contracts  were  negotiated  in  this 
Area  during  1946  and  all  but  one  were  settled  with- 
out a  strike,  indicating  that  one  hundred  thirty-nine 
unions  were  willing  to  sit  it  out  at  a  bargaining  table 
rather  than  fight  it  out  on  picket  lines. 

•  MANUFACTURING 

Bay  Area  industrial  expansions  during  1947  con- 
tinued to  hold  nation-wide  attention  with  new  in- 
dustries and  expansions  amounting  to  600  projects 
with  investments  of  100  million  dollars.  Nearly 
2,000  industrial  projects  have  been  announced  for 
Northern  California  since  V.  J.  Day  with  total  out- 
lays of  325  million  dollars. 

During  the  year  the  Ford  Motor  C!ompany  and  the  Gen- 
eral Motors  Corporation  offered  to  purchase  more  than 
100  million  dollars  worth  of  car  parts  a  year  from  Cali- 
fornia niaiiiilacturers,  and  a  number  of  plants  in  the  Bay 
Area  havi-  alnady  signed  contracts.  Of  200  of  the  largest 
industrial  projicts,  46  expected  to  invest  1  million  dollars 
or  more  on  tiicir  individual  projects;  whereas  34  expected 
to  expend  between  500  thousand  and  1  million  dollars; 
and  90  others  planned  programs  ranging  from  100  to  500 
thousand  dollars.  More  than  one-quarter  of  the  major 
projects  are  related  to  the  food  industry.

Soup  Company,  completion  of  new  plant  $4,000,000; 
Rheem  Manufacturing  Company,  56-acre  site  for 
new  plant  $4,000,000;  General  Foods  Corporation, 
27-acre  site  for  largest  of  company's  plants  in  the 
United  States,  $4,000,000;  American  Radiator  & 
Sanitary  Corporation,  new  plant  on  5'A  acres  being

plant  expansion.  $1,000,000;  Hall  Scott  Motor  Car 
Corporation,  reorganization  and  expansion,  undis- 
closed; Rossotti  West  Coast  Lithograph  Corporation, 
new  plant.  $1,000,000;  Food  Machinery  Corporation, 
general  expansion.  $1,000,000;  Libby  McNeill  & 
Libby,  plant  expansion,  $1,000,000;  and  Tea  Garden 
Products  Company,  10-acre  site  for  new  factory, 
$1,000,000. 

There  are  a  number  of  smaller  communities  in 
the  Bay  Region  in  addition  to  the  larger  central 
cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland,  which  are 
sharing  in  the  rapid  industrial  development.  They 
include  Pittsburg.  Richmond,  San  Leandro,  Crock- 
ett, Hayward,  San  Jose,  Redwood  City,  Santa  Clara, 
Alameda,  Berkeley,  Emeryville,  Sunnyvale,  Antioch, 
South  San  Francisco,  Avon,  Alviso  and  Nilcs. 
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Plant  expansions  and  equipment  eostinji  $70,000,000, 
aiithoriz.ed  by  the  II.S.  Steel  Corporation  in  the  Western 
states  since  the  end  of  the  war,  were  recently  announced 
to  supply  an  increased  demand  for  steel  by  the  widespread 
and  diversified  expansion  of  industries  in  the  West.  Geneva 
Steel  Co.,  Utah,  has  a  program  for  production  of  85,000 
to  95,000  tons  of  steel  Ingots  per  month;  approximately 
50,000  tons  of  steel  plate  are  made  from  these  ingots,  11,000 
tons  for  structural  shapes  and  6,000  tons  for  steel  billets 
monthly.  There  are  5,600  persons  employed  at  the  Geneva 
Works.  Included  in  this  giant  steel  program  is  a  new  $Z5,- 
000,000  cold  roll  reduction  mill  at  Pittsburg  to  make  sheet 
steel  and  tin  plate.  About  800  men  will  be  required  to  run 
the  new  mill  at  Pittsburg  in  addition  to  the  3,000  already 
employed  there  by  Columbia  Steel  Co. 

•  RETAIL  TRADE.  CONSUMER  DEMAND 

Retail  sales  in  the  Bay  Area  are  expected  to  reach 
about  $2,800,000,000  in'  1947  or  $330,000,000  above 
the  1946  level,  and  more  than  $1,900,000,000  above 
the  prewar  level.  Net  increase  in  taxable  retail 
sales  outlets  in  the  Bay  Area  rose  at  the  rate  of 
about  400  per  month  during  the  past  year,  bringing 
the  total  outlets  to  62,921  on  July  1,  1947  for  a  gain 
of  4,736  outlets  or  8.1  per  cent  above  the  previous 
year. 

•  CONVENTIONS  AND  TOURISTS 

A  three-year  California  Centennial  Celebration 
has  been  scheduled  for  1948-49-50.  Plans  are  being 
shaped  by  the  Governor-appointed  State  Centennial 
Commission  so  that  it  "shall  result  in  as  many  ac- 
complishments of  value  as  possible." 

The  Bay  Region,  with  its  rich  historical  significance  in 
relation  to  the  discovery  of  gold  in  California  and  the  es- 
tablishment of  Statehood,  will  play  a  leading  role.  One 
of  the  principal  tourist  agencies  anticipates  that  during 
1948  alone,  tourists  to  the  Bay  Area  and  Northern  Cali- 
fornia will  spend  over  one  hundred  million  dollars.  San 
Francisco,  key  city  to  the  .Area,  has  many  charming  hotels 
and  world-famed  eating  places  and  many  convenient  meet- 
ing places.  Convention  delegates  alone  pouring  into  this 
community  average  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  per 
year. 

•  WORLD  TRADE 

San  Francisco  Bay  Area  business  men  will  proba- 
bly ring  up  about  1  billion  dollars  worth  of  trade 
with  foreign  countries  and  U.S.  possessions  during 
1947  and  set  up  a  new  volume  record.  Final  reports 
for  1946  revealed  total  trade  of  649  million  dollars. 

The  figures  re-emphasize  the  fact  that  a  part  of  almost 
every  income  dollar  earned  in  the  northern  California  area 
is  derived  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  activities  of  the 
port.  The  farmer,  manufacturer,  merchant,  railroads, 
steamships,  banks,  insurance  companies,  warehouses,  labor- 
er, and  the  householder  are  involved  in  the  movement  of 
these  goods. 

The  Philippines  now  offer  excellent  overseas  op- 
portunities for  Bay  Area  investors,  the  great  Bay 
Area  construction  firms,  manufacturers  and  foreign 
traders.  The  United  States  is  preparing  to  advance 
and  pay  war  damage  aggregating  more  than  750 
million  dollars  into  the  Philippines  during  the  next 
few  years. 

•  World  Trade  Center 

Authorization  by  the  State  Legislature  during  the 
year  of  the  $55,000,000  San  Francisco  World  Trade 
Center,  and  the  Governor's  appointment  of  an 
eleven-member  World  Trade  Center  Authority, 
were  major  strides  in   the   implementation   of  this 


great  Trade  Center.  Recognized  as  a  long-range 
project  requiring  a  number  of  years  for  completion, 
some  of  the  progressive  steps  include  perfecting  an 
organization  plan;  selection  of  an  administrative 
staff;  underwriting  and  financing;  and  acquisition 
and  clearing  of  a  site — which  may  involve  the  de- 
velopment of  a  new  Commission  district  for  San 
Francisco.  Construction  of  a  36-story  main  central 
tower  building  is  considered  as  a  first  step  to  house 
the  foreign  traders,  consulates,  export  manufactur- 
ers, banking,  insurance,  transportation,  and  other 
related  concei^ns. 

The  capital  investment  budget  for  the  construction  of 
the  World  Trade  Center  in  San  Francisco  as  presented  to 
the  California  State  Legislature  called  for  site  acquisition 
— $5,200,000;  preliminary  development  including  clearing 
the  site — $2,350,000;  construction — $28,70.5,000;  financing — 
$2,200,000;  $5,500,000  for  interest  during  the  period  of  con- 
struction; and  the  balance  for  numerous  items,  none  of 
which  exceeded  5  per  cent  of  the  total  cost.  Estimated 
cost  of  a  new  Commission  District,  proposed  to  be  located 
in  the  vicinity  of  Channel  Basin,  is  about  $3,500,000.  The 
tentative  over-all  plans  for  the  Trade  Center  call  for  2,- 
339,406  sq.  ft.  of  area  distributed  as  follows:  1,086,876  sq.  ft. 
of  rentable  otHce  space;  177,530  sq.  ft.  of  rentable  store 
space;  315,000  sq.  ft.  rentable  lofts;  610,000  sq.  ft.  for  other 
rentable  purposes;  and  150,000  sq.  ft.  parking  area  and 
other  transportation  facilities. 

•  Foreign  Trade  Zone 

Approval  of  San  Francisco's  proposed  Foreign 
Trade  Zone  is  new  recognition  of  the  City's  grow- 
ing prestige  as  the  International  Capital  of  the  West. 
Coming  shortly  after  the  approval  of  a  World  Trade 
Center  for  San  Francisco  and  the  recent  establish- 
ment of  a  World  Affairs  Council,  this  action  com- 
pletes a  series  of  progressive  steps  being  taken  to 
make  San  Francisco  a  leader  in  World  Affairs. 
Establishment  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Zone  will  help 
to  make  San  Francisco's  Harbor  the  greatest  in  the 
Pacific  Basin. 

•  MAJOR  SUPPLY  BASE,  BUYING  CENTER 

San  Francisco,  one  of  the  major  supply  bases  and 
production  and  buying  centers  of  the  nation,  is  stra- 
tegically equipped  for  exchange  of  goods  and  serv- 
ices and  two-way  trade.  Concentrated  here  are 
tremendous  regional  supply  bases  and  buying  and 
selling  headquarters  of  large  establishments.  There 
are  but  three  larger  wholesale  markets  in  the  nation. 
Trade  at  wholesale  this  year  is  estimated  at  nearly 
6  billion  dollars  or  about  1  billion  dollars  above 
1946  .  Long  the  dominent  port  of  the  Pacific  in 
World  Trade,  many  products  of  producers  in  North- 
ern California,  enroute  to  national  and  world  mar- 
kets, are  processed  and  assembled  in  San  Francisco. 
Wholesale  merchants,  manufacturers'  sales  branches, 
brokers,  importers,  exporters,  and  assemblers,  buy 
and  sell  their  good  in  this  market — the  largest 
wholesale  center  west  of  the  Mississippi  River. 
Warehouse  facilities  in  San  Francisco  alone  are 
tremendous  with  2,500,000  sq.  ft.  of  dry  storage 
space  and  5,000,000  sq.  ft.  of  cold  storage  space. 

The  Western  Merchandise  Mart,  now  a  $6,000,000  whole- 
sale center  of  the  W'est,  opened  a  $2,000,000  addition  during 
the  year.  There  are  now  more  than  400  permanent  exhibits 
representing  lines  of  about  2,000  factories,  of  which  ap- 
proximately one-third  have  established  selling  outlets 
recently   in   the   Mart.      It    is   anticipated    that   the   volume 
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of  business  of  goods  sold   through  markets  served   out   of 
the  Mart  will  approximate  $600,000,000  annually. 

Research  is  the  basis  of  sound  agricultural  and 
industrial  expansion.  Raw  materials  which  have 
lain  dormant  for  years  suddenly  become  useful  and 
valuable  by  virtue  of  research  and  invention.  One- 
third  of  the  West's  research  institutions  are  estab- 
lished in  San  Francisco.  San  Francisco,  the  Nation's 
Western  Capital,  serves  as  a  great  research  and 
management  center.  On  the  median  line  of  Pacific 
Coast  population,  agriculture,  commerce,  finance 
and  industry,  it  is  the  focal  point  of  land,  sea  and 
air  travel  with  unexcelled  accommodations  for  con- 
ventions and  visitors — only  New  York  and  Chicago 
have  more  hotel  guest  rooms.  There  are  also  many 
meeting  places.  Nearly  200  Federal  Agencies  and 
Bureaus— many  of  which  have  Area  or  Regional 
jurisdiction— and  many  State  agencies  have  head- 
quarters in  San  Francisco.  Thousands  of  commer- 
cial and  professional  institutions  have  headquarters 
or  regional  offices  here   also. 

•  COMMUNICATIONS 

San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  two  World  communication 
centers  in  the  nation.  Trans-Pacific  communications  are  di- 
rected here  through  regional  headquarters  of  four  major 
radio  communication  systems  and  one  cable  system:  and  it 
is  the  headquarters  of  the  telegraph  and  telephone  com- 
panies connecting  the  Western  Regional  Area  with  the  na- 
tion. It  is  also  the  communication  center  for  the  Navy's 
Western  Sea  Frontier  and  the  Army's  Western  Command 
and  relay  station  for  the  Pacific  overseas  area.  The  West 
Coast  Overseas  Foreign  Air  Communication  station  is  oper- 
ated here  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  which 
gathers  and  disseminates  important  weather  information 
throughout  the  vast  radio  network  covering  the  Western 
Pacific  and  the  Orient. 

•  DISTRIBUTION  FACILITIES 

A  vast  transportation  network,  including  transcontinental 
raU  and  highway  facilities,  air  transport  services,  and 
steaunship  lines,  converge  in  San  Francisco,  bringing  unex- 
celled transportation  to  local  industry  and  business.  San 
Francisco's  fortunate  geographic  position  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  combined  with  excellent  distribution  facilities,  makes 
it  possible  for  business  and  industry  located  here  to  serve  a 
larger  portion  of  the  Western  markets  at  lower  distribution 
costs  than  can  be  reached  from  any  other  Pacific  Coast  city. 

San  Francisco  is  the  air  terminal  of  the  Pacific,  the 
entrance  to  North  America  from  points  in  the  Orient  and 
the  exit  from  points  in  North  America  to  the  cities  of  Asia 
and  the  Far  East.  Offices  are  maintained  here  by  six 
major  airlines  which  offer  regular  scheduled  service  linking; 
the  San  Francisco  bay  ..*rea  to  the  rest  of  the  Unitea 
States  and  to  the  world.  San  Francisco  JIunicipal  Airport, 
recognized  as  one  of  the  world's  major  airports  and  ohe 
which  carried  an  unprecedented  wartime  load  of  passenger 
and  cargo  traffic,  has  entered  an  era  of  peace  with  a 
twenty  miUlion  dollar  modernization  and  expansion  pro- 
gram designed  to  ser»e  the  air  age  as  the  major  passenger, 
cargo  and  mall  "gateway"  to  the  world. 

San  Francisco  is  the  headquarters  of  operations  for  one 
of  the  Pacific  Coast's  major  feeder-air  line  services,  linking 
innumerable  smaller  communities  throughout  California  to 
San  Francisco  and  the  rest  of  the  nation.  It  is  also  the 
Western  operations  base  and  the  system-wide  maintenance 
base  of  one  of  the  largest  U.S.  scheduled  air  carriers.  Four 
of  the  nation's  larger  non-scheduled,  or  "irregular"  air  car- 
riers also  operate  into  and  out  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
Bay  Area  carrying  annually  thousands  of  tons  of  air  cargo. 
Charter  air  services,  fixed  base  operations,   flight   training. 


airplane  repair  and  maintenance  and  disti'ibution  and  sale 
or  airplanes  are  services  available  through  an  ever  expand- 
ing network  of  smaller  airports  intended  to  meet  the  needs 
of  private  plane  owners.  San  Francisco  is  the  base  of 
operations  for  three  transoceanic  carriers  offering  regularly 
scheduled  service  to  our  neighbors  in  Alaska,  Hawaiian 
Islands.  Australia,  the  Philippines,  China  and  the  Orient. 

•  AGRICULTURE 

The  basic  interests  of  the  urban  communities  and  the  agri- 
cultural areas  are  mutual.  Estimates  reveal  that  more  than 
20,000,000  acres  of  farm  land  are  needed  to  supply  food  and 
raw  materials  for  the  present  population  and  industry  of  the 
Bay  Area.  Inauguration  of  an  annual  San  Francisco  Agri- 
culture and  Business  Conference  to  explore  mutual  prob- 
lems of  San  Francisco  business  and  neighboring  agriculture 
areas  was  recentlj'  announced  by  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  The  initial  Conference  will  be  held  in 
February  1948  in  San  Francsco. 

The  distribution  of  agricultural  products  from  neighbor- 
ing areas  are  facilitated  in  the  Bay  Area  through  the  serv- 
ices rendered  by  the  many  State  and  Federal  agencies  and 
by  the  financial  and  insurance  agencies,  research  labora- 
tories, export  agencies  and  transportation  serWces.  Some 
of  the  major  associations  in  the  State  are  headquartered 
here,  includmg  such  agencies  as  the  California  Dairy  In- 
dustry Advisory  Board,  California  Turkey  Growers,  Cali^ 
fornia  Canning  Peach  -Association,  California  Olive  .Associ- 
ation, California  Cattlemen's  Association,  California  Wool 
Growers  Association,  Canners  League  of  California,  Asso- 
ciated Farmers  of  California  and  the  Poultry  Producers  of 
Central  California.  Sixty-seven  per  cent  of  all  farms  in 
the  State  are  located  in  Northern  California,  tributary  to 
the  Bay  .\rea,  and  seventy-eight  per  cent  of  the  farm  acre- 
age. Cash  farm  income  from  principal  crops  and  livestock 
items  produced  on  farms  in  Northern  California  account 
for  68  per  cent  of  the  State  total — now  in  excess  of  2  billion 
dollars  annually. 


•  LONG  RANGE  DEVELOPMENTS 

Some  special  events  announced  during  the  year  with  long- 
range  significance  in  the  future  development  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  Bay  Area  include: 

•  Designation  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  vast  de- 
velopment at  the  San  Francisco  U.S.  Naval  Shipyard  at 
Hunters  Point  as  a  major  Naval  Base  for  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area. 

•  Authorization  of  the  .$55,000,000  San  Francisco  World 
Trade  Center  by  the  California  State  Legislature.
